open  and  construct  a  drain  or  water-course  from  some  point  on  the 
south  end  of  Long  Lake,  Porter  township,  Oass  county,  Michigan, 
to  the  St.  Joseph  river,  following  the  general  course  of  Trout  creek, 
which  runs  southeast  and  is  now  the  natural  outlet  of  said  lake,

interment  by  any  relative  before  the  same  shall  be  shipped  as 
aforesaid,  and  in  case  the  dead  body  of  any  person  so  delivered  or 
shipped  as  aforesaid  be  subsequently  claimed  or  demanded  of  said 
demonstrator  of  anatomy,  or  of  any  other  person  or  institution* 
into  whose  possession  or  under  whose  control  it  may  have  been

to  leave  the  United  States  free  from  any  and  all  debts,  claims  or 
liability  of  any  character  whatsoever,  and  said  canal  after  such 
transfer  shall  be  free  for  public  use :   AiuL  provided  further^  That 
after  such  transfer  the  secretary  of  war  be  and  hereby  is  authorized 
to  draw  from  time  to  time  his  warrant  on  the  secretary  of  the  treas- 
ury to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  operating  and  keeping  said  canal 
in  repair;"  therefore, 
Boud  of  control      SECTioiir  1.    The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact ,  That 
S^tf'^e^t    the  boai*d  of  control  of  the  Saint  Marj's  Falls  ship  canal  be  and 
SS^niSd**  ^  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  the  said  canal  and  the 
statei.  public  works  thereon,  with  all  its  appurtenances  and  all  the  right 

and  title  of  the  State  of  Michigan  in  and  to  the  same,  to  the  United 
States,  in  accordance  with  [the]  provisions  of  the  above  mentioned 
clause :  Provided,  That  this  cession  is  upon  the  express  condition 
that  the  State  of  Michigan  shall  so  far  retain  concurrent  jurisdiction

empowered  to  make  such  orders,  and  necessary  to  be  served  upon 
any  such  person,  may  be  executed  upon  said  Saint  Mary's  Falls  ship 
canal,  its  lands,  and  in  the  buildings  that  may  be  erected  thereon, 
in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  if  jurisdiction  had  not  been  ceded 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  control  of  the  Saint  Mary's  Falls  ship  canal 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  at  any  time  when  they  may 
deem  it  proper,  to  transfer  all  material  belonging  to  said  canal,  and 
to  pay  over  to  the  United  States  all  moneys  remaining  in  the  canal 
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fund,  excepting  8o  mncn  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  the  said  canal 
in  repair  for  its  acceptance  in  accordance  with  the  act  above  recited: 
Provided,  Sach  transfer  of  material  and  payment  of  mgneys  shall 
be  in  consideration  of  the  construction,  by  the  United  States,  of  a 
suitable  dry  dock,  to  be  operated  in  connection  with  the  Saint 
Mary's  Falls  ship  canal  for  the  use  of  disabled  vessels.

First,  If  the  testator  shall  leave  surviving  him,  a  wife,  the  testa- 
mentary disposition  shall  be  subject  to  the  election  of  such  wife,  to* 
take  any  interest  that  may  be  given  to  her,  by  the  testator  in  his 
last  will  and  testament ;  .or  in  lieu  thereof,  to  take  the  sum  or  share 
that  would  have  passed  to  her,  under  the  statute  of  distributions, 
had  the  testator  died  intestate,  until  the  sum  shall  amount  to  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  of  the  residue  of  the  estate  one-half  the  sum 
or  share  that  would  have  passed  to  her,  under  the  statute  of 
distributions,  had  the  testator  died  intestate,  and  in  case  no 
provision  be  made  for  her  in  said  will,  she  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
election  aforesaid.  ^ 

Second,  If  by  any  will,  any  special  devise  or  bequest  is  made  to 
the  wife  in  lieu  of  any  particular  thing  or  any  particular  interest,

Baraga  and  Isle  Soyale  shall  be  formed  into  and  constitute  the 
twelfth  judicial  circuit;  and  the  counties  of  Marquette,  Delta  and 
Menominee  shall  be  formed  into  and  constitute  the  twenty-fifth 
^  judicial  circuit 

Seo.  2.  The  judges  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  judicial  circuits 
shall  continue  to  hold  courts .  at  the  times  and  places  heretofore 
designated,  throughout  said  circuits  as  heretofore  organized  respec- 
tively, until  said  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  and  to  do  all  other  judicial  acts,  and  to  exercise  all  other 
judicial  powers  therein  until  that  time.

The  deputy 
inspector  shall,  before  he  enters  npon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take 
such  oath  and  file  such  bond,  with  like  conditions  as  is  required  of 
the  state  inspector,  said  bond  to  be  in  such  sum  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  state  inspector,  with  two  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
judge  of  probate,  and  file  such  oath  and  bond  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  deputy  inspector  resides.  Such  deputy  shall 
also  forward  the  county  clerk's  certificate  of  such  filing  to  said 
state  inspector.  Said  inspectors  shall  collect  sixteen  cents  for 
each  barrel,  or  cask,  or  package  containing  not  exceeding  fifty-five 
gallons,  and  at  the  same  proportionate  rate  for  any  excess  over  that 
quantity  so  inspected,  and  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  state  inspector 
at  the  commencement  of  each  month,  all  moneys  received  by  him 
for  inspection,  and  in  any  case  of  inspection  or  branding,  said  fee 
shall  be  a  lien  on  the  oil  so  inspected.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
a  syllabus  of  the  points  of  law  decided  in  each  and  'every  cause 
determined  in  the  supreme  court  shall  be  prepared  in  writing  by 
the  justice  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  filed  with  the 
papers  of  the  cause;  which  shall  be  confined  to  poiuts  of  law  aris- 
ing upon  the  facts  in  the  cause  that  have  been  determined  by  the

Sec.  2.  Said  articles  shall  contain:  whatartides 

First  J  The  name  of  the  proposed  church;  toooSK'***^ 

Second^  The  city,  village,  or  township  in  which  the  same  is 
located ; 

Thirdy  The  fundamental   principles  of  such  proposed  organi- 
zation. 

Sec.  3«  The  persons  who  have  signed  said  articles  shall,  at  theBieetionof 
time  thereof,  appoint,  by  majority  of  votes,  such  time  and  place  as  o^^e"- 
they  may  deem  proper,  for  the  election  by  majority  of  votes,  by  bal- 
lot, such  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  three,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  serve  as  elders  and  deacons  of  such  church,  congrega- 
tion, or  religious  society;  of  which  election  record  shall  be  made, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  such  record,  signed  by  the  presiding  oflScer 
and  secretary  of  such  meeting,  shall,  together  with  said  articles  of 
association,  be  recorded  by  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  within  j^^^  ^^ 
which  such  church,  congregation,  or  religious  society,  or  their  place  artioiM.

Such  trustees  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure,  and  may  take  into  their  possession  and  custody  all 
the  temporalities  of  such  corporation  or  society,  and  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  management  thereof,  whether  the  same  shall 
consist  of  real  or  personal  estate,  and  whether  the  same  may  have 
been  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or  devised,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
such  corporation  or  society,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  for  their 
use. 

Sec.  6.  Such  corporation  may  also  in  their  corporate  name  sue 
and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  they  may  recover  and  hold 
all  debts,  demands,  rights  and  privileges,  churches,  buildings  and 
parsonages,  and  all  the  estate  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  sach 
corporation  or  society,  in  whatsoever  manner  the  same  may  have 
been  acquired,  or  in  whose  hands  soever  the  same  may  be  held,  as 
fully  and  amply  as  if  the  right  and  title  thereto  had  been  originally 
vested  in  such  trustees,  and  they  may  hold  the  moneys  and  personal 
estate  raised  or  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  churches, 
parsonages  and  other  buildings;  and  may  hold  such  an  amount  of 
real  estate  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  for  a  church,  lecture^  or 
school-room,  and  for  dwellings  for  their  ministers,  but  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  hold  real  estate  for  any  other 
purpose.

salaries  shall  be  made  unless  the  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  those 
present  and  entitled  to  vote,  at  any  meeting  of  the  society,  duly  and 
specially  called  for  that  purpose,  by  notice  given  two  successive 
sabbaths,  at  the  usual  place  of  meeting,  next  preceding  such  meet- 
ing, shall  have  been  obtained  therefor:  Provided  furthevy  That  no 
sale,  mortgaging  or  conveyance  shall  be  made  of  any  gift,  grants 
donation,  conveyance,  devise,  or  bequest,  by  which  the  same  is  con- 
veyed or  devised  to  such  corporation  or  society,  where  it  would  be 
inconsistent  with  the  express  terms  or  plain  intent  of  the  grant, 
donation,  gift,  conveyance,  devise,  or  bequest. 

Sec.  8.  At  any  time  after  such  society  shall  have  become  duly 
organized,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  church,  congregation,  or 
religious  society,  at  any  meeting  thereof,  called  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this  act,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  such  society  entitled  to  vote  and  present  at  any 
such  meeting,  to  amend  its  articles  of  association  in  any  manner 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  amend- 
ments shall  become  operative  on  filing  a  copy  and  recording  of  the 
same,  certified  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  such  meeting,  with 
the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  society  is  organized. 
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Sec.  9.  The  coDgregation  of  any  church,  the  trustees  of  which  Bowchurchei 
haye  been  incorporated  under  any  law  of  this  State,  may  elect  to  "i^j^SSSS^HlAl^ 
difisolye  their  existing  organization  and  take  corporate  powers  under  «nd6r  thi«  act 
this  act:    Provided,  Tiiat  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all  persons 
present  and  entitled  to  vote  under  such  law,  at  a  public  meeting,  be 
obtained  therefor,  of  which  meeting  due  notice  of  the  time,  place, 
and  object  thereof  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion three  thousand  and  fifty  seven  of  the  compiled  laws.    If  such 
consent  shall  be  obtained,  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be  executed  and 
acknowledged  by  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  such  meet- 
ing, and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
where  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  was  recorded.    And 
on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  providing  for  the  crea- 
tion of  such  corporations,  all  the  proper  powers,  duties,  trusts,  and 
obligations  of  every  kind  possessed  by  or  pertaining  to  the  original 
corporation,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  become  vested  in  the  corpo-* 
ration,  organized  for  the  same  church  nnder  this  act. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  formation  of  electric  light  companies. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Miclngan  enact.  That  Howinoorpo. 
any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  five,  who  shall  by  articles  of  JJ^J^J"^  **• 
agreement  in  writiDg  associate  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  under  any  name  assumed  by  ihem,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging 
in  the  production  of  electricity  and  electrical  Ught,  and  supplying 
any  towns,  cities,  or  villages  with  electricity  and  electrical  light  for 
lighting  purposes,  and  who  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  with  their  successors  and  assigns  constitute  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  any  such  company  so 
formed  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  conferred,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  requirements  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the 
compiled  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

Seo.  2.  The  articles  of  association  of  every  such  company  shall  ArtkdM  or 
be  signed  by  the  persons  associating  in  the  first  instance,  and  shall  JS'rtS?13o7**** 
be  acknowledged  before  some  person  authorised  by  law  to  take  the 
acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  shall  state  the  name  of  the  company, 
the  term  of  the  existence  of  such  company,  which  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  years,  the  object  for  which  such  company  shall  be  formed, 
the  amount  of  capi^l  stock  of  said  company,  the  number  of  shares 
of  which  said  sUx^k  shall  consist,  the  names  of  the  towns,  cities, 
villages!,  and  the  counties  in  which  the  operations  of  said  company 
are  to  be  carried  on,  the  names  of  the  stockholders,  their  respective 
residences,  and  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  held  by  each,  the 
number  of  directors  of  such  company;  and  said  articles  shall  also 
state  the  names  of  the  first  directors  of  the  company. 

Sec.  3.  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  fixed  in  theokpitaii 
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articles  of  association,  and  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  ten  thousand 
dollars,  nor  more  than  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  corporation  formed  under  this  act  shall  com- 
mence business  it  shall  cause  its  articles  of  association  to  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  said  corporation  is  to 
transact  its  business,  at  the  expense  of  such  corporation.  The  sec- 
retary of  state  and  the  county  clerk  shall  certify  upon  the  articles 
of  association  recorded  by  him  the  time  when  the  same  were 
received,  and  the  book  and  page  where  the  same  are  recorded,  and  a 
transcript  of  the  record,  certified  by  the  secretary  of*  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  State  of  the  due  formation 
and  existence  of  such  corporation. 

Sec.  5.  The  property,  affairs,  and  business  of  every  such  corpora- 
.tion  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders 
of  such  company ;  they  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stock- 
holders at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
of  said  corporation;  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  6.  If  an  election  of  directors  in  any  such  corporation  shall 
not  take  place  at  the  annual  meeting  thereof  in  any  year,  snch  cor- 
poration shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved,  but  an  election  may  be  had 
at  any  time  thereafter  to  be  fixed  upon,  and  upon  the  same  notice 
thereof  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  for  the  holding  of  the 
annual  election:  Provided^  That  in  case  the  directors  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  so  to  do,  any  three  of  the  stockholders  may  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of  directors,  by  giving  a  like 
notice  of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  The  directors  of  every  such  corporation  shall  choose  one 
of  their  number  to  be  president,  and  one  of  their  number  to  be  vice- 
president,  and  shall  choose  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  which  two  last 
mentioned  officers  shall  reside  in  this  State,  and  shall  have  their

Sec.  9.  A  majority  of  the  directors  of  every  such  corporation 
convened  according  to  the  by-laws  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  stockholders  holding  a  major- 
ity of  stock  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  capable  of 
transacting  the  business  of  that  meeting,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided.  At  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him,  and  the 
stockholders  may  appear  and  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy  filed  with

for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  corporation. 

Sbc,  10.  Eyery  sach  corporation  shall  have  power  to  acquire  and  Powen  of 
hold  all  such  real  and  personal  property  as  shall  be  necessary  for  ^''*'***®"- 
carrying  on  the  business  of  such  corporation ;  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  produce,  generate,  furnish,  and  sell  such  electricity  and 
electrical  light  as  may  be  desired  in  any  city,  town,  or  village, 
where  such  corporation  carries  on  its  business,  for  lighting  public 
or  private  buildings,  streets,  or  grounds,  and  for  any  other  pur- 
poses; and  such  corporation  shall  have  power  to  lay,  construct,  and 
maintain  conductors  for  conducting  electricity  through  the  streets, 
lands,  and  squares  of  any  such  city,  town,  or  village,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  municipal  authorities  thereof,  under  such  reasonable 
regulations  as  they  may  prescribe:  and  such  corporation  may  make 
all  such  contracts  and  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  powers. 

Ssc.  11.  The  stock  of  every  such  corporation  shall  be  deemed  stookpetfonai 
personal  property,  and  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  to  each  SSS2fe»w5j«tc 
stockholder,  on  the  full  amount  of  his  subscription  being  paid. 
The  said  certificates  of  stock  may  be  transferable,  but  the  transfer 
shall  not  be  valid  unless  a  record  of  the  same  shall  be  made  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  in  such  form  as  the  directors  shall  prescribe, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  make  out  a  written 
statement  of  all  the  stockholders,  and  the  amount  of  stock  held  by 
each,  when  called  upon  by  the  proper  assessing  officer. 

Sec.  12.  The  directors  may  call  in  subscriptions  to  the  capital  sabteriptioii  to 
stock  by  installment,  in  such  proportions  [portions]  as  they  may  SJ^Lfet?***^*' 
deem  best,  by  giving  notice  thereof,  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  by- 
laws; and  in  case  any  stockholder  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  any  Howaubsorip- 
snch  installment  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  JJSSySJl  *^* 
become  dae  and  payable,  and  after  he  shall  have  been  notified  thereof, 
said  corporation  may  recover  the  amount  thereof  from  such  stock- 
holder in  any  proper  action  for  that  purpose,  or  so  much  of  the  stock 
of  said  stockholder  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  installment  so 
due  may  be  sold  by  the  directors  at  public  auction  at  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  corporation,  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  notice

this  act  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  labor  performed  for  such  foJ'i'JJj^J^** 
coiporations,  which  said  liability  may  be  enforced  against  any  ' 

stockholder  by  action  founded  on  this  statute,  at  any  time  after  an 
execution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  against 
the  corpora tioDj  or  at  any  time  after  an  adjudication  in  bankruptcy 
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against  said  corporation,  and  the  amount  due  on  such  execution

Any  corporation  organized  under  this  act  may  amend 
its  articles  of  association  so  as  to  increase  its  capital  stock  to  the 
amount  authorized  by  this  act,  or  to  increase  its  number  of  direct- 
ors, at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  stockholders,  upon  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  stock  of  the  stockholders,  and 
thereupon  articles  amendatory  of  such  original  articles  shall  be 
prepared  and  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  corpo-

AN  ACT  to  provide  a  method  of  enforcing  collections  of  highway 
commissioners'  orders. 

Sectiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
whenever  any  order  for  the  payment  of  money  lawfully  drawn  by 
the  highway  commissioner  of  any  township  within  this  State  upon 
the  treasurer  of  such  township,  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
have  been  duly  presented  to  such  township  treasurer  for  payment, 
and  payment  thereof  shall  not  be  made  within  six  months  from 
such  presentation,  by  reason  of  lack  of  funds  for  the  lawful  pay- 
ment of  such  order,  such  treasurer  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  holder 
of  such  order,  make  a  statement  in  writing  of  such  facts  and 
deliver  the  same  to  such  holder,  and  such  holder  may  present  such 
order  with  such  statement  to  the  township  clerk  of  such  township, 
and  such  clerk  shall  thereupon  make  a  minute  of  the  number,  date, 
and  amount  of  such  order,  and  the  date  of  its  first  presentation  to 
such  treasurer,  and  shall  make  an  indorsement  on  such  order,  show- 
ing such  presentation  to  him. 

Sec.  2.  The  township  clerk  of  each  township  shall  include  in  the 
statement  annually  required  to  be  made  by  him  to  the  supervisor  of 
moneys  proposed  to  be  raised  in  said  township  by  taxation,  a  state- 
ment of  the  amounts  of  all  such  orders  before  then  minuted  by 
him,  with  a  further  statement  of  the  amount  due  and  to  become

due  as  interest  on  such  orders  up  to  the  first  day  of  January  suc- 
ceeding such  statement;  and  if  such  orders  were  drawn  upon  any 
fund  to  be  raised  by  any  road  district,  or  any  other  particular  por- 
tion of  said  township,  such  fact  shall  be  certiQed  by  such  clerk  to 
the  supervisor,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  proper 
township,  locality,  or  road  district  and  collected  as  other  taxes,  and 
shall  be  used  by  the  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  such  orders  and 
the  interest  thereon.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  eymcty  That  lamit  of 
hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  highway  commissioner  to  draw  SSS**^' 
or  issue  any  order  or  orders  for  the  payment  of  money  upon  the 
township  treasurer  of  any  township,  or  to  contract  for,  or  to  permit 
to  be  done  or  furnished  any  labor  or  materials  upon  or  for  the 
highways  or  bridges  in  such  township,  for  any  sum  or  sums  greater 
than  the  highway  funds  theretofore  authorized  by  the  votes  of  such 
township,  or  otherwise  provided  by  law,  except  in  cases  especially 
provided  by  existing  laws. 

Sec.  2.  Any  highway  commissioner  offending  against  the  pro  vis-  Penalty  ibr 
ions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  ot  a  misde- JS!**^***'*' 
meanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  Jess  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment in  the  connty  jail  of  the  proper  county,  not  exceeding  three 
months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

SscnoK  1.    The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  Thatsecaon 
section  one  of  act  number  two  hundred  and  five,  entitled  "An  act       '' 
to  authorize  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  in  this 
State  to  provide  for  the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  the  origi- 
nal section  corners  and  quarter-posts,  as  surveyed  and  recorded  by 
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the  original  survey  thereof/'  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  several  counties  are 
hereby  authorized  to  establish  and  perpetuate  any  government  sec- 
tion corners  or  quarter-posts  in  their  respective  counties,  which 
they  may  have  good  reason  to  believe  are  lost,  or  are  in  danger  of 
being  lost,  by  the  employment  of  a  surveyor  therefor,  who  shall 
keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  his  work;  giving  in  detail  the 
evidences  by  which  any  corner  is  identified;  also  the  manner  ia 
which  any  lost  corner  is  identified;  also  the  manner  in  which  lost 
corners  are  reestablished,  which  record  shall  be  kept  in  the  same 
book  provided  by  the  county  for  surveyors'  records  and  kept  in  the 
oflSice  of  the  county  surveyor,  and  the  record  so  made  and  entered 
by  the  surveyor  aforesaid  shall  be  received  as  evidence  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  State  wherein  any  question  may  arise  as  to  the  estab- 
lishment or  identification  of  such  corner  or  corners:  Provided^ 
That  such  work  shall  be  done  only  in  such  townships  where  a 
majority  of  the  voters,  voting,  shall  vote  to  raise  such  sum  as  is 
required,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  any  one 
township,  for  such  work  by  any  surveyor  authorized  to  do  such 
work,  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act:  And  provided  furthety 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  lands  where  section  and 
quarter  section  lines  are  already  properly  established.  Such  sum  to 
be  assessed  upon  the  real  estate  of  such  township  according  to  its 
cash  value.  Such  assessment  to  be  levied  and  the  taxes  therefrom 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  assessments  and  collection  of 
taxes  are  made. 

Sec.  2.  The  surveyor  as  above  employed  shall  sink  into  the  earth 
at  all  section  and  quarter-post  corners  from  the  surface  to  a  depth 
of  at  least  three  feet,  a  column  of  broken  brick,  charcoal,  broken 
stones,  or  other  easily  distinguishable  substance,  of  a  diameter  of  at 
least  three  inches,  and  carefully  describe  the  same  in  the  record  of 
his  survey,  and  also  to  mark  and  record  [new]  witness  trees  wherever 
possible  to  do  so.

chains.    The  coarse  and  distance  of  all  lines  run,  and  the  namber 
of  acres  contained  in  each  piece  of  land  snryeyed  shall  be  entered 
on  the  diagram  of  any  section  subdivided  according  to  the  survey 
thereof,  and  shall  be  considered  a  part  of  the  record.    The  record  whatnoord 
shall  show,  in  addition,  the  time  when,  the  name  of  the  person  by  *®'*'**^* 
whom,  and  the  person  for  whom  snch  survey  was  made,  a  descrip- 
tion of  all  witness  trees  marked  on  the  survey,  with  their  respective 
courses  and  distances,  and  the  variation  of  the  magnetic  from  the 
true  meridian.    He  shall  make  an  index  to  snch  record  book,  refer- 
ring in  some  suitable  manner  to  each  survey  so  recorded. 

(693.)  Seo.  103.   All  surveys  made  by  county  surveyors  in  this  How iarr^ 
Stale  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  following  principles,  ^'^''*^ 
when  applicable: 

First,  AH  corners  that  can  be  identified  by  the  original  field 
notes,  or  other  unquestionable  testimony,  shall  be  regarded  as  the 
original  corners,  and  must  not  be  changed  while  they  can  be  thus 
identified ; 

Seconds  Extinct  interior-section  comers  must  be  reSstablished, 
at  proportional  distances  as  recorded  in  the  original  field  notes  from 
the  nearest  known  point  in  the  original  section  line,  east  and  west, 
north  and  south  from  such  extinct  section  comer; 

Thirdf  Any  extinct  quarter  section  corner,  except  on  fractional 
section  lines,  must  be  reestablished  eqnidistant  and  in  a  right  line 
between  the  section  corners;  in  all  other  cases,  at  proportional  dis- 
tances between  the  nearest  known  points  in  the  original  line ; 

Fourth^  Central  quarter  corners  of  whole  sections,  and  of  frac- 
tional seetions  adjoining  the  north  and  west  boundary  of  townships, 
must  be  established  at  the  intersection  of  two  right  lines  connect- 
ing their  opposite  quarter  section  corners  respectively.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  county  surveyors  to  perpetuate  the  original  corners  they 
may  work  from,  by  noting  new  bearing  trees  where  timber  is  near. 
They  shall  also  perpetuate  the  principal  corners  made  by  them- 
selves in  the  same  manner.

by  and  before  a  notary  public,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  the  officer  so  designated  shall  there- 
after have  all  the  authority  of  a  circuit  court  commissioner  to  take 
depositions  in  said  cause,  and  either  party  to  such  stipulation  may 
give  notice  of  the  taking  of  depositions  and  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses in  said  cause  before  such  officer,  and  such  notice  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  notice  of  the  taking  of  depositions 
before  a  circuit  court  commissioner  under  the  present  practice. 
Such  depositions  may  be  read,  on  the  hearing  or  trial  of  the  cause, 
in  the  same  cases  and  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  depositions 
taken  by  a  circuit  court  commissioner  under  the  present  practice.

That  who  may 
any  fifteen  or  more  persons,  being  members  of  the  bar  of  Michigan  ^^^^^poiato. 
in  good  standing  and  authorized  to  practice  in  the  courts  thereof, 
desirous  to  become  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  profession  of  the  law,  increasing  its  use- 
fulness in  promoting  the  due  administration  of  justice,  and  culti- 
vating social  intercourse  among  its  members,  may  execute  under  ArtteiMof 
their  bands  and  acknowledge  before  some  person  authorized  to  take  •■«»«»»ttoii. 
the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  one  or  more  duplicate  articles  of 
agreement,  as  Hereinafter  specified,  one  copy  whereof  shall  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  a  record  when  recorded. 
shall  be  made  of  such  articles,  or  of  a  certified  copy  thereof,  in  the 
clerk's  office  in  the  county  in  this  State  in  which  the  office  of  such 
association  for  the  transaction  of  business  may  be  located,  and  upon 
the  execution  and  acknowledgment  of  sjuch  articles,  the  signers 
tiiereof,  and  those  who  may  thereafter  become  associated  with  them. 
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shall  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for  the  pnrpose  set  forth 
in  said  articles. 

Sec.  2.  The  articles  of  association  shall  contain: 

First,  The  names  of  the  persons  associating  in  the  first  instance, 
and  their  places  of  residence ; 

Secondj  The  name  of  such  corporation,  and  the  place  where  its 
office  for  the  transaction  of  basiness  is  located,  and  the  period  for 
which  it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding  thirty  years; 

Thirds  The  objects  for  which  it  is  organised; 

Fourthj  The  number  of  its  trustees,  if  any,  and  regular  officers, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  holding  its  annual  meeting; 

Fifths  The  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  herein. 

Sec.  3.  No  such  corporation  shall  have  power  to  take  or  hold  any 
real  estate  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  organized,  for  a  longer 
term  than  ten  years. 

Seo.  4.  All  the  funds  received  by  any  such  corporation  shall  be 
used  in  the  first  instance,  or  shall  be  invested,  and  the  income 
thereof  used  for  the  exclusive  purpose  set  forth  in  the  articles  of 
association,  and  no  portion  of  the  funds  of  such  corporation  shall  in 
any  case  be  otherwise  applied.  Such  corporation  may  take  by  gift, 
purchase,  or  devise,  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  invest  the  same  upon  mort- 
gage or  by  loan,  or  in  bonds  on  any  city,  county,  state,  or  United 
States  securities,  but  no  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  trustee  of  officer 
of  such  corporation.

That  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  a  State  road  to  be  called  the  Presque 
Isle  Harbor  and  False  Presque  Isle  State  road,  commencing  at 
northeast  section  corner  of  section  nineteen  (19)  in  town  thirty- 
four  (34)  north,  of  range  eight  (8)  east,  and  running  from  thence  in 
a  southeasterly  direction  by  the  best  practical  route,  until  it  reaches 
the  southwest  section  corner  of  section  thirty-flve  (36)  in  township 
thirty-three  (33)  north,  of  range  eight  (8)  east,  being  a  total  dis- 
tance of  ten  and  one-half  miles,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  drainage  and  reclamation,  the  board  of  control  of 
State  swamp  lands  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appro- 
priate two  sections  of  State  swamp  land  per  mile,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  building  of  said  road  as  above 
designated,  such  land  to  be  selected  from  any  vacant  State  swamp 
lands  in  Presque  Isle  and  Alpena  counties,  and  said  appropriation 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  of  control  of 
State  swamp  lands.

AN  AOT  making  appropriations  for  the  Michigan  reform  school 

for  girls. 

Apprqviation.  SECTION  1.  TIic  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That 
there  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  Michigan  reform  school 
for  girls  the  following  sums  of  money  out  of  the  general  fund. 

How  expended,  to-wit:  For  the  Current  expenses  of  said  school  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  the  sum  of  eleven  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  eleven  thousand  dollars,  making  twenty-two  thousand 
dollars  for  the  two  years;  for  engine,  coal,  and  gas-hoase,  with 
engine,  boilers,  and  attachments,  water-tower  with  iron  tank  pipes. 
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hydrants,  hose,  pinmbing,  a?id  steam  fitting,  the  sum  of  Gfteen 
thoasand  dollars;  for  gas  famishing  apparatus  with  pipes  to  build- 
ings and  lamp-posts,  and  gas  fixtures  to  two  cottages,  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars;  for  furniture  for  two  cottages,  farm-house 
for  use  of  superintendent,  and  two  school-rooms,  the  sum' of  six 
tbonsaod  eight  hundred  dollars ;  for  grading,  cisterns,  wells,  side- 
walks, fences,  and  sewers,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars;  for 
cows,  horses,  carriage,  lumber  wagon,  harnesses,  farm  implements 
and  tools,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  for  miscellaneous 
expenses,  including  fitting  up  farm-house  for  use  of  superintendent, 
OQt-houaes,  laundries,  kitchen,  and  outside  water-closets,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars;  for  library  and  school  books  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars;  for  building  two  additional  cottages,  with 
plumbing,  heating,  furniture,  grading,  fences,  sewerage,  and  current 
expenses  for  one  year,  the  sum  of  forty-four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars;  for  chapel  and  school  building,  with  bell,  furniture,  heat- 
ing, etc,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

iSeg.  2.  There  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  how 
State  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  the  sum  of 
niDety-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  like  manner  as  other  State 
taxes  are  by  law  levied,  assessed,  and  paid,  which  tax,  when  col- 
lected, shall  be  credited  up  to  the  general  fund  to  reimburse  to  the 
ss^e  the  sum  to  be  drawn  therefrom  as  provided  for  in  this  act.

four  dollars.  And  if  a  jury  shall  be  demanded  by  either  party  to 
any  such  suit,  such  party  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such 
demand,  pay  to  said  clerk  the  sum  of  three  dollars:  Proinded, 
That  in  case  both  parties  demand  u  jury,  the  clerk  shall  receive ^"'^' 
such  sum  from  the  party  first  making  the  demand  only.

The  said  superior  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  JurUpdiotfon 
concarrent  with  the  circuit  court  for  the  county  of  Kent,  in  all*^**"^ 
civil  actions  of  a  transitory  nature,  when  the  debt  or  damage 
claimed  iis  over  one  hundred  dollars,  in  which  both  parties  reside 
in  the  city  of  Grand  Bapids;  or  in  which  either  the  plaintiff  or 
the  defendant  resides  in  the  city  of  Grand  Bapids,  and  service  of  a 
copy  of  the  declaration  or  process  by  which  suit  is  begun  shall  be

of  suits  begnn  by  writ  of  attachment  against  non-residents,  if  the 
property  attached  is  in  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  when  the 
writ  is  sued  out;  of  all  equity  suits  in  which  both  parties  are  resi- 
dents of  said  city,  or  in  which  either  party  is  a  resident  of  said 
city,  or  in  which  any  complainant  or  defendant  shall  be  a  resident 
of  said  city,  or  in  which  the  subject  matter  of  such  suit  is  situate 
in  said  city ;  of  all  foreclosure  suits  upon  land  situate  in  said  city.

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And  said  superior  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all 
actions  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  or  in  equity,  which  may  he  brought 
by  or  against  the  board  of  education  of  said  city,  or  by  or  against 
the  said  city  or  any  of  its  officers;  and  shall  have  exclusive  appel- 
late jurisdiction,  where  appeals  may  be  made,  of  all  cases  originally 
commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the  police  court  of  Grand  Bapids,

Tfie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enactj  That 
the  secretary  of  state  shall,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  {Prepared 
and  published  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present  legislature,  pro- 
cure a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  '<  Treatise  on  townships, 
and  the  powe^  and  duties  of  township  officers,''  of  which  Sanford 
M.  Green  is  the  author,  to  supply  one  copy  thereof  to  each  of  the 
sev.eral  sap^rvisors,  township  clerks,  commissioners  of  highways, 
and  township  drain  commissioners  in  this  State,  and  to  each  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  the  several  townships  in  this  State:  Pro* 
videdf  That  the  said  work,  including  the  forms  of  proceedingSj 
shall  be  carefully  revised  and  corrected  by  the  author,  and  adapted

registration  next  preceding  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  this  whmn. 
State  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  ^HiSSt^^ 
at  said  sessions  next  preceding  the  general  election  every  ten  years 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  had  and  made  an  entirely  new  registration 
of  the  qualified  electors  of  each  organized  township  and  city  in  this 
State,  excepting  in  the  county  of  Wayne,  and  except  in  those  cities 
where  provision  is  made  by  existing  law  for  a  new  registration 
oftener  than  every  ten  years,  the  same  to  be  made  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  specified  for  registration  of  qualified  electors  in  town- 
sliipB  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine.     After  the 
making  of  each  of  said  new  registrations  no  other  shall  be  used  in 
any  manner  at  any  election  or  township  meeting,  but  the  same 
shall  be  reviewed  and  corrected  from  time  to  time  as  hereinbefore 
prorided.    Upon  the  making  of  each  new  registration  hereunder^  Howftrmw 
the  former  registers  shall  he  securely  sealed  up  and  filed  witii  the  £2>^^2J^ 
township  clerks  respectively,  and  shidl  not  again  be  opened  except 
npon  the  order  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  legisla- 
ture, or  a  duly  authorised  committee  of  one  or  both  of  the  houses 
tibereof.    Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  several  township  clerks  of  the  Notieeof 
time  and  place  of  each  of  said  new  registrations  by  posting  written  '•siitntion* 
or  printed  notices  thereof  in  six  of  the  most  public  places  in  each 
township  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  session  of  the  board  at 
which  the  same  is  to  occur.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  ''Subordinate  Tents 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  World,*'  and  the  great 
camp  thereof  for  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Ssoii02sr  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
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any  snbordinate  tent  of  the  ^'Knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the 
WorW  duly  organized  within  this  State,  nnder  and  pursuant  to 
the  proyisions  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  ^'Supreme  Tent 
of  the  Knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  World,**  may  become  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  in  the  manner  following : 

Firsts  At  some  regular  review  of  such  tent  a  resolution  shall  be 
put  to  Yote  of  the  members  thereof  expressing  the  desire  and  deter- 
mination of  said  tent  to  be  incorporated,  and  directing  the  officers 
thereof  to  perfect  such  incorporation;  and  if  such  resolution 
receiyes  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  be 
declared  passed,  otherwise' lost; 

Second^  On  such  resolution  being  so  passed,  the  sir  knight  com- 
mander and  sir  knight  record-keeper  shall  prepare  articles  of 
association,  under  their  bands  and  the  seal  of  the  tent,  setting 
forth  the  number  of  persons  then  in  good  standing  in  the  tent 
desiring  incorporation;  the  name  by  which  the  tent  is  known;  the 
date  of  its  organization ;  a  copy  of  the  resolution  mentioned  in  the 
first  subdivision  of  this  act;  the  corporate  name  by  which  the  tent 
shall  be  known  in  the  law ;  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  associa- 
tion, which  shall  in  no  way  conflict  or  be  inconsistent  with  the 
object  and  purpose  of  the  supreme  tent  of  knights  of  the  Macca- 
bees of  the  wolrld,  as  stated  in  its  constitution,  and  the  period  for 
which  it  is  incorporated,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  years ; 

Third,  A  copy  of  such  articles  of  association  shall  be  filed  with 
the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  corporation  shall  be 
formed,  and  shall  be  recorded,  together  with  the  affidavit  hereafter 
named,  by  such  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  pur- 
pose; 

Fourth^  The  sir  knight  commander  and  record-keeper  executing 
such  articles  of  association  shall  make  and  annex  thereto,  before 
filing,  an  affidavit  stating  that  they  are  respectively  members  of 
and  occupy  the  official  positions  above  named  in  said  tent ;  that 
the  resolution,  a  copy  of  which  is  set  out  in  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion, was  duly  passed  at  a  regular  review  of  said  tent,  and  received 
a  two-thirds  majority  of  all  members  present ;  and  that  all  the 
statements  in  said  articles  of  association  are  true,  to  the  best  of 
their  and  each  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  and  that  said  tent  is 
organized  and  acting  under  the  constitution  of  the  supreme  tent  of 
the  knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  world. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  foregoing  requirements  are  complied  with  the 
tent  shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  expressed  in 
such  articles  of  association,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a  person  in 
the  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  a  copy  of  said  arti- 
cles of  association  and  affidavit  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  in  whose 
custody  the  same  may  be  under  the  seal  of  the  proper  county  shall 
he  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  Statue  of  the  existence 
and  incorporation  of  said  tent. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  great  camp  shall  be  organized  in  this  State 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  supreme  tent 
of  the  knights  of  the  Maccabees  of  the  world,  it  may  become 
incorporated  by  passing  a  like  resolution  as  provided  in  section  one 
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of  this  act,  executing  articles  of  association  under  the  hands  of  its  ^,'2*Sth  iSr*. 
sir  knight  great  commander  and  sir  knight  great  record-keeper  tuy  of  ttetT^ 
and  seal  of  the  great  camp  containing  like  statements  as  those 
required  in  articles  of  association  for  subordinate  tents,  with  a  like 
affidavit  annexed,  executed  by  the  two  great  officers  above  in  this 
section  named,  and  filing  the  same  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
a  copy  thereof  certified  by  him  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  evi- 
dence as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4  Every  corporation  formed  pursuant  to  th^rovisions  of  wh*t property 
this  act  may  take  and  hold  personal  and  real  property,  so  far  asSSS^®**"^ 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  purposes  of  the  organization,  not 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  amount,  and  convey,  dispose  of, 
and  deal  with  the  same  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  determine  by  a 
majority  vote  of  members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

8eo.  5.  The  management,  direction,  and  control  of  the  property  inwiiomprop. 
and  business  of  such  corporations  shall  be  vested  in  such  of  its  to^*?^Ltodf^^*" 
6fficers  and  persons  as  a  majority  of  the  members  present  and  act- 
ing thereon  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

act  to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad 
companies,  and  to  regulate  the  running  and  management,  and  to 
fix  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  all  railroad  and  other  corporations 
owning  or  operating  any  railroad  in  this  State,*'  approved  May  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto 
two  new  sections  to  stand  as  sections  twenty-four  and  twenty-five, 
to  read  as  follows:

Any  company  refusing  or  neglecting  for 
oraa^ywfth  the  pcriod  of  SIX  months  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
proTiaioDiof  ^jq^  gjjj^||  \^  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  such 
refusal  or  neglect.

The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  Michigan  emct,  That  s^etion 
section  twenty-six  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  "'•^•^ 
the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  approved 
May  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  relatiye  to

The  judge  of  probate  shall  report  the  result 
of  his  proceedings  to  the  supervisors  of  his  county,  if  such  persoa 
belongs  to  that  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  thereafter,  to  raise  money  requisite  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
support  accordingly.

The  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  services  and  expenses,  to  be  fixed  and  allowed  by 
the  State  board  of  auditors;  and  such  commission  may  employ  a 
clerk,  at  a  compensation  to  be  approved  and  allowed  by  the  board 
of  State  auditors.

That  »•«"«» 
section  seventeen  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  life  insur-  *"**' 
ance  companies  transacting  business  within  this  State,"  approved 
March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  being  section 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17.  No  policy  of  insurance  on  life  issued  after  this  act  Forfutaraor 
shall  take  effect,  by  any  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  '*"^' 
State,  shall  be  forfeited  or  become  void  by  the  non-payment  of  any 
premium  thereon,  after  the  third,  any  furtlier  than  as  follows :  The 
net  value  of  the  policy  when  the  premium  becomes  due  and  is  not 
paid  shall  be  ascertained  according  to  the  "  American  experience 
table**  rate  of  mortality,  with  interest  at  four  per  centum  per  annum. 
A  surrender  charge  shall  be  first  deducted  from  such  net  value  on 
the  following  basis,  to-wit:  From  policies  that  have  paid  three  full 
years*  premiums,  forty  per  cent;  from  policies  that  have  paid  four 
full  years*  premiums^  thirty-six  percent;  from  policies  that  have 
paid  five  full  years*  premiums,  thirty-two  per  cent;  and  so  on  in  like 
manner  decreasing  the  discount  four  per  centum  for  each  full  year*s 
premium  paid  until  the  discount  Is  exhausted,  when  no  surrender 
charge  shall  be  made.  After  deducting  the  surrender  charge  from 
the  net  value,  the  remainder  shall  be  considered  a  net  single  pre- 
mium of  whole  life  non-participating  insurance,  and  the  amount  it 
will  insure  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  age  of  the  party  at 
the  time  when  the  unpaid  premium  became  due  and  the  assump- 
tions aforesaid  in  regard  to  rate  of  interest  and  table  of  mortality. 
In  case  of  any  indebtedness  on  any  policy,  such  indebtedness  shall 
be  first  deducted  from  the  net  value  remaining  after  deducting  the 
discount,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  used  as  the  net  single 
premium  as  aforesaid.

Sectiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
sections  one,  four,  six,  and  eight,  of  act  number  two  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  the  business  of 
manufacturing  and  selling  spirituous  and  intoxicating,  malt, 
brewed  or  fermented  liquors,''  approved  May  thirty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-nine,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

Seo.  1.  In  all  townships,  cities,  and  villages  of  this  State  there 
shall  be  paid  annually  the  following  tax  upon  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing, selling  or  keeping  for  sale,  by  all  persons  whose  business, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  consists  in  selling,  or  keeping  for  sale,  or 
manufacturing  distilled  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixed  liquors,  as  fol- 
lows; Upon  the  business  of  selling  or  offering  for  sale  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors  or  mixed  liquors,  by  retail,  or  any  mixture  or 
compound,  excepting  proprietary  patent  medicines,  which  in  whole 
or  in  part  consists  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  upon  the  business  of  selling  or 
offering  fqr  sale  by  retail  any  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors, 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  upon  the  business  of  selling 
brewed  or  malt  liquors  at  wholesale,  or  at  wholesale  and  retail,  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  upon  the  business  of  selling  spirituous 
or  intoxicating  liquors  at  wholesale,  or  at  wholesale  and  retail,  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  upon  the  business  of  manufacturing 
brewed  or  malt  liquors  for  sale,  if  the  quantity  manufactured  be  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  barrels,  sixty-five  dollars  per  annum,  and 
twenty-five  dollars  upon  each  additional  thousand  barrels  or  part 
thereof;  upon  the  business  of  manufacturing  for  sale  spirituous  or 
intoxicating  liquors,  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

Sectiok  1.  The  People  of  the  Siaie  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
any  number  of  owners  or  operators  of  flouring  mills,  or  grist  mills, 
or  feed  mills,  and  residents  of  this  State,  not  less  than  ten,  may  as- 
sociate together  and  form  an  incorporated  company  for  the  purpose 
of  mutual  insurance  of  the  property  of  its  members  against  loss  or 
damage  by  fire  or  lightning;  which  property  to  be  insured  shall  be 
located  in  this  State,  and  shall  consist  of  flooring  mills,  grist  mills, 
feed  mills,  with  the  engines,  gears,  machinery,  implements,  and  de- 
Tices  used  therein  in  the  grinding,  crushing,  cleaning,  and  prepara- 
tion of  all  kinds  of  grains,  seeds,  or  other  vegetable  products  tor 
food  or  feed,  and  the  accompanying  warehouses,  out  buildings,  and 
sheds  appertaining  to  said  flouring,  grist,  or  feed  mills,  or  the  ma- 
chinery connected  therewith  belonging  to  the  members. 

Sso.  2.  Such  persons  so  associating  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
ootmoiiasioner  of  insnnanoe  a  statement,  signed  by  all  the  corpora- 
tors, stating  their  purpose  of  forming  a  company  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  of  insurance  as  expressed  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act;  which  statement  shall  also  comprise  a  copy  of  the  articles  of 
association  proposed  to  be  adopted  by  them ;  and  shall  publish  a 
notice  of  such,  tbdr  intention,  once  in  each  week  for  at  least  fi?e 
suceesmvo  weeks,  in  a  public  newspaper  pubUsfaed  in  the  county  in 
whidi  the  office  of  such  company  is  proposed  to  be  located.

Second,  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  or  mortgaged  to  Uie 
companies  in  good  faith  by  way  ol  security  for  debts ;  or

satisfaction  for  debts;  or 

Fourth,  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales  upon  jndg- 
mentSi  decrees,  or  mortgages  in  favor  of  said  companies,  or  held  or 
owned  by  them.

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  ThalBoitidofjMy 
in  the  county  of  Wayne  there  shall  be  a  "  board  of  jury  commis-  «»*»'■■'«*«* 
sioners/'  consisting  of  six  qualified  electors  and  freeholders  of  said 
county,  three  of  whom  shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  three 
in  the  townships  of  said  county.     Said  commissioners  shall  be  How  appotnted. 
appointed  by  the  State  senate  on  the  nomination  of  the  governor. 
At  the  legislative  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one  two 
commissioners  shall  be  appointed  to  hold  office  for  two  years,  two 
for  four  years,  and  two  for  six  years;  and  at  each  subsequent  regu- 
lar legislative  session  two  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  to  hold 
office  for  six  years.    Vacancies  that  occur  when  the  legislature  is 
not  in  session  may  be  filled  by  the  governor.

guards,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  dollars,  as  the  inspect- 
ors in  their  discretion  may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  prison; 
and  the  agent,  keepers,  guards,  ana  all  employes  of  the  prison  shall 
be  paid  such  compensation  as  the  inspectors  shall  deem  jast  and 
reasonable,  and  shall  direct.    None  of  the  salaries  fixed  at  the  sums 
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aforesaid  shall  be  increased  beyond  the  limit  above  aathorized  with- 
out the  knowledge  and  concurrence  of  the  governor.  The  warden 
shall,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  be  allowed  the  use  of  house,  fire, 
wood,  and  lights,  and  provisions  for  his  family,  and  for  guests  who 
visit  him  on  business  connected  with  the  prison,  from  the  stock 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  prison ;  and  the  deputy  warden  shall 
be  allowed  the  use  of  the  house  known  as  deputy's  house  free  of 
rent,  and  no  officer  or  other  person  employed  in  or  about  the  prison 
shall  be  permitted  to  receive,  in  any  way,  perquisites,  emoluments, 
or  supplies  for  themselves  or  their  families  from  the  prison  other 
than  the  compensation  allowed  by  law.  The  inspectors  may,  if 
they  shall  deem  it  for  the^interests  [interest]  of  the  prison,  require 
the  keepers,  guards,  and  such' of  the  employes  as  they  may  desig- 
nate to  be  lodged  and  messed  or  boarded  in  the  prison,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  furnish  lodging  rooms  in  a  plain  and  substantial 
manner  and  supply  provisions  from  the  prison  stock,  which  shall 
be  cooked  and  prepared  by  the  labor  of  convicts  and  served  at 
such  time  and  in  such  place  as  the  inspectors  may  direct. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

CHAPTER  L 

THE  STTPBBINTENDBNT  OP  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTIOK. 

Section  1.   The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  Powenand

Tision  of  public  instruction  and  of  all  State  institutions^  other  than 
the  university,  that  are  essentially  educational  in  their  character, 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  among  other  things,  to  visit  the  university, 
the  agricultural  college,  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the 
school  for  the  blind,  the  reform  school,  the  reform  school  for  girls, 
and  the  public  school  for  dependent  and  neglected  children,  and  to 
meet  with  the  governing  boards  of  each  of  said  institutions  at  least 
once  in  each  year.    He  shall  also  prepare  annually,  and  transmit  to  TomakoMmiua 
the  governor,  to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  the  legislature  at  each  '^'^'^ 
biennial  session  thereof,  a  report  containing: 

Firsts  A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  university  and  of  OonteDtiof: 
each  of  the  several  State  educational  institutions,  all  incorporated 
institutions  of  learning,  and  the  primary, graded,  and  high  schools; 

Second^  Estimates  and  amounts  of  expenditures  of  all  educa- 
tional funds; 

Thirds  Plans  for  the  management  of  all  educational  funds,  and 
for  the  better  organization  of  the  educational  system,  if,  in  his 
opinion,  the  same  be  required; 

Fourth^  The  annual  reports  and  accompanying  documents,  so 
far  as  he  shall  deem  the  same  of  sufficient  public  interest,  of  all 
State  institutions  of  educational  character; 

Fifth,  Abstracts  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  school  inspectors 
of  the  several  townships  and  cities  of  the  State; 

Hixthj  All  such  other  matter  relating  to  his  office  and  the  sub« 
ject  of  education  generally  as  he  shall  deem  expedient  to  communi- 
cate. 

Sec.  2.  He  may  appoint  a  deputy  superintendent  of  public  in- nspaty  snptr. 
struction  and  revoke  such  appointment  in  his  discretion,  and  such  *°'*°***''*- 
deputy  shall  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office,  which,  with  his 
appointment,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state.    Said  deputy  naaeiot 
may  execute  the  duties  of  the  office  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  the 
absence  of  the  superintendent.

and  the  alteration  proposed,  by  posting  such  notice  in  three  public 
places  in  the  township  or  townships,  one  of  which  notices  shall  be 
in  each  of  the  districts  that  may  be  affected  by  such  alteration. 

Seo.  9.  The  inspectors  may,  in  their  discretion,  detach  the  prop- 
erty of  any  person  or  persons  from  one  district  and  attach  it  to 
another;  except  that  no  land  which  has  been  taxed  for  building  a 
school-house  shall  be  set  off  into  another  school  district  for  the 
period  of  three  years  thereafter,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  owner 
thereof;  and  no  district  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  districts 
without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  tax-payers  of  said 
district,  and  no  tjFo  or  more  districts  be  consolidated  without  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  tax-payers  of  each  district. 

Sec.  10.  The  inspectors  may  attach  to  a  school  district  any  per- 
son residing  in  a  township,  and  not  in  any  organized  district,  at  his 
request;  and  for  all  district  purposes  except  raising  a  tax  for  build- 
ing a  school-house,  such  person  shall  be  considered  as  residing  in 
such  district;  but  when  set  off  to  a  new  district^  no  sum  shall  be 
raised  for  such  person  as  his  proportion  to  the  district  property. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  where  an  alteration  of  the  boundaries  of  a 
school  district  shall  be  made,  the  township  clerk  shall,  within  ten 
days,  deliver  to  the  director  of  each  district  affected  by  the  altera- 
tion a  notice  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  action  of  the  inspectors 
and  defining  the  alterations  that  have  been  made. 

DIVISIOK  OP  PROPERTY. 

Seo.  12*  When  a  new  district  is  formed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
one  or  more  districts  possessed  of  a  school-house,  or  entitled  to  other 
property,  the  inspectors,  at  the  time  of  forming  such  new  district,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount 
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jaatly  dne  to  sach  new  district  from  any  district  out  of  which  it 
may  have  been  in  whole  or  in  part  formed,  as  the  proportion  of  snch 
new  district,  of  the  yalne  of  the  school-house  and  other  property 
belonging  to  the  former  district,  at  the  time  of  such  division ;  and  J^JJ*J^*'j, 
whenever  by  the  division  of  any  district,  the  school-house  or  site  D?^^od,iuj 
thereof  shall  no  longer  be  conveniently  located  for  school  purposes,  **•  ***''• 
and  shall  not  be  desired  for  use  by  the  new  district  in  which  it  may 
be  situated,  the  school  inspectors  of  the  township  in  which  sach 
school-house  and  site  shall  be  located,  may  advertise  and  sell  the 
same,  and  apportion  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  also  any  moneys  Pneeediof  Mie 
belonging  to  the  district  thus  divided,  among  the  several  districts  uo^^'^' 
erected  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  divided  district. 

Sec.  13.  Such  proportion  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  How  proportum 
according  to  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  respective  parts  **>*^***'^" 
of  such  fbrroer  district  at  the  time  of  the  division,  by  the  best  evi- 
dence in  the  power  of  the  inspectors ;  and  such  amount  of  any  debt 
due  from  the  former  district,  which  would  have  been  a  charge  upon 
the  new,  had  it  remained  in  the  former  district,  shall  be  deducted 
from  snch  proportion :   Providedy  That  no  real  estate  thus  set  oflf,  Pwrtoo. 
and  which  shall  not  have  been  taxed  for  the  purchase  or  building 
of  such  school-house,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  portion  thereof,  nor 
be  taken  into  account  in  snch  division  of  district  property.

previous  to  such  meeting,  by  posting  up  copies  thereof  in  three  of 
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the  most  public  places  in  the  district,  odc  copy  of  which  for  each 
meeting  shall  be  posted  at  the  outer  door  of  the  district  school- 
house,  if  there  be  one;  and  in  case  of  any  special  meeting  called 
lor  the  purpose  of  establishing  or  changing  the  site  of  a  school- 
house,  such  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto :

The  school  inspectors  of  each  township,  together  Board  of  ichooi 
with  the  township  clerk,  shall  constitute  the  township  board  of*"**^**"* 
school  inspectors;  and  the  inspector  whose  term  of  office  shall 
soonest  expire  shall  be  chairman  of  said  board,  and  the  township 
clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  chairman  of  said  board  shall  be  the  treasurer  thereof,  ?SjJJ°*^' 
and  shall  give  bond  to  the  township  in  double  the  amount  of  treamrer. 
moneys  to  come  into  his  hands  during  his  term  of  office,  as  near  as  Togirabond. 
the  same  can  be  ascertained,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  township  clerk,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  appro- 
priation of  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of 
his  office.    Said  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  township  clerk,  and  in  Bond  to  b«  am. 
case  of  the  non-fulfillment  thereof,  said  clerk  shall  cause  a  suit  to 
be  commenced  thereon,  and  the  moneys  collected  in  such  suit  shall  whanBoittobo 
be  paid   into  the  township    treasury,  and    shall   be    applied   to  ^*^"«"  ***•*«»• 
the  same  purposes  as  the  moneys  lost  should  have  been  applied  by 
said  treasurer  of  the  board  of  school  inspectors.

his  office. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  inspectors,  before  making  inipectonto 
their  annual  report,  as  required  by  the  preceding  section,  to  examine  Jr^iufli?* 
the  list  of  legally  qualified  teachers  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  town-  t«~*»«* 
ship  clerk,  and  if  in  any  school  district  a  school  shall  not  have  been 
taught  for  the  time  required  by  law  during  the  preceding  school 
year  by  a  legally  qualified  teacher,  no  part  of  the  public  money  shall

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be  distributed  to  such  district,  although  the  report  from  such  dis- 
trict shall  set  forth  that  a  school  has  been  so  taught;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  certify  to  the  facts  ia  relation  to  any 
such  district  in  their  annual  report. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  inspectors  to  render 
to  the  township  board,  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  annual

Sbo.  6.  The  whole  number  of  meetings  of  the  township  board  of 
school  inspectors  at  the  expense  of  the  township,  during  any  one 
school  year,  shall  not  exceed  eight;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed 
to  prevent  said  board  holding  further  meetings  in  case  of  necessity, 
provided  no  expense  to  the  township  be  incurred. 

TOWIirSHlP  CLERK. 

Sec.  7.  The  township  clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
school  inspectors  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  said  board,  and,  under  their  direction,  prepare  all  their 
reports  and  record  the  same,  and  shall  record  all  their  proceedings. 
He  shall  also  receive  and  keep  all  reports  to  inspectors  from  the 
directors  of  the  several  school  districts  in  his  township,  and  all  the 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  inspectors,  and  file  such  papers 
in  his  office;  and  he  shall  receive  all  such  communications,  blanks, 
and  documents  as  may  be  transmitted  to  him  by  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  manner  directed 
by  said  superintendent. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  clerk  annually,  imme- 
diately after  the  organization  of  the  board  of  school  inspectors  of 
his  township,  to  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  a  certified  statement 
of  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  the  chairman  of  said  board, 
and  in  case  there  shall  be  a  change  in  such  chairman,  during  the 
year,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  county  clerk  of  such  change. 

Sec.  9.  Each  township  clerk  shall  cause  a  map  to  be  made  of  his 
township,  showing  by  distinct  lines  thereon  the  boundaries  of  each 
school  district,  and  parts  of  school  districts  therein,  and  shall  regu- 
larly number  the  same  thereon  as  established  by  the  inspectors. 
One  copy  of  such  map  shall  be  filed  by  the  said  clerk  in  his  office, 
and  one  other  copy  he  shall  file  with  the  supervisor  of  the  township ; 
and  within  one  month  after  any  division  or  alteration  of  a  district, 
or  the  organization  of  a  new  one  in  his  township,  the  said  clerk 
shall  file  a  new  map  and  copy  thereof  as  aforesaid,  showing  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  tke  duty  of  the  township  clerk  of  each  town- 
ship, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  to  make  and 
deliver  to  the  supervisor  of  his  township  a  certified  copy  of  all  state- 
ments on  file  in  his  office  of  moneys  proposed  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion in  each  of  the  several  school  districts  of  the  township  for  school 
purposes.  He  shall  also  certify  to  the  supervisor  the  amount  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  any  school  district  retaining 
the  district  school-house  or  other  property,  on  the  division  of  the 
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district*  as  the  same  shall  have  been  determined  by  the  inspectors, 
and  he  shall  also  certify  the  same  to  the  director  of  such  district,  , 
and  to  the  director  of  the  district  entitled  thereto. 

Sbc.  11.  On  receiving  notice  from  the  county  treasurer  of  the  To  apportion 
amount  of  school  moneys  apportioned  to  his  township,  the  township  ^^^^^ 
clerk  shall  apportion  the  same  amount  to  the  several  districts  therein  wan^twMw*'. 
entitled  to  the  same,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  children  in 
each,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  years,  as  the  same  shall 
be  shown  by  the  annual  report  of  the  director  of  each  district  for 
the  school  year  last  closed.

TOWKSHIP  SUPEBYISOn  AND  TBEASUBEB. 

Seo.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  the  township  to  AHenmontand 
assess  the  taxes  voted  by  every  school  district  in  his  township,  and  m^um^^^ 
also  all  other  taxes  provided  for  in  this  act,  chargeable  against  such

AMMmantor 
erty  of  his  townsnip  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the  valuation  *****""^*^ 
thereof  in  each  year,  and  report  the  aggregate  valuation  of  each 
district  to  the  township  clerk;  and  so  much  of  the  said  tax  as  the  HowappUod. 
qualified  electors  of  said  township  shall  decide,  by  a  majority  vote, 
at  the  annual  township  meeting,  shall  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  township  library,  according  to  the  provisions  of  law,

more  children,  as  shown  by  the  last  school  census,  ^hall  be  appor-  howiotw- 
tioned  to  the  several  other  school  districts  of  said  township,  in  the  ^'     ' 
same  manner  as  the  primary  school  interest  fund  is  now  appor- 
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tioned.  All  moneys  accrning  from  the  one-mill  tax  in  any  town- 
ship, before  any  district  shall  have  a  legal  school  therein,  shall 
belong  to  the  district  in  which  it  was  raised,  when  they  shall  sever- 
ally have  had  a  three  months'  school  by  a  qualified  teacher. 

Sec.  15.  The  amoant  to  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of 
any  school  district  retaining  the  school-bonse  or  other  property,  on 
the  division  of  a  district,  as  the  same  shall  have  been  determined  by 
the  inspectors,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  supervisor  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  the  same  had  been  anthorized  by  a  vote  of  such  district ;  and 
the  money  so  assessed  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  taxable 
property  taken  from  the  former  district,  and  shall  be  in  reduction 
of  any  tax  imposed  in  the  new  district  on  said  taxable  property  for 
school  district  purposes:  Provided^  That  if  the  district  retaining 
the  school-house  shall  vote  to  pay,  and  shall  pay,  before  said  taxes 
are  assessed,  any  portion  of  said  amount  to  the  new  district,  said 
amount,  as  shall  be  certified  by  the  moderator  and  director  of  the 
new  district  to  the  supervisor,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  be  assessed  as  provided  in  this  section.  When  collected,  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  assessor  of  the  new  district,  to  be 
applied  to  the  use  thereof  in  the  same  manner,  under  the  direction 
of  its  proper  officers,  as  if  such  sum  had  been  voted  and  raised  by 
said  district  for  building  a  school-house  or  other  district  purposes. 

Seo.  16.  The  full  amount  of  all  taxes  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable

this  act  upon  the  taxable  property  of  any  district,  with  the  amount 
payable  to  such  person  un  account  thereof. 

SEa  18.  The  supervisor  of  each  township,  on  the  delivery  of  the 
warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes  to  the  township  treasurer,  shall 
also  deliver  to  said  treasurer  a  written  statement,  certified  by  him.

When  any  suit  shall  be  brought  against  a  school  district,  sau»gidiigt 
it  shall  be  commenced  by  summons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  JJS^iS^ 
with  the  assessor  of  the  district  at  least  eight  days  before  the  return 
day  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  No  executio;i  shall  issue  on  any  judgment  against  a  school  xoezMatioii 
district,  nor  shall  any  suit  be  brought  thereon,  but  the  same  shall  dSstriot*'^*'^ 
be  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  final  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  a  A«eMprtoeer. 
school  district,  if  the  same  shall  not  be  removed  to  any  other  court,  jJSf^enuSSSS 
the  assessor  of  the  district  shall  certify  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town-  <M»trict 
ship  and  to  the  director  of  the  district,  the  date  and  amount  of  such 
judgment,  with  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same  was 
rendered,  and  if  the  judgment  shall  be  removed  to  another  court, 
the  assessor  shall  certify  the  same  as  aforesaid,  immediately  after 
the  final  determination  thereof  against  the  district.

Sec.  7.  The  supervisor  or  supervisors  receiving  either  of  the  cer- 
tificates of  a  judgment  as  aforesaid  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  amount 
thereof;  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  jadgment  to  the  time 
when  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof  will  expire,  upon  the

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SITES  rOR  SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

Section"  1.  The  qualified  voters  of  any  school  district,  when  law- 
fully assembled,  may  designate  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present,  such  number  of  sites  as  may  be  desired  for  school-houses, 
and  may  change  the  same  by  a  similar  vote  at  any  annual  meeting. 
When  no  site  can  be  established  by  such  inhabitants  as  aforesaid, 
the  school  inspectors  of  the  township  or  townships  in  which  the 
district  is  situated  shall  determine  where  such  site  shall  be,  and 
their  determination  shall  be  certified  to  the  director  of  the  district, 
and  shall  be  final,  subject  to  alteration  afterward  by  the  inspectors, 
on  the  written  request  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district,  or  by  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  voters  agreeing  upon  a 
site,  at  a  district  meeting  lawfully  called. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  site  for  a  school-house  shall  be  designated, 
determined,  or  established,  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  in  any 
school  district,  and  such  district  shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  site  upon  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
therefor,  or  in  case  such  district  shall,  by  reason  of  any  imperfec- 
tion in  the  title  to  said  site,  arising  either  from  break  in  the  chain 
of  title,  tax  sale,  mortgages,  levies,  or  any  other  cause,  be  unable  to 
procure  a  perfect,  unincumbered  title,  in  fee  simple  to  said  site,  the 
district  board  of  such  district  shall  authorize  one  or  more  of  its 
members  to  apply  to  the  circuit  judge,  if  there  be  one  in  the  county, 
or  to  a  circuit  court  commissioner  of  the  county,  or  to  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  city  or  township  in  which  such  school  district 
shall  be  situated,  for  a  jury  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  just  com- 
pensation to  be  made  for  the  real  estate  required  by  such  school 
district  for  sach  site,  and  the  necessity  for  using  the  same,  which 
application  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  describe  the  real  estate 
required  by  such  district  as  accurately  as  is  required  in  a  convey- 
ance of  real  estate :  Providedy  That  whenever  any  school  district 
shall  have  designated,  selected,  or  established,  in  any  manner  pro- 
vided by  law,  a  school-house  site,  such  selection,  designation,  or 
establishment  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  to  said  jury  qf  the 
necessity  to  use  the  site  so  established. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  circuit  judge,  circuit  court 
commissioner,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  upon  such  application  being 
made  to  him,  to  issue  a  summons  or  venire^  directed  to  the  sheriff 
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or  any  constable  of  the  county,  commanding  him  to  summon  eight- 
een freeholders  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  such  site,  who  are  in  no 
wise  of  kin  to  the  owner  of  such  real  estate,  and  not  interested 
therein,  to  appear  before  such  judge,  commissioner,  or  justice,  at  the 
time  and  place  therein  named,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
fifty  days  from  the  time  of  issuing  such  summons  or  venirsy  as  a 
jury  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  just  compensation  to  be  made 
for  the  real  estate  required  by  such  school  district  for  such  site,  and 
the  necessity  for  using  the  same,  and  to  notify  the  owner  or  occa-  owner  to  be 
pant  of  such  real  estate,  if  he  can  be  found  in  the  county,  of  the  °®***«*' 
time  when  and  the  place  where  such  jury  is  summoned  to  appear, 
and  the  object  for  which  such  jury  is  summoned ;  which  notice 
shall  be  served  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  specified  in  such 
summons  or  venire  for  the  jury  to  appear  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Sec.  4.  Thirty  days'  previous  notice  of  the  time  when  and  the  NotiMinoMe 
place  where  such  jury  will  assemble  shall  be  given  by  the  district  knowii,rta*" 
board  of  such  district,  where  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real 
estate  shall  be  unknown,  non-residents  of  the  county,  minors,  in- 
sane, non  compos  mentis,  or  inmates  of  any  prison,  by  publishing 
the  same  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  such  resd 
estate  is  situated ;  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  in  such 
county,  then  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  nearest  county 
where  a  newspaper  is  published,  once  in  each  week  for  four  succes-

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  judge,  commissioner,  or  jus-  BetarnofTenire 
tice,  and  of  the  persons  summoned  as  jurors,  as  hereinbefore  pro-  ^^£2**"***" 
vided,  and  of  the  sheriff  or  constable  summoning  them  to  attend  at 
the  time  and  place  specified  in  such  summons  or  venire;  and  the 
officer  who  summoned  the  jury  shall  return  such  summons  or 
venire  to  the  officer  who  issued  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  summoned  by  him  as  jurors,  and  shall  certify  the  manner 
of  notifying  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate,  if  he  was 
found;  and  if  he  could  not  be  found  in  said  county,  he  shall  certify 
that  fact    Either  party  may  challenge  any  of  the  said  jurors  for 
the  same  causes  as  in  civil  actions.    If  more  than  twelve  of  said 
jurors  in  attendance  shall  be  found  qualified  to  serve  as  jurors,  the 
officer  in  attendance,  and  who  issued  the  summons  or  venii^e  for 
such  jury,  shall  strike  from  the  list  of  jurors  a  numl)er  sufficient  to 
reduce  the  number  of  jurors  in  attendance  to  twelve ;  and  in  case 
less  than  twelve  of  the  number  so  summoned  as  jurors  shall  attend, 
the  sheriff  or  constable  shall  summon  a  sufficient  number  of  free- 
holders to  make  up  the  number  of  twelve;  and  the  officer  issuing  attachment hmj 
the  summons  or  venire  for  such  jury,  may  issue  an  attachment  for  JS25«ceto^ 
any  person  summoned  as  a  juror  who  shall  fail  to  attend,  and  may  ceaa. 
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enforce  obedience  to  such  snmmons,  vmire,  or  attachment^as  courts 
of  record,  or  jastices'  courts  are  authorized  to  do  in  civil  cases. 

Seo.  6.  The  twelve  persons  selected  as  the  jury  shall  be  duly 
sworn  by  the  judge,  commissioner,  or  justice  in  attendance,  faith- 
fully and  impartially  to  inquire,  ascertain,  and  determine  the  just 
compensation  to  be  made  for  the  real  estate  required  by  such  school 
district  for  such  site,  and  the  necessity  for  using  the  same  in  the 
manner  proposed  by  such  school  district;  and  the  persons  thus 
sworn  shall  constitute  the  jary  in  such  case.  Subpoenas  for  wit- 
nesses may  be  issued,  and  their  attendance  compelled  by  such  cir- 
cuit judge,  commissioner,  or  justice  in  the  same  manner  as  may  be 
done  by  the  circuit  court  or  by  a  justice's  court  in  civil  cases.  The 
Jury  to  ascertain  jury  may  visitaud  examine  the  premises,  and,  from  such  examina- 
£2'*'^**^'  tion  and  such  other  evidences  as  may  be  presented  before  them, 
shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  necessity  for  using  such  real 
estate  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  proposed  by  such  school 
district,  and  the  just  compensation  to  be  made  therefor ;  and  if 
such  jury  shall  tind  that  it  is  necessary  that  such  real  estate  shall 
be  used  in  the  manner  or  for  the  purpose  proposed  by  such  school 
district,  they  shall  sign  a  certificate  in  writing,  stating  that  it  is  nec- 
essary that  said  real  estate,  describing  it,  should  be  used  as  a  site 
for  a  school-house  for  such  district ;  also  stating  the  sum  to  be  paid 
by  such  school  district  as  the  just  compensation  for  the  same.  The 
said  circuit  judgcy  circuit  court  commissioner,  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  shall  sign  and  attach  to,  and  indorse  upoir  the  certificate 
thus  subscribed  by  the  said  jurors,  a  certificate  stating  the  time 
when  and  the  place  where  the  said  jury  assembled,  that  they  were 
by  him  duly  sworn  as  herein  required,  and  that  they  subscribed  the 
said  certificate.  He  shall  also  state  in  such  certificate  who  appeared 
for  the  respective  parties  on  such  hearing  and  inquiry,  and  shall 
deliver  such  certificates  to  the  director,  or  to  any  member  of  the 
district  board  of  such  school  district.

it  shall  he,  acting  jointly,  to  entertain  snch  appeal,  and  review,  con-  tSipboudT^' 
firm,  set  aside,  or  amend  the  action,  order,  or  decision  of  the  hoard 
of  school  inspectors  thus  appealed  from;  or  if  in  their  opinion  the 
appeal  is  friyolous,  or  without  sufficient  cause,  they  may  summarily 
dismiss  the  same.

by  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  of 
said  board  or  joint  boards  of  school  inspectors,  or  by  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  township,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  board  or  wfam  nied. 
joint  hoards  of  school  inspectors,  a  bond  to  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Michigan  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  due  prosecution  of  said  appeal  before  said  township  board  or

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CHAPTER  X. 
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GRADED   SCHOOL  DISTRICTS. 

Section  1.  Any  school  district  containing  more  than  one  hundred 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  years,  may,  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  present  at  any  annual  meeting, 
organize  us  a  graded  school  district:  Provided,  That  the  intention 
to  take  such  vote  shall  be  expressed  in  the  notice  of  such  annual 
meeting.  When  such  change  in  the  organization  of  the  district 
shall  have  been  voted,  the  voters  at  such  annual  meeting  shall  pro- 
ceed immediately  to  elect,  by  ballot,  from  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district,  two  trustees  for  the  term  of  one  year,  two  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  two  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  annually  thereafter 
two  trustees  shall  be  elected,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  whose  term 
of  ofiice  shall  be  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected  and  filed  their  acceptances. 

Sec.  2.  Within  ten  days  after  their  election  such  trustees  shall 
file  with  the  director  acceptances  of  the  offices  to  which  they  have 
been  elected,  and  shall  annually  elect  from  their  own  number  a 
moderator^  a  director,  and  assessor,  and  for  cause  may  remove  the 
same,  and  may  appoint  others  of  their  own  number  in  their  places, 
who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed  by  law  for  such  officers  in 
other  school  districts  in  this  State,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in 
their  number  till  the  next  annual  meeting.  Whenever,  in  any  case, 
the  trustees  shall  fail,  through  disagreement  or  neglect,  to  elect  the 
officers  named  in  this  section,  within  twenty  days  next  after  the 
annual  meeting,  the  school  inspectors  of  the  township  or  city  to 
which  such  district  makes  its  annual  report  shall  appoint  the  said 
officers  from  the  number  of  said  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board]of  trustees  of  any  graded 
school  district: 

First,  To  classify  and  grade  the  pupils  attending  school  in  such 
district,  and  cause  them  to  be  taught  in  such  schools  or  departments 
as  they  may  deem  expedient; 

Second,  To  establish  in  such  district  a  high  school  when  ordered 
by  a  vote  of  the  district  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  to  determine  the 
qualifications  for  admission  to  such  school,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid 
for  tuition  in  any  branches  taught  therein; 

Third,  To  audit  and  order  the  payment  of  all  accounts  of  the 
director  for  incidental  or  other  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties;  but  no  more  than  fifty  dollars  shall  be  expended 
by  the  director  in  any  one  year  for  repairs  of  the  buildings  or  appur- 
tenaiices  of  the  district  property  without  the  authority  of  the  board 
of  trustees; 

Fourth,  To  employ  all  qualified  teachers  necessary  for  the  several 
schools,  and  to  determine  the  amount  of  their  compensation,  and 
to  require  the  director  and  moderator  to  make  contracts  with  the 
same  on  behalf  of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
law  concerning  contracts  with  teachers; 

Fifth,  To  employ  such  officers  and  servants  as  may  be  necessary 
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for  the  management  of  the  schools  and  school  property,  and  prescribe  to  employ 
their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation ;  *  oeiB,etc. 

Sixth,  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  of  district  other duUM. 
boards  in  other  school  districts. 

Sec.  4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the  boundaries  of  any  (>)iu»ntdrtTo»- 
graded  school  district,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  chTn^nntoaiid. 
trustees  of  said  district,  which  consent  shall  be  spread  upon  t\iQ^^<»otdiBtxicL 
records  of  the  district,  and  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  township  or  city  to  which  the 
reports  of  said  district  are  made ;  and  graded  school  districts  shall  n^J^'^SeS 
not  be  restricted  to  nine  sections  of  land.  indM. 

CHAPTER  XL 

LIBBABIES. 

Section  1.  A  township  library  shall  be  maintained  in  each  organ-  iwndiip 
ized  township,  which  shall  be  the  property  of  the  township,  and  shall  USSSSS^Sl** 
not  be  subject  to  sale  or  alienation  from  any  cause  whatever.    All 
actions  relating  to  such  library,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalties 
lawfully  established  in  relation  thereto,  shall  be  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  township. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  who  are  residents  of  the  township  shall  be  who  are  entitled 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  township  library,  subject  to  such  ubJUJ^.******' 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  lawfully  established  in  relation 
thereto:  Provided^  That  persons  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  ptotIm. 
any  school  district  in  which  a  district  library  has  been  established 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  such  district  library  only. 

Sec.  3.  The  township  board  of  school  inspectors  shall  have  charge  inspeetonto 
of  the  township  library,  and  shall  apply  for  and  receive  from  theJjJJi^**^ 
township  treasurer  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  township  library  library mon^y* 
of  their  township,  and  shall  purchase  the  books  and  procure  the 
necessary  appendages  for  such  library. 

Sec.  4.  Said  board  shall  be  held  accountable  for  the  proper  care  inepeetore 
and  preservation  of  the  township  library,  and  shall  have  power  to  JSJTeSl^^'

CHAPTER  XIL 

EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS  AND  SUPERYISION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Section  1.  The  chairmen  cf  the  boards  of  school  inspectors  of  Election oTmIiooi 
the  several  townships  in  each  county  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  ^ 
25 
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county  clerk  of  their  county  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  elect  three  school 
examiners  for  the  county,  one  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years;  and  annually  there- 
after, on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August,  said  chairman  [chairmen]  of 
the  several  boards  of  school  inspectors  in  each  county  shall  meet  as 
aforesaid,  and  elect  one  school  examiner,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  thi'ee  years,  or  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected 
and  qualified :  Provided^  That  when  there  shall  have  been  no  pre- 
vious election  for  members  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  in 
any  county,  there  shall  be  three  such  officers  elected,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years.  The  county  clerk 
shall  be  the  clerk  of  such  election  in  all  cases,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie, 
shall  give  the  casting  vote,  and  he  shall  preserve  a  record  of  such 
election  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  immedi- 
ately after  such  election  notify  each  of  the  persons  so  elected  of  his 
election.  The  school  examiners  so  elected  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  their  election,  take  and  subscribe  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  office,  .the  same  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk^ 
and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  August  following  their  election. 

Sec.  2.  The  school  examiners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  and  organize  as  a  board  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  August  of 
each  year,  by  electing  one  of  their  number  to  serve  as  secretary  of 
said  board  of  examiners,  who  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  said 
board.  The  school  examiner,  other  than  the  secretary,  whose  term 
of  office  will  soonest  expire,  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  board. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  school  examiners,  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining all  persons  who  may  offer  themselves  as  teachers  for  the  public 
schools,  shall  bold  two  regular  public  examinations  in  each  year  at 
the  county  seat,  which  examinations  shall  be  on  the  last  Friday  of 
March  and  October:  for  a  like  purpose,  said  board  shall  also  hold 
special  public  examinations,  not  exceeding  one  for  every  twenty-five 
school  districts  and  parts  of  that  number,  in  the  county,  during 
each  year,  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  said  board  may  deem 
proper:  Provided^  That  counties  having  less  than  sixty  school  dis- 
tricts may  have  not  to  exceed  two  special  public  examinations  in 
addition  to  those  hereinbefore  provided.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  school  examiners  to  make  out  a  schedule 
of  the  times  and  places  of  holding  special  examinations,  and  to 
cause  it  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  county 
during  the  year,  and  he  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  chairman 
of  each  township  board  of  school  inspectors  of  the  county,  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  the  time  of  holding  any  special  examination. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  school  examiners  shall  grant  certificates  to 
teachers  in  such  form  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
shall  prescribe,  licensing  as  teachers  all  persons  whom  on  thorough 
and  full  examination  shall  be  found  qualified  in  respect  to  good 
moral  character,  learning  and  ability,  to  instruct  and  govern  a 
school;  but  no  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who  shall 
not  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  orthography,  reading,  writ- 
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ing,  grammar,  geography,  Tirithmetic,  and  the  theory  and  art  of 
teaching,  and  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  history 
of  the  United  States  and  civil  government;  land  all  certificates  shall 
be  signed  by  the  secretary  and  chairman  of  said  board.    No  person  None  bat  teach- 
shall  be  considered  a  qoalified  teacher  within  the  meaning  of  the  JJJtmaltS  t^ 
school  law,  nor  shall  any  school  oflBcer  employ  or  contract  with  any  «™pioy«*- 
person  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  who  has  not  a  certifi- 
cate in  force,  granted  by  the  board  of  school  examiners  of  the  county, 
or  other  lawful  authority:    Providedy  That  the  certificates  hereto-  Proviio. 
fore  granted  by  the  township  superintendents  of  schools  shall  be 
valid  for  the  time  for  which  they  were  given,  unless  sooner  suspended 
or  revoked  by  the  board  of  school  examiners:  Provided^  also^  That  ProTiw, 
the  several  chairmen  of  township  boards  of  school  inspectors  may 
examine  and  license  teachers  for  their  respective  townships  until 
the  county  school  examiners  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  but  no 
certificate  hereafter  granted  by  a  chairman  of  a  township  board  of 
school  inspectors  shall  be  valid  beyond  three  months  after  the  board 
of  school  examiners  has  been  duly  elected,  qualified,  and  organized 
in  the  county. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  three  grades  of  certificates  granted  by  the  ondeaofoflMUu 
board  of  school  examiners,  in  its  discretion,  and  subject  to  such  rules  ***• 
and  regulations  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may 
prescribe,  which  grades  of  certificates  shall  be  as  follows :  The  certi-  w»t. 
ficate  of  the  first  grade  shall  be  granted  only  to  those  who  shall 
have  taught  at  least  one  year  with  ability  and  success,  and  it  shall 
be  valid  throughout  the  county  in  and  for  which  it  shall  be  given, 
for  three  years.    The  certificate  of  the  second  grade  shall  be  granted  second, 
only  to  those  who  shall  have  taught  at  least  six  months  with  ability 
and  success,  and  it  shall  be  valid  throughout  the  county  for  which 
it  shall  be  granted,  for  two  years.

by  the  board  of  school  examiners,  and  said  fee  shall  be  compensation 
in  full  to  the  secretary  for  his  services  in  holding  such  special 
examination. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  school  examiners  may  suspend  or  revoke  stupeneioa  or 
any  teacher^s  certificate  for  any  reason  which  would  have  justified  JJSSaltM/^ 
said  board  in  withholding  the  same  when  given — for  neglect  of 
duty,  for  incompetency  to  instruct  or  govern  a  school,  or  for  im- 
morality; and  said  board  may,  within  its  jurisdiction,  suspend,  for 
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immoralifcy  or  iDCompetency  to  instrntt  and  govern  a  school,  the 
effect  of  any  teacher's  certificate  that  may  have  been  granted  by 
other  lawful  authority:  Provided,  That  no  certificate  shall  be  sus- 
pended or  revoked  without  a  personal  hearing,  unless  the  holder 
thereof  shall,  after  reasonable  notice,  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear 
before  the  board  of  school  examiners  for  that  purpose.

Section  1.    The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  whereto  be 
the  State  library  shall  be  kept  in  the  room  in  the  capitol  which  it  ^^^^ 
now  occupies  until  some  other  provision  shall  be  made  in  reference 
thereto.    It  shail  consist  of  the  books,  pamphlets,  pictures,  maps,  orwbettocon 
charts,  and  documents  of  every  description  now  belonging  to  the**^ 
same,  together  with  all  such  others  as  it  may  acquire  by  gift,  pur- 
chase, exchange,  or  otherwise.    The  meml^)ers  of  both  houses  of  the  who  to  bare 
legislature  and  the  executive  and  judicial  officers  of  the  State  shall ' 
at  all  times  have  free  access  thereto,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
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tions  as  may  be  made  for  the  governing  of  the  library.  The  gov- 
ernor, the  joint  committee  on  the  State  library,  and  the  State  libra- 
rian shall  make  and  execute,  modify,  and  amend  snch  rales  and 
regulations,  not  conflicting  with  the  statutes  governing  the  library, 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also  rules  prescribing  penalties  and  fines 
for  any  violation  thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  when  adopted 
shall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  amended. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  State  librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold  the  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  year,  payable  monthly,  out  of  the  State  treas- 
ury, upon  warrant  of  the  auditor  general,  and  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  have  the  sole  care  and  charge  of  the  library,  and  the  affairs 
pertaining  thereto,  and  who  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to  the 
legislature  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  session  thereof  as 
to  its  condition,  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  volumes 
contained  therein. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  librarian  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  his*  receipt  for  all  prop- 
erty entrusted  to  him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed 
by  the  constitution,  and  give  a  bond  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state,  conditioned  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  such  property  as  may  be  entrusted  to  his  care ;  said 
bond  and  receipt  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  they  shall  not  be  canceled  until  the  receipt  of  hia  successor  for 
the  property  delivered  over  to  him  shall  be  obtained,  and  payment 
for  all  deficiencies  made. 

Sec.  4.  Before  any  member  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  or  of  the  convention  to  revise  the  constitution,  or 
other  officer  or  employ^  of  the  State  who  may  be  authorized  by  the 
rules  of  the  State  library  to  draw  books  therefrom,  shall  receive 
their  pay  in  full,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  such  member,  officer,  or 
employe  to  obtain  and  exhibit  a  certificate  from  the  State  librarian, 
stating  that  such  member,  officer  or  employ6  has  returned  all  books 
he  may  havr:  drawn,  if  any,  from  the  State  library.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  the  State  officers  and  heads  of  departments,  before  a  final 
settlement  with  any  employ6  in  their  respective  departments,  that 
may  resign  or  be  discharged,  to  require  such  employ^  to  obtain  and 
exhibit  the  certificate  above  referred  to,  to  the  officers  in  charge  of 
their  respective  departments. 

Sec.  5.  The  publication  of  a  biennial  catalogue  of  all  of  the  books 
and  pamphlets  in  the  library  shall  be  discontinued,  and  hereafter  a 
biennial  supplement  to  the  catalogue  shall  be  prepared  by  the  libra- 
rian, and  printed  for  the  use  of  the  legislature.  One  hundred  copies 
of  the  biennial  catalogue  prepared  for  the  years  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-cwo,  and  also  of 
each  biennial  supplement,  shall  be  retained  in  the  library  for  the 
use  of  the  library  and  the  members  of  the  legislature.  There  shall 
not  be  printed  of  each  biennial  supplement  to  exceed  five  hundred 
copies.  The  State  librarian  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare,  or  cause 
to  be  prepared,  a  manuscript  card  catalogue  of  all  the  books  and 
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pamphlets  in  the  library,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  libra- 
rian, on  the  receipt  of  any  book  or  pamphlet,  to  at  once  catalogue 
the  same  in  such  card  catalogue.         ^ 

Sec.  6.  The  State  librarian  shall  exchange  the  judicial  decisions,  '^^'^^^^^ 
statutes,  journals,  legislative,  and  executive  documents  of  Michigan, 
and  other  books  placed  in  the  care  of  the  State  librarian  for  the 
purposes  of  exchange,  with  the  libraries  of  other  states  and  govern- 
ments of  the  United  States,  and  of  foreign  countries,  and  with  soci- 
eties and  institutions.

ArtfdeB  of  brine;  and  for  such  purpose,  such  persons  shall  make  and  sign  articles 
of  association,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  tiie  name  of  the  corporation, 
the  number  of  years  the  same  is  to  be  continued  (not  exceeding 
thirty  years),  the  places  from  and  to  which  the  said  pipe  line  is  to

pose may  issue  a  certificate,  directed  to  the  auditor  general,  that 
such  amount  is  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  such  individuals,  who 
shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  treasurer  therefor;  and  any 
such  sums-  as  are  hereby  appropriated,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  general  fund  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  the 
auditor  general  shall  charge  all  such  moneys  so  drawn  to  the  county 
of  which  such  person  is  a  resident,  or  to  which  he  or  she  belongs, 
to  be  collected  and  returned  to  the  general  fund,  ak  any  State  taxes 
are  required  to  be  by  law.

his  duty  on  the  written  request  of  his  grantee  or  any  subsequent 
grantee,  to  cause  such  deed  or  deeds  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  register  of  deeds  of  the  proper  county,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
delivered  to  such  grantee  demanding  the  same  for  the  purpose  of 
recording  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  when  such  written 
request  shall  have  been  served  upon  him. 

Ssa  2.  If  such  grantor  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  record  such  deed

officers  of  such  railroad  to  erect  and  keep  in  repair  at  or  near  such 
bridge,  crossing,  viaduct,  or  other  obstruction,  safety  guards,  made 
and  placed  as  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act.

Each  circuit  court  commissioner,  before  entering  on  the 
performance  pf  the  duties  by  this  act  prescribed,  shall  execute  a 
bond  to  the  people  of  this  State,  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  circuit  judge  or  clerk  of  his  county,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
this  act,  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  three  thousand  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  circuit  judge  or 
county  clerk  by  whom  the  same  may  be  approved;  said  bond,  when 
approved,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  18.  If  the  bond  of  any  such  commissioner  shall  become  for- 
feited by  a  breach  of  its  conditions,  the  circuit  judge  of  his  county 
shall  direct  it  to  be  prosecuted,  and  the  moneys  recovered  shall  be 
applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  for  the  indemnity  of  the 
persons  injured  by  such  breach,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
their  respective  losses.  Any  circuit  court  commissioner  shall  renew 
his  bond  whenever  required  so  to  do  by  the  circuit  judge  of  his 
county. 

Sec.  19.  Each  circuit  court  commissioner  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  do  and  perform,  within  the  county  in  which  he  shall 
reside,  all  the  duties  heretofore  performed  by  injunction  masters 
under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the  supreme  court  may 
prescribe :  Provided^  That  when  any  circuit  court  commissioner 
shall  have  granted  or  refused  to  grant  any  injunction,  or  shall  have

Every  circuit  court  commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  records  and  files  pertaining  to  the  office  of  his  predecessor,  and 
to  suits  or  proceedings  pending  and  undetermined  before  such  pre- 
decessor, and  shall  be  authorized  to  hear,  try,  determine  and  dispose 
of  any  undetermined  suit  or  proceeding,  and  fully  to  conclude  the

SECTioisr].  IJie  People  of  ihe  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That 
J^JgJJJ^JJJJJj^  within  ten  days  after  the  final  disposition  of  any  criminal  or  other 
fngsineriBinai  proceedings  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  to  which  the  people 
of  this  State  are  a  party,  or  wherein  the  county  may  be  liable  for 
any  costs,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justices  before  whom  such  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  to  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  prosecu- 
ting attorney  of  the  county,  which  report  shall  embrace  the  following 
items:  The  title  of  the  case;  the  date  of  filing  complaint;  the 
offense  charged;  the  plea;  the  names  of  attorneys  or  others  who 
appeared  to  prosecute  or  defend ;  the  date  of  the  trial,  examination 
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or  heariDg ;  the  verdict;  or  finding  and  judgment ;  any  certificate 
made  by  the  court  as  to  the  probable  cause  for  making  the  com- 
plaint; the  names  and  attendance  of  jnrors,  and  the  names^  mileage, 
and  attendance  of  witnesses  sworn,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
officers'  and  conrt  fees  and  how  the  same  were  disbursed,  if  paid  to 
such  justice.    .The  prosecuting  attorney  shall,  immediately  after  Prowcating 
making  his  annual  report  to  the  attorney  general,  file  said  report  n^rtT^th^ 
with  the  county  clerk.    It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  every  justice  of  *<^»*y«*«*- 
the  peace  to  issue  to  each  juror  impaneled  in  any  such  proceeding  jaiticettogiTe 
a  certificate  of  his  attendance  as  such  juror  and  the  amount  of  fees  § ^tliSflofc  * 
to  which  he  is  entitled,  and  deliver  the  same  to  su6h  juror  at  once 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  jury,  and  also  to  issue  to  each  witness 
subpoenaed  by  the  people  upon  his  proving  his  mileage  and  attend-         « 
ance  as  provided  by  law,  a  certificate  of  the  same.

In  case  any  justice  of  the  peace  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  Penai^for 
make  a  report  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  within  ten  days  after  the  SJ^***"^* 
final  disposition  of  any  such  proceeding  before  him,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  and  shall 
also  forfeit  all  right  to  any  fees  for  his  services  in  every  such  pro- 
ceeding in  which  he  so  neglects  or  refuses  to  make  such  report.

Seotiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  That  state imutu. 
all  educational,  charitable,  reformatory,  and  penal  institutions,  sup-  ^'^ 
ported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  State,  shall  be  known  as  State 
institutions. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  each  State  institution  shall,  by  the  first  day  B«imrtto 
of  November  preceding  the  regular  sessions  of  the  legislature,  make  s^*™*- 
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out  and  present  to  the  governor  a  detailed  statement  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  institutions  for  the  two  fiscal  years  closing  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  the  preceding  September,  which  shall  include  the  report 
of  the  superintendent,  warden,  or  other  proper  chief  oflScer,  for  the 
same  period,  and  a  report  of  the  treasurer  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements made  during  the  same  period,  which  report  shall  be 
furnished  the  State  printer  for  publication  by  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember of  the  year  when  made.  That  such  reports  shall  show  at 
the  time  of  making  the  same,  in  detail,  the  number  and  names  of 
the  various  professors,  superintendents,  officials,  and  all  other  regu- 
lar employes,  and  the  wages  or  salary  paid  to  each,  and  what,  if 
any,  other  emoluments  are  allowed,  and  to  whom.  The  boards  of 
B^fKnttofapMv  each  State  institution,  which  is  essentially  educational  in  character, 
shall  also  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  November,  make  out  and 
present  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  a  manuscript 
report  showing :

Fourth,  The  courses  of  study  pursued,  and  the  books  of  instruc- 
tion used ; 

Fifth,  Such  other  information  and  suggestions  as  said  board  may 
deem  important,  or  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  may 
request,  to  embody  in  his  annual  report 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  each  State  institution  shall  cause  a 
full  and  accurate  inventory,  in  duplicate,  to  be  taken  at  the  close 
of  its  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  regular  biennial  session  of  the 
legislature,  by  the  officer  in  charge,  which  shall  specify  the  number 
of  acres  of  land  and  the  value  thereof,  the  number,  *kind,  and  value 
of  buildings,  the  various  kinds  of  personal  property  and  the  value 
thereof,  which  inventory  shall  be  signed  by  the  officer  making  the 
same,  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  board  for  which  it  is  made ; 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  made  in  a  proper  record  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose  in  the  institution,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  State  by  the  first  day  of  November  of 
the  year  when  made.

Every  educational,  charitable,  penal,  and  reformatory  in- 
stitution, shall,  in  proper  books  for  that  purpose,  keep  a  regular 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed,  and  the  receipts  from 
and  expenditures  for  and  on  account  of  each  department  of  busi- 
ness, or  for  the  construction  of  buildings,  or  the  improvement  of 
the  premises ;  and  in  those  institutions  where  farming  and  garden- 
ing operations  are  carried  on,  the  accounts  shall  be  so  kept  as  to 
show,  as  near  as  practicable,  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  farm  or 
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garden  and  the  qnantity  and  yalne  of  the  prodactions  of  the  same, 
with  the  cost  of  live  stock  raised  or  fattened  for  the  nse  of  the  insti-

That  Appointment 
the  governor  shall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  JJ,J5JJJ^^ 
the  Senate,  three  suitable  persons  who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  "oiMt  iitA. 
commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  a  site  for  an  additional 
asylum  for  the  insane.    The  persons  thus  appointed  shall  be  subject 
to  removal  by  the  governor,  and  should  any  vacancy  occur  in  said 
board  from  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  governor  shall  fill 
the  same  by  appointment;  such  appointment,  however,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  rejection  or  ratification  by  the  senate  of  the  session  of  the 
legislature  following  such  appointment 

Sec.  2.  The  commissioners  shall  select  and  purchase  or  receive  by  selection  of  iit*. 
donation,  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this  act, 
in  a  healthy,  easily  accessible  part  of  the  State,  as  a  site  for  the 
asylum,  a  tract  of  land  containing  not  less  than  two  hundred  acres, 
which  shall  possess  a  sufficient  supply  of  living  water  for  all  the 
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parposes  of  such  an  inslitutioD,  and  also  to  furnish  proper  facilities 
for  drainage. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  deeds  for  such  site  shall  be  duly  executed  to  the 
people  of  this  State  and  delivered  to  the  auditor  general^  and  the 
State  treasurer  thereupon  is  hereby  directed  to  pay,  on  the  warrant 
of  the  auditor  general,  to  such  grantor,  of  whom  such  site  shall  be 
purchased,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  pay  for  the 
site.

That  the  entire  cost  of  said  asylum  shall  not  exceed,  when  com- 
pletely finished,  roads,  fences  and  out  buildings,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  plans  and  specifications  by  said 
board  they  shall  advertise  for  a  time^  not  less  than  six  weeks,  in  such 
papers  as  they  may  select  in  this  State,  for  proposals  for  construct- 
ing said  asylum,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications. 
All  contracts  for  labor  or  materials  to  be  used  in  the  erection  and 
construction  of  the  buildings  provided  for  by  this  act,  requiring  an 
expenditure  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders ;  the  advertisement  thus  pro- 
vided for  to  specify  the  time  and  place  where  the  bids  or  proposals 
made  in  pursuance  thereof  shall  be  opened.  All  bids  or  proposals 
thus  made  shall  be  sealed,  and  shall  not  be  opened  at  any  time  or 
place  other  than  that  designated  in  the  advertisement  All  or  any 
bids  or  proposals  received  by  said  board  may  be  by  them  rejected, 
and  whether  accepted  or  rejected  shall,  after  decisions  thereon  by 
said  board,  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  6.  In  letting  contracts  said  board  shall  not  obligate  the 
State  to  pay  to  any  contractor  any  money  other  than  that  to  which 
such  contractor  may  be  justly  entitled  by  reason  of  labor  or  mate- 
rials already  furnished  and  supplied,  and  in  no  event  shall  more 
than  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  called  for  in  any  contract

Company  by  an  act  disposing  of  certain  grants  of  land  made  to 
the  State  of  Michigan  for  railroad  purposes  by  act  of  congress, 
approved  June  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  approved 
February  fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  to  pro- 
vide more  definitely  the  time  and  manner  of  constructing  such 
road  and  carrying  the  grant  made  by  said  board  of  control  into 
effect. 

Sectiok  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  Acdoaor 
the  lands,  franchises,  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  which  were  JJ^Sifo?"^*"* 
granted  to  and  conferred  upon  the  State  of  Michigan  by  an  act  of 
congress  entitled  *<  An  act  making  a  grant  of  alternate  sections  of 
land  to  the  State  of  Michigan  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certain 
railroads  in  said  State,  and  for  other  purposes,''  approved  June  thirds 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  Ontonagon  to  the  Wisconsin  State  line^  and  which  lands,

The  lands,  franchises,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  hereby 
conferred  upon  and  vested  in  said  Ontonagon  and  Brul6  Biver  Bail- 
road Company  shall  be  exclusively  applied  in  the  construction  of 
its  line  of  road  designated  in  its  articles  of  association,  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  State,  but  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  alter  the  southern  terminus  of  its  road  to  some  other  point  on 
the  Wisconsin  State  line,  and  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  line 
of  its  road  to  improve  such  line  as  may  be  found  expedient  to  avoid 
difficulties  of  construction ;  and  such  alteration  shall  not  impair 
the  title  to  said  lands  as  herein  granted  and  confirmed.  Said  road 
shall  be  constructed  of  T  or  continuous  rail,  of  standard  gauge,  and 
when  completed  shall,  in  all  respects,  and  in  all  its  parts,  be  a  first- 
class  railroad.  The  construction  of  said  road  shall  be  commenced 
at  the  village  of  Ontonagon,  and  said  company  shall  build  at  least 
twenty  miles  south  from  that  point  by  the  first  day  of  August, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  :  Provided,  That  the  said  railroad  company  shall  be  at  liberty

LAYING  OUT,  ALTBEDSTG,  AKD  DISCONTINUmO  HIGHWAYS. 

SBcnoN  1.  Public  highways  shall  not  be  less  than  four  rods  in  width  of 
width,  and  may  be  laid  out,  altered,  or  discontinued  under  the  pro-  ^Tbdoot^ 
visions  of  this  chapter: 

Firsts  By  the  commissioner  of  highways  of  any  township,  within 
his  township,  upon  the  written  application  of  seven  or  more  free- 
holders of  such  township; 

8ec(mdy  By  the  joint  action  of  the  commissioners  of  highways  of 
adjoining  townships,  on  the  line  between  such  townships,  on  the 
written  application  of  seven  or  more  freeholders  of  each  township, 
addressed  to  the  commissioner  of  either  township; 

T%ird,  By  the  concurrent  action  of  the  commissioner  of  high- 
ways of  any  township  and  the  municipal  authority  of  any  adjoining 
city  or  village  having,  by  law,  jurisdiction  in  laying  out  streets  or 
highways,  on  the  line  between  such  township  and  such  city  or 
village. 

Sec.  2.  In  applications  for  laying  out  or  altering  a  highway,  the 
route  along  which  the  road  is  proposed  to  be  laid,  or  the  extent  to 
which  its  route  is  proposed  to  be  changed,  shall  be  described  in  gen- 
eral terms,  and  where  the  application  is  for  the  alteration  or  discon- 
tinuanoe  of  a  road,  such  road  may  be  described  by  any  name  by 
which  it  is  known,  and  if  the  discontinuance  of  only  a  portion  of 
any  road  is  asked  for,  such  portion  shall  be  specified.

road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  commissioners  of  highways  to  lay  ont 
and  open  highwaye  npon  the  route  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  no  special  commissioners  had  been  anthorised. 

Sbo.  26.  All  State  roads,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  BoadatoiM 
ont  in  this  State  shall  be  nnder  the  care  of  the  commissioners  of  '*"^'  ***  ^ 
highways  of  the  several  townships  through  which  the  same  shall 
pass,  and  subject  to  be  l\y  them  opened  and  kept  in  repair  in  the 
same  manner  as  township  roads,  but  such  State  roads  shall  be 
altered  or  discontinued  only  by  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  they  may  be  situated. 

Sec.  27.  Where  any  highway  may  have  been  or  shall  be  estab-  BaiinMiooM^ 
lished  across  any  railroad,  the  company  operating  such  railroad  shall  SSSftwdiMraiii 
open,  construct  and  maintain  such  highway  and  the  necessary  *'"<^ •^* 
crossing  therefor  across  their  right  of  way  and  track.*    The  commis- 
sioner may  serve  a  written  notice  on  any  person  in  charge  of  the 
ticket  or  freight  office  nearest  to  such  crossing,  requiring  such  open- 
ing and  construction  within  thirty  days  from  and  after  the  service 
of  such  notice,  and  in  default  of  such  opening  and  construction  as 
required  by  such  notice,  the  company  in  fault  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars  per  day  tbr  every  day  thereafter  during  which 
such  highway  shall  remain  unopened,  and  during  which  the  same 
and  the  necessary  crossing  therefor  shall  remain  unconstruoted. 

Sbo.  t^S.  The  commissioner  of  highways  of  any  township  of  thisi«jiDg<mtrMidi 
State  lying  along  the  line  of  any  other  State  shall,  upon  a  petition  J»^{Jj;» •'•*»»« 
of  seven  or  more  freeholders,  as  is  provided  in  the  first  subdi- 
vision cf  section  one  of  this  chapter,  have  power,  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty,  to  meet  with  any  officer  or  officers  of  such  adjoining  State 
intrusted  with  the  power  of  laying  out  or  discontinuing  highways, 
and  such  commissioner  may  lay  ont,  open,  and  construct  a  highway 
of  any  width,  which,  added  to  the  width  on  the  other  side  of  the 
State  line,  will  make  a  highway  which  shall  not  exceed  four  rods 
nor  be  less  than  three  rods  in  width,  and  the  same  shall  be  surveyed 
and  recorded  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  29.  An  itemized  statement  of  the  expenses  of  any  survey  sxptDMi or 
authorized  by  this  chapter,  certified  by  the  commissioner  orjjjj^''**^ 
proper  city  or  village  officer,  may  be  presented  to  the  board  of  the 
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proper  township,  cit^  or  nllaf;e  afc  any  meeting  thereof,  and  the 
amount  of  such  expenses,  if  allowed  by  snch  board,  shall  be  paid 
from  the  general  fnnd  of  the  township,  oity  or  village. 

CHAPTER  IL 

ASS£SSHEin?8  FOB  HIOHWAY  PUfiPOSES. 

HowhighwaTi  Sbctiok  1.  The  highways  in  this  state  shall  be  opened,  improved 
tm^tmd^^o"^  and  maintained  by  the  labor  of  the  inhabitants  residing  in  and  by 
assessments  upon  the  property  situated  within  the  several  townships, 
and  for  the  more  convenient  expenditure  of  such  labor  and  making 
such  assessments,  the  commissioner  of  highways  in  each  township 
shall  divide  his  township  into  so  many  road  districts  as  he  may 
judge  convenient,  and  may  vacate,  alter,  divide  or  consolidate  such 
districts,  his  action  in  all  such  oases  to  be  entered  of  record  in  the 
township  clerk's  ofBoe,  but  no  such  division  shall  be  made  within 
five  days  next  preceding  the  annual  township  meeting :  Provided, 
That  when  a  period  of  fifteen  years  or  more  shall  have  elapseid  after 
the  organization  of  any  township,  the  power  of  the  commissioner  of 
such  township  to  vacate,  alter,  divide  or  consolidate  road  districts 
shall  be  exercised  only  with  the  sanction  and  approval  of  the  town- 
ship board.  All  road  districts  as  at  present  established  shall  remain 
and  continue  until  changed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Seo.  2.  The  commissioner  of  highways  of  each  township  shall 
render  to  the  township  board  at  the  annual  meeting  thereof  in  each 
year,  an  account  in  writing,  stating: 

Firsif  The  highway  labor  assessed  and  performed  in  his  township 
within  the  year : 

Second,  The  amount  paid  for  delinquencies  and  commutations, 
and  other  moneys  received  by  him,  and  the  application  thereof; 

mrdt  The  improvements  which  have  been  made  on  the  roads 
and  bridges  in  his  township  during  the  year  preceding  such  report, 
and  the  condition  of  such  roads  and  bridges ; 

Iburthi  An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  highway  labor  which  in 
his  judgment  should  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the 
township  for  the  next  ensuing  year,  not  exceeding  one-half  day's 
labor  nor  less  than  one-tenth  day's  labor,  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  valuation  for  the  year ; 

.  Mftht  The  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  in  the  highways 
and  bridges  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  money  tax  that 
should  be  levied  for  that  purpose  beyond  what  such  estimated  high- 
way labor  will  accomplish,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  according  to  the  assessment  roll  for 
the  last  preceding  year,  or  in  townships  whose  aggregate  valuation 
is  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  a  gross  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Seo.  3.  The  township  board  shall  cause  such  statement  to  be  pre- 
sented at  the  then  next  annual  township  meeting,  and  such  meet- 
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ing,  immediately  after  the  election  of  overseers  of  highways,  may 
determine,  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  and  voting: 
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Firsif  IJpoD  the  amouDt  of  highway  labor  to  be  aasessed,  which 
Bhall  be  within  the  limit  named  in  the  lonrth  subdivision  of  the  last 
preceding  section ; 

Secondy  Upon  the  amount  of  money  tax  to  be  assessed^  within  the 
limit  prescribed  by  the  fifth  subdivision  of  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tion, and  the  sum  so  voted  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  township  expenses:  Provided,  That  if  the  state-  Prorifo. 
ment  required  by  this  and  the  last  preceding  section  be  not  pre- 
sented to  the  annual  township  meeting,  such  meeting  may  vote  on 
the  amount  of  highway  labor  and  money  tax  to  be  assessed,  within 
the  limits  contemplated  by  said  sections,  and  action  thereon  shall 
be  as  valid  for  all  purposes  as  if  such  statement  had  been  presented. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  the  electors  present  at  any  annual  township  meet-  AjmiBantrf 
ing  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  vote  any  rate  of  highway  labor  to  be  S5Si2i*tot5? 
assessed,  as  by  the  first  subdivision  of  the  last  preceding  section  pro-  «^ 
vided,  the  commissioner,  in  making  his  assessment^  may  assess  not 
exceeding  one-half  day's  labor  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  . 
valuation ;  and  in  case  such  electors  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  vote 
a  money  tax,  as  by  the  second  subdivision  of  section  three  above 
provided,  the  township  board  may  order  to  be  levied  such  sum, 
within  the  limit  herein  above  provided,  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
for  the  improvement  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Sso.  5.  The  commissioner  of  highways  shall  be  in  attendance  at  WhwMghwy^ 
the  oflBce  of  the  supervisor  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  third  *"**** *""""*- 
Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  for  the  pui-pose  of  assessing  a  high- 
way tax,  and  he  ^hall  have  free  access  to  the  assessment  roll  until 
be  shall  have  completed  his  assessment. 

Sec,  6.  The  commissioner  shall  make  out  from  such  assessment  AiMmmtrou, 
roll  a  separate  list  for  each  road  district,  showing  the  name  of  each  ''^'>^*<>°^ 
{lerson  assessed  therein  on  account  of  personal  property,  and  the 
■amount  so  assessed  against  each  such  person,  and  a  description  of 
•each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  within  each  district,  with  the  valuation 
thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  against  whom  the  same  is 
assessed,  if  the  same  be  known,  inserting  in  a  separate  part  of  such 
list  descriptions  of  lands  owned  by  non-residents  of  the  township, 
irith  the  value  of  each  lot  or  parcel  set  down  opposite  to  each  such 
description,  as  the  same  shall  appear  on  the  assessment  roll ;  and  if 
any  lot  or  tract  be  not  separately  described  in  such  roll,  the  value 
thereof  shall  be  computed  in  proportion  to  the  valuation  which  shall 
have  been  affixed  to  the  whole  tract,  of  which  such  lot  or  parcel 
forms  a  part. 

SjBa  7.  The  highway  labor  to  be  assessed  in  any  road  district,  ^ijf^^^^^ 
aside  from  the  poll  tax,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  commissioner,  """"™*" 
and  assessed  upon  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  every  inhabitant 
thereof,  and  upon  each  ti*aGt  or  parcel  of  land  therein  of  which  the 
owners  are  non-residents,  as  the  same  may  appear  by  the  assessment 
roll.  The  commissioner  shall  carry  out  opposite  each  description 
•of  property  on  the  list  made  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  last  preceding 
.section,  the  number  of  days  which  such  property  shall  be  assessed 
for  highway  tax,  but  where  there  are  different  descriptions  of  prop- 
•erty  following  each  other  and  assessed  to  the  same  person,  the  num- 
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ber  of  days  may  be  carried  out  in  gross ;  and  he  shall  add  to  each 
snoh  assessment  one  day  for  each  owner  or  occnpant  of  snch  prop- 
erty liable  to  a  poll  tax,  and  residing  in  the  district,  and  shall  also 
add  in  such  lis!;  the  names  of  persons  not  assessed  who  are  liable  to 
a  poll  tax. 

The  township  clerk  shall  make  duplicates  of  the  several 
uS'i^'flifld.  ^^®^s^  ^°®  ^f  which  lists  for  each  district  shall  be  filed  by  snch  clerk 
in  his  oflBce,  and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  by  the  commissioner 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jnne  to  the  overseer  of  highways  of  the 
proper  district,  with  his  warrant  as  commissioner  annexed  thereto^ 
commanding  the  overseer  to  warn  the  persons  therein  assessed  to 
work  on  the  highways,  and  to  make  retnrn  of  his  doings  in  the 
premises  to  such  commissioner  as  the  law  directs.

OHAPTEE  in. 

THE   P£EF0B1^ANGB   OF   LABOR   ON  HIGHWAYS   AKD  THE   COKKU- 
TATION  THBBEFOB. 

SEOTiOisr  1.  The  commissioner  of  highways  in  each  township  G«Beni  cm« 
shall  have  the  genera)  care  and  superiDteudence  of  highways  there-  "1?^?^?!!^^ 
in.  The  overseer  of  highways  in  each  road  district  shall  see  that 
the  highways  are  kept  in  repair,  and  shall  see  to  the  performance 
of  highway  labor  within  his  district,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  chapter,  but  open 
complaint  in  writing  to  the  commissioner  by  any  three  or  more  res- 
ident tax-payers  of  anj  district  that  the  labor  is  being  aneqaally 
and  unjustly  applied,  or  improperly  done,  the  commissioner  shall 
direct  as  to  the  application  of  sitoh  labor  or  the  manner  of  per- 
forming the  same. 

Sxo.  2.  livery  overseer  shall  cause  the  highway  labor  assessed  OoUeoUon  of 
within  his  district  against  persons  residing  in  his  tcfwnship,  or  rep-  ^^'s^^'^  ^*^^* 
resented  therein  by  an  agent,  to  be  collected,  either  by  labor  or 
commutation,  before  the  0rst  day  of  August  in  each  year  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  of  this  chapter ;  but  he  may, 
in  bis  discretion,  reserve  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  the  amount, 
to  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  at  a  later  period:  Provided^  ProTifo. 
That  in  that  portion  of  the  State  lying  north  of  the  boundary,  line, 
between  Bay  and  Iosco  counties  extemled  westward  without  limit, 
such  labor  may  be  performed  before  the  first  day  of  September. 

Ssc.  3*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  to  give  at  least  twenty-  Mottoetopenoui 
four  hours'  notice  to  all  persons  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways  ^""'"'^ 
in  his  district,  and  residing  in  his  township,  of  the  time  when,  and 
the  place  where,  they  are  to  appear  for  that  purpose,  and  with  what 
implements;  and  he  shall  notify  the  owner  or  agent  of  any  non- 
resident lands  within  his  district,  if  he  shall  know  that  any  such 
owner  or  agent  resides  within  the  township,  of  the  number  of  days 
assessed  upon  such  lands,  and  of  the  time  when  and  place  where 
the  labor  is  to  be  performed,  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least 
five  days  previous  to  the  time  appointed. 

Sbc.  4.  Every  person  liable  to  work  on  the  highways  ^hall  work  oommatatioiw 
the  whole  number  of  days  for  which  he  shall  have  been  assessed, 
unless  be  shall  elect  to  commute  for  the  same,  or  some  part  there- 
of, and  shall,  within  the  time  in  which  he  is  required  to  appearand 
work,  pay  the  commutation  money,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for 
each  day  assessed,  to  the  overseer  of  the  district  in  which  the  labor 
is  required  to  be  performed,  and  the  commutation  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  complete  until  such  money  be  paid.  All  moneys  so  paid 
shall  be  expended  by  the  overseer,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  iu  the 
purchase  of  implements,  or  construction  and  repair  of  the  roads 
and  bridges  in  the  same  district,  but  no  overseer  shall  be  allowed

to  oommute  for  any  portion  of  tbe  time  for  which  he  is  assesaedy 

unless  his  tax  shall  exceed  the  number  of  days  necessary  for  the 

faithful  and  efficient 'saperyision  by  him  of  the  hig^hway  work 

within  his  district,  in  which  case  he  may  commute  for  the  excess. 

Penftitjfor  8ec.  5.  Every  person  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways,  who  has 

wSaoTn^flflir'  ^^  ^^'^  notified,  wbo  shall  not  commute,  and  who  sball  refuse  or 

^^  neglect,  without  good  cause,  to  appear  in  obedience  to  such  notice, 

shall,  for  every  day's  refusal,  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  and  if  such 

person  was  lawfully  required  to  furnish  a  team,  man  or  implements, 

and  sball  refuse  or  neglect,  without  good  cause,  to  comply,  he  shall 

pay  as  follows: — 

Firstj  For  wholly  refusing  to  comply  with  such  requisition,  three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day; 

Seconds  For  omitting  to  turnip  a  cart,  wagon,  plow,  or  scraper, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day ; 

Third,  For  omitting  to  furnish  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  span  of  horses, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day; 

Fourihy  For  omitting  to  furni^  a  man  to  manage  the  same^  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day. 

Sbc.  6.  When  any  person  shall  become  liable  for  the  payment  of 
any  sum  of  money  under  the  last  preceding  section,  the  overseer 
may  at  any  time  after  six  days  commence  suit  in  his  official  char- 
acter before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township,  or  of  an  ad- 
joining township  in  the  same  county,  against  tbe  person  so  liable, 
for  the  recoyery  of  the  sum  due.  Such  suit  shall  be  by  summons 
in  an  action  of  assumpsit  or  on  the  case,  and  the  declaration  shall 
be  for  money  bad  and  received,  and  such  action  shall  be  prosecuted, 
and  collection  under  it  may  be  had  in  all  respects  as  is  provided 
in  case  of  suks  between  private  persons,  except  that  adjournments 
shall  not  be  for  a  longer  time  than  ten  days  in  all;  and  when 
judgment  is  obtained,  execution  may  issue  immediately,  and  no  stay 
of  execution  shall  be  allowed. 

Ssa  7.  Every  sum  of  money  collected  for  a  refusal  or  neglect  to 
appear  and  work  on  the  highways  shall  be  set  off  against  the  assesflh 
ment  upon  which  it  was  founded,  estimating  every  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  collected,  exclusive  of  the  costs  of  the  proceedings, 
as  a  satisfaction  for  one  day's  work. 

Ssa  8.  Every  overseer  shall  haye  power  to  require  a  cart,  wagon, 
plow,  or  scraper,  with  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  span  of  horses,  and  a  man 
to  manage  them,  to  be  furnished  by  any  person  having  the  same 
within  his  district,  wbo  shall  have  been  assessed  and  shall  he  liable 
for  highway  labor  for  three  days  or  more,  and  each  implement, 
team,  or  man  furnished  pursuant  to  such  requisition  shall  be  deemed 
equivalent  to  one  day's  labor. 

Sec.  9.  Every  person  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways,  and 
warned  to  work  thereon,  may  appear  and  work  in  person  or  by  a 
substitute,  and  the  person  so  appearing  shall  actually  work  eight 
hours  in  ench  day.  If  any  person  assessed,  or  his  substitute,  shall, 
after  appearing,  remain  idle,  or  not  work  faithfully,  or  hinder  oth- 
ers from  working,  such  offender  shall,  for  each  offense,  pay  the  sum 
of  one  dollar. 
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Sbo.  10.  The  acceptance  by  an  overseer  of  an  excuse  for  a  refasal  KnmMdhy 
or  neglect  shall  not  in  any  case  exempt  the  person  excused  fi'om  ""^''^ 
commnting  for  or  working  the  whole  number  of  days  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  assessed  duriiig  the  year. 

Sec.  11.  If  at  any  time  after  the  rendering  of  the  annual  account 
required  by  oyerseers,  and  before  the  township  meeting  following  JS^^dliSnml 
next  thereafter^  it  shall  be  necessary  to  remoTe  obstructions  from  ^'^'■^  *^ 
the  highway,  or  to  repair  culyerts  or  bridges  injured  by  freshets  or 
otherwise,  or  to  protect  the  highway  or  any  such  culverts  or  bridges 
from  injury,  in  any  road  district,  the  proper  overseer  shall  have 
power  to  call  out  any  persons  in  his  district  liable  to  pay  highway 
tax,  to  assist  in  the  work  necessary  therefor,  and  he  shall  give  such 
persons  a  written  certificate,  stating  the  number  of  days  worked  by 
each,  which  shall  be  allowed  to  them  on  the  next  year's  highway 
tax ;  but  no  person  shall  be  thus  called  upon  for  labor  to  exceed 
the  amount  of  one-half  his  tax  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  12.  All  road  work  hereafter  done  upon  roads  that  have  been  HowRwdiio 
opened  and  worked  for  ten  years  or  more,  except  such  as  may  be  ^IUSS^'^ 
required  for  necessary  repairs,  shall  have  in  view  the  permanent 
improvement  of  such  roads  by  grading  and  turnpiking.    Elevations 
upon  the  line  of  such  roads  shall  be  cut  down,  and  the  depressions 
raised,  in  order  to  form  a  grade  as  level  as  the  nature  of  the  ground 
will  permit    Such  roads  shall  be  worked  so  as  to  form  a  turnpike 
sufficiently  crowning  to  turn  the  water,  with  gutters  adequate  for 
drainage,  and  the  width  of  the  turnpike  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  width  or 
feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line  of  the  road,  terminating  in  the  '»a>>^ 
center  of  the  gutters. 

Ssa  13.  After  any  such  turnpike  shall  have  been  used  for  one  TompiketoiM 
year,  the  ruts  shall  be  filled,  after  which  it  shall  be.graveled  in  cases  vf^^ 
where  gravel  can  be  conveniently  obtained.  In  graveling  any  road, 
the  gravel  shall  be  placed  along  the  center  thereof  in  a  space  not 
less  than  eight  feet  in  width  and  in  a  mass  not  less  than  six  inches 
deep,  or  not  to  exceed  fifteen  inches,  in  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
missioner. The  highway  labor  in  any  district  neoessary  for  such 
graveling  shall  be  done  at  such  time  as  the  overseer  may  direct,  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  November  in  the  year  in  which  the  same 
is  assessed,  but  the  commissioner  may  allow  any  person  assessable 
within  any  district  to  work  out  a  portion  of  his  tax  tor  the  next 
year  in  graveling  any  road  in  such  district  at  a  later  time  than  the 
first  day  of  November,  in  case  the  road  bed  be  dry  and  in  fit  condi- 
tion therefor,  and  such  person  shall  have  credit  on  his  next  year's 
tax  for  such  work. 

Ssa  14.  The  work  mentioned  in  the  two  last  preceding  sections . 
shall  be  continued  until  all  the  roads  of  the  township  are  made  at 
least  equal  to  the  requirements  of  said  sections.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  what  roads  shall  be  from  time  to  time  im- 
proved as  required  by  said  sections,  subject  to  any  direction  that 
the  township  board  may  see  fit  to  exercise.  The  commissioner  shall 
direct  the  overseers  in  the  expenditure  of  the  highway  labor  within 
their  districts,  so  that  in  improving  any  line  of  road  extending  into 
or  through  different  districts,  uniformity  in  the  work  of  improve- 
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ment  may  be  had.  Before  proceeding  to  the  improrement  of  any 
road  as  above  provided,  whether  by  highway  labor  or  by  contract, 
the  cotnmissioDer  shall  establish  the  grade  of  such  road,  and  shall 
set  grade  stakes  not  more  than  six  rods  apart  along  the  side  of  the 
highway  to  be  worked,  to  which  the  grade  shall  conlorm. 
Baaidents  may  Sec.  15.  Whenever  the  residents  along  any  highway  may  wish  to 
i!t"^own'  improve  the  same  by  paving  or  macadamizing,  they  may  do  so  at 
their  own  expense,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
commissioner.

HowqiiflrtioBto      Seg.  2.  The  township  board  of  any  township  shall  submit  the 
b*  foinnittod.     question  implied  by  the  first  section  of  this  chapter  to  the  electors 
of  such  township,  at  any  annual  township  meeting,  or  at  any  special 
township  meeting  held  after  the  annual  meeting  and  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  October  in  any  year,  on  the  written  demand  of  twelve 
or  more  freeholders  of  such  township,  filed  with  the  township  clerk 
not  less  than  twelve  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting,  And  notice 
of  such  vote  to  be  taken  shall  be  given  by  the  township  clerk  by 
posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  township  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting.    The  vote  shall  in 
all  cases  be  by  ballot,  and  the  ballot  shall  express  in  plain  characters 
the  words:  "Money  tax  for  highways — Yes;*'  or  "Money  tax  for 
highways — ^No;"  and  the  ballots  shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate 
box,  and  shall  be  canvassed  and  the  result  certified  as  in  other  cases. 

At  the  time  such  vote  is  taken,  and  at  every  annual  town* 
nSJaS^ST*""*  ®^^P  meeting  thereafter,  the  electors  present,  immediately  after  the 
election  of  overseers  of  highways,  shall  by  a  majority  of  those  present 
and  voting,  and  who  do  not  reside  in  any  incorporated  village  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised  for  highway  purposes  under 
this  chapter  for  the  next  ensuing  year,  not  exceeding  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  on  the  aggregate  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  of 
the  township,  and  in  case  they  do  not  so  determine,  the  amount  of 
such  tax  within  the  limit  above  provided  shall  be  fixed  by  the  town- 
ship board,  and  the  sum  so  determined  or  fixed  shall  be  included  in 
the  annual  statement  of  the  township  clerk  to  the  supervisor,  and 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  for 
general  township  purposes  are  levied  and  collected,  but  no  part  of 
such  tax  shall  be  levied  on  property  within  the  limits  of  incorpo- 
TM€f(obeiB     rated  villages.    The  taxes  so  levied  shall  be  carried  out  in  a  separate 
StS  nS***™"  column  in  the  tax  roll  as  highway  taxes,  and  the  township  treasurer 
shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  same  as  the  highway  fund.     In 
Bond.  addition  to  the  bond  required  to  be  given  by  the  treasurer  by  sec-

Sec.  4.  The  commissioner  shall  render  to  the  towuship  board  at  stutemeiitor 
their  annual  meeting,  a  statement,  showing:  townabipboudL 

Firsts  The  improvements  which  have  been  made  on  the  roads  and 
bridges  in  the  township  during  the  year  preceding  such  report,  and 
the  condition  of  such  roads  and  bridges; 

Second,  A  summary  statement  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements, 
the  amonnt  of  outstanding  liabilities,  if  any,  and  the  amount  of  the 
highway  fund,  if  any,  over  and  above  such  liabilities; 

Third,  The  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  during  the  year, 
and  the  amount  ot  tax  that  should  be  levied  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  special  improvements  are  designed,  they  shall  be  specilied, 
with  an  estimate  of  their  cost  The  township  board  shall  cause 
such  statement  to  be  presented  at  the  then  next  annual  township 
meeting  at  the  time  of  voting  upon  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  raised, 
but  a  failure  to  render  such  statement,  or  to  present  the  same  to  the 
township  meeting,  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  the  electors  of  the 
township  to  vote  a  highway  tax,  or  of  the  township  board  to  fix  and 
determine  the  same,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section. 

Sec.  5.  The  supervision  of  road  work  and  the  repair  of  highways  saperrufon of 
and  bridges  in  townships  availing  themselves  oi  the  provisions  of  SSJj^i^ofcom-" 
this  chapter,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  commissioner,  subject  "nta^onep. 
to  such  directory  control  of  the  township  board  as  is  herein  pre- 
scribed, and,  except  in  the  case  of  work  done  by  contract,  he  shall 
employ  or  direct  the  employment  of  the  labor  necessary  therefor, 
and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  highway  fund  of  the 
township. 

Sec.  6.  The  commissioner  may  draw  warrants  on  the  township  oommMonw 
treasurer  in  his  own  favor,  to  be  countersigned  by  the  clerk  or  JJJJ^^J^JJJJ^ 
supervisor,  for  sums  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  at  any  one  shiptnManri 
time,  and  may  make  disbursements  from  the  amounts  so  drawn  in  *^ 
payment  for  employed  labor,  materials  and  incidental  expenses,  and 
his  vouchers  therefor  shall  be  filed  with  the  township  clerk  before 
any  further  similar  drafts  shall  be  made,  and  his  accounts  shall  be 
audited  by  the  township  board  at  such  times  as  they  may  meet  for 
that  purpose.    He  may  also  draw  warrants  on  the  treasurer  in  pay- 
ments on  contracts  as  he  is  authorized  to  do  by  section  four  of 
chapter  eleven  of  this  act.

*^  divide  the  township  into  not  less  than  four  road  districts,  in  each  of 

which  districts  an  overseer  of  highways  shall  be  elected  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law  for  electing  overseers  of  highways.  Sach  over- 
seers shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  commissio'ner  any  defects 
in  the  highways  within  their  respective  districts,  and  shall,  when 
required  by  the  commissioner,  supervise  the  working  and  repairing 
of  roads,  and  the  building  and  repairing  of  bridges  therein. 
Artand?^!L  ^^^*  ^'  When  any  township  shall  have  determined  to  avail  itself 
"lonofciiaiitor,  of  the  provlsious  of  this  chapter,  the  provisions  of  chapters  two  and 
and  three  of  this  act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  highway 
taxes  and  the  performance  of  labor  on  the  highways,  except  sections 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen  and  fifteen,  of  chapter  three,  shall  no 
longer  be  of  force  or  operative  in  such  township,  but  the  commis- 
sioner shall  require  the  payment  of  a  capitation  or  poll  tax  by  per- 
sons liable  thereto  who  are  not  tax  payers  and  who  do  not  reside  in 
any  incorporated  village :  Provided,  That  any  such  township  may, 
by  similar  vote  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  elect  to  act  under  the 
provisions  of  said  chapters  two  and  three,  instead  of  under  this 
chapter;  but  no  such  action  in  any  case  shall  have  the  effect  to 
change  the  method  of  working  the  highways  during  the  year  in 
which  such  action  may  be  had. 

Sec.  10.  In  townships  acting  under  this  chapter,  the  commissioner, 
or  in  his  absence  the  overseer  of  any  road  district,  within  his  district, 
shall  have  power  to  act,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  act,  in  ail  cases 
in  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  remove  obstructions  from  the  high- 
way, or  to  repair  culverts  or  bridges  injured  by  freshets  or  other- 
wise, or  to  protect  the  highway  or  any  such  culverts  or  bridges  from 
injury,  and  they  may  call  on  any  of  the  inhabitants  residing  in  the 
vicinity  for  that  purpose,  and  may  employ  labor  necessary  therefor, 
and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  paid  from  the  highway  fund.  The  commissioner 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  over- 
seers by  section  eight  of  chapter  eleven,  and  by  section  one  of 
chapter  seven  of  this  act,  and  by  the  act  of  March  seventeen,  eight- 
een hundred  and  sixty-three,  relating  to  the  destruction  of  Oanada 
thistles,  and  in  all  other  cases  where,  by  the  operation  of  this  chap- 
ter, the  functions  of  overseers  may  be  superseded,  or  their  execution 
by  them  rendered  impracticable,  and  when  a  necessity  may  exist  for 
their  exercise,  the  commissioner  shall  exercise  sucb  functions  and 
be  responsible  therefor  when  no  other  provision  is  made,  and  in  so 
doing  he  may  require  any  necessary  assistance  from  the  overseers, 
or  Sec.  11.  The  commissioner  in  townships  acting  under  this  chap- 
ter shall  be  entitled  to  a  compensation  not  exceeding  two  dollars 
per  day,  and  overseers  shall  be  entitled  to  a  compensation  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  and  fitly  cents  per  day,  when  actually  employed, 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  township  board. 
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OHAPTEB  V. 

FOB  THE  SBOITBITY  OF  PEBSOKS  AKD  PBOPEBTY  OK  THE  HIOHWAYS. 

Section  1.  When  any  public  highway  which  passes  along  the  Doty  of  com. 
bank  of  any  lake,  river  or  other  water-conrse,  shall,  by  the  falling  or  hSR^^ontSk 
washing  away  of  the  bank,  or  from  any  other  canse,  become  reduced  ^jjj^*^^ 
to  a  width  of  less  than  fifty  feet,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioner, acting  upon  his  own  knowledge,  or  on  being  notified  thereof 
in  writing,  by  any  person  of  adult  age,  such  notice  stating  the  place 
or  places  where  such  defect  exists,  to  proceed  within  ten  days  and 
examine  the  same,  and  if  he  finds  it  to  be  less  than  fifty  feet  wide, 
he  shall  forthwith  lay  out,  open,  and  work  such  highway  in  and 
upon  the  adjacent  land  to  the  width  of  fifty  feet;  and  if  such  land 
be  inclosed,  he  shall,  within  ten  days,  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  land,  requiring  such  owner  or  occupant 
within  thirty  days  to  remove  the  fence,  hedge,  or  other  structure 
forming  the  enclosure,  back  from  the  bank  far  enough  to  admit  of 
such  opening  and  working,  and  if  such  owner  or  occupant  shall 
neglect  to  remove  the  same,  as  required  by  such  notice,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioner  forthwith  to  remove  such  fence  or 
other  structure,  doing  the  owner  or  occupant  no  unnecessary  dam- 
age in  making  such  removal. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  such  highway  is  less  than  fifty  feet  wide,  and  au^iMy»» 
more  than  thirty-five  feet  wide,  the  commissioner  may,  in  his  dis-  *"***^ 
cretion,  instead  of  widening  the  same,  erect  near  the  edge  of  the 
bank,  and  thereafter  maintain  in  good  order,  a  substantial  railing 
or  fence,  which  shall  be  at  least  three  feet  high  and  sufficiently 
strong  to  prevent  persons,  carriages  and  animals  from  falling  over 
such  bank. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  dwelling  house  or  other  building  shall  stand  wkenhom^ 
so  near  any  lake,  river  or  other  water-course,  where  a  highway  inter-  SSabSn?* 
Tenes,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  for  a  road  at  least  thirty-five  feet  ^»««n«»» 
wide,  then  the  commissioner  shall,  within  ten  days  after  having 
knowledge  of  the  fact,  give  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  own- 
er or  occupant  of  the  land  to  be  taken,  and  to  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  such  house  or  other  building,  of  his  intention  to  open  a 
highway  in  the  rear  of  such  house  or  other  building,  and  if  such 
house  or  other  building  shall,  within  the  said  thirty  days,  be  moved 
back  far  enough  to  admit  of  a  road  being  opened  and  worked  at 
least  thirty-five  feet  wide  in  front  thereof,  then  the  commissioner 
shall  widen  such  highway  in  front  of  such  house  or  other  building ; 
but  if  such  house  or  other  building  sliall  not  be  so  removed,  he 
shall  then  proceed  without  further  delay  to  lay  out  a  highway  in  the 
rear  of  such  house  or  other  building,  not  less  than  fifty  feet  wide. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  commissioner,  acting  under  the  provisions  Daiiii«cewh«i« 
of  this  chapter,  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  fence,  hedge  wjdi>  widmed, 
or  other  structure  forming  the  enclosure,  and  shall  take  any  land  to 
widen  a  highway,  or  shall  lay  out  a  highway  in  the  rear  of  any  house 
or  other  building,  he  shall  award  such  damages  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  taken,  and  for  removing  such  fence,  hedge  or  other  struct- 
ure forming  the  enclosure  when  done  by  the  owner,  as  to  him  shall 
89 
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seem  juafc  and  reasonable,  and  shall  tender  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  his  township  for  the  amount  of 
any  damages  awarded  to  snch  person ;  but  when  no  owner,  occupant 
or  agent  of  the  property  taken  resides  or  can  be  found  in  his  town- 
ship, then  the  commissioner  shall  deposit  such  order  with  the  clerk 
of  his  township,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  when  applied  for :  Providedf  That  any  person  dissatisfied 
with  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  by  any  commissioner  in  any 
action  had  under  this  chapter,  may  appeal  from  such  award  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  action  of  a  commissioner  in  laying  out,  alter- 
ing, or  discontinuing  a  highway,  may  be  appealed  from,  and  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  and  liabilities  as  in  such  cases  provided,  but 
no  such  appeal  shall  have  the  effect  to  delay  any  proceedings  here- 
inbefore by  this  chapter  authorized  to  be  had. 

Seo.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  highways 
of  each  township  to  see  that  all  plank  or  gravel  road  companies, 
or  companies  owning  or  controlling  any  kind  of  toll  road,  main- 
tain their  roads  in  as  good  and  safe  condition  as  he  is  required 
to  keep  the  public  highways  of  his  township.  When  any  such 
plank,  gravel,  or  toll  road  shall  become  defective,  he  shall  serve 
a  written  notice  upon  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  company  own- 
ing or  controlling  the  same,  describing  the  locality  where  such 
delect  exists,  and  requiring  such  company  to  repair  such  defect 
within  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  notice ;  and  every  such 
company  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  such  notice 
shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Seo.  6.  All  proper  expenses  incurred  by  any  commissioner  in 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  chapter  shall  be  by  him 
reported  in  writing  to  tne  supervisor  of  his  township  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  October  following,  and  the  supervisor  shall 
levy  the  amount  thereof  upon  the  taxable  property  of  his  town- 
ship in  the  same  manner  as  other  township  taxes. 


ExpeoBes, 
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THE  OBSTRUCTIOK  OF  HIGHWAYS  AND  ENCBOACHMENTS  THEREON. 

Section  J.  In  every  case  where  a  public  highway  has  been  or" 
shall  be  encroached  upon  by  any  fence,  building,  or  other  encroach- 
ment, the  commissioner  may  make  an  order  under  his  hand,  requir- 
ing the  occupant  of  the  land  through  or  by  which  such  highway 
runs,  and  of  which  such  fence,  building,  or  other  encroachment 
forms  a  part  of  the  enclosure,  to  remove  such  encroachment 
from  such  highway  within  thirty  days;  and  he  shall  cause  a  copy  of 
such  order  to  be  served  upon  such  occupant,  and  every  such  order 
shall  specify  the  width  of  the  road,  the  greatest  extent  of  the 
encroachment,  and  of  what  it  consists,  and  the  place  or  places  in 
which  the  same  may  be,  with  reasonable  certainty;  but  fences 
erected  for  the  protection  of  hedges,  or  temporary  fences  for  the 
protection  of  other  improvements,  shall  not  be  deemed  encroach- 
ments, so  long  as  they  may  be  necessary  for  such  protection,  unless 
the  road  be  so  fenced  up  as  to  make  the  traveled  portion  less  than 
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sixteen  feet  wide,  provided  that  such  hedges  or  other  improve- 
ments be  not  themselves  encroachments. 


Seo.  2.  If  such  encroachment  shall  not  be  removed  within  thirty  Peuityibi 
days  after  the  service  of  a  copy  of  such  order,  such  occupant  shall  S^Jfete/ 


ffat 
tore. 
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forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  day  after  the  expiration 
of  that  time  during  which  such  encroachment  shall  continue 
anremoved,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  trespass  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township,  or  of  an  adjoining  township 
in  the  same  county,  and  the  commissioner  may  proceed  to  remove 
such  encroachment  in  the  same  manner  that  he  may  do  in  case  of 
the  opening  of  a  highway,  and  the  person  at  fault  shall  be  liable 
for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  removal ;  but  no  person  shall 
be  required  to  remove  any  fence  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, unless  such  fence  shall  have  been  made  within  three  months 
next  before  the  making  of  the  order  for  the  removal  thereof:  Pro-  ptotiw. 
vided,  That  if  the  person  upon  whom  the  copy  of  such  order  shall 
be  served  shall  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  said  thirty 
days,  by  a  written  notice  served  upon  the  commissioner,  deny 
such  encroachment  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  shall  deny  the 
existence  of  a  highway  where  such  encroachment  is  claimed  to 
exist,  the  commissioner,  instead  of  proceeding  to  remove,  such 
encroachment,  shall  commence  an  action  of  trespass  against  the 
person  upon  whom  the  copy  of  such  order  was  served,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Seo.  3.  Such  action  shall  be  brought  by  the  commissioner  in  How  acuon 
his  name  of  oflSce,  claiming  nominal  damages  only  in  the  sum  of  ^"''»'**- 
six  cents,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  township  or  of 
an  adjoining  township  in  the  same  county.  The  declaration  in 
such  action  shall  follow  the  order  required  by  section  one  of  this 
chapter,  in  describing  such  encroachment,  and  the  defendant  may 
plead,  denying  the  encroachment  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  may 
also  deny  the  existence  of  a  highway  where  such  encroachment  is 
claimed  to  be,  if  he  shall  have  denied  the  same  in  the  notice  which 
by  the  last  preceding  section  he  may  serve  upon  the  commissioner, 
and  shall  have  set  the  same  up  in  defense  at  the  time  of  joining 
issue,  but  otherwise  the  legal  existence  of  the  highway  shall  not  he 
questioned  on  the  trial,  and  the  fact  of  such  encroachment,  and 
where  the  true  line  of  the  highway  is,  shall  only  be  tried. 

Sec.  4.  The  summons  in  such  action  may  be  in  the  same  form,  sammonaaad 
and  shall  be  issued  and  served,  and  a  jury  shall  be  impaneled  when  *^*' 
demanded,  and  all  proceedings  had  as  near  as  may  be,  as  in  cases 
of  personal  actions  of  trespass,  and  full  costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the 
justice  and  paid  by  the  losing  party,  except  that  if  the  commis- 
sioner demands  a  jury  he  shall'  not  be  required  to  advance  the 
jury  fee,  and  the  adjournment  of  the  trial  shall  not  exceed  ten  days 
in  all.  The  jury  shall  specify  in  their  verdict,  if  they  find  the 
defendant  guilty  of  causing  or  maintaining  the  encroachment  as 
charged,  and  the  extent  thereof,  and  if  the  existence  of  the  high- 
way has  been  denied,  they  shall  also  specify,  if  they  find  a  highway 
to  exist,  whether  it  be  such  by  public  use  or  by  having  been  regu- 
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larly  laid  out  and  established  as  a  public  highway.  In  the  trial  of 
any  cansc  involving  the  existence  of  any  highway,  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  upon  the  contestants  to  show  that  the  same  has  not 
been  regularly  laid  out  and  established  as  a  public  highway,  or  has 
not  become  such  by  public  use. 

Seo.  5.  Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  proper 
county  in  the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  from  justices^ 
courts  in  other  cases,  but  in  case  of  an  appeal  taken  by  the  com- 
missioner he  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  costs  or  furnish  an 
appeal  bond.  In  case  of  such  appeal,  trial  shall  be  had  on  the 
issue  joined  in  the  justice  court,  and  in  case  of  a  judgment  in  any 
court  against  the  commissioner,  no  execution  shall  issue,  but  the 
judgment  shall  be  certified  to  the  proper  supervisor  and  the  amount 
thereof  assessed  and  collected  as  in  case  of  judgments  against  town- 
ships. 

Seo.  6.  In  all  cases  of  final  judgment  against  any  person  for  caus- 
ing or  maintaining  an  encroachment,  the  commissioner  may  pro- 
ceed to  remove  the  same  within  ten  days  after  such  judgment  in 
the  same  manner  that  he  may  do  under  section  two  of  this  chapter 
where  the  encroachment  or  the  existence  of  the  highway  is  not 
denied,  and  the  penalty  prescribed  in  said  section  two  shall  attach 
and  continue  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  men- 
tioned therein  until  such  encroachment  be  removed. 

Seo.  7.  If  any  building  or  other  serious  obstruction  shall,  in  the 
process  of  moving,  be  left  in  the  highway,  so  as  to  interfere  with 
the  travel  thereon,  the  commissioner  may  notify  the  person  at  fault 
to  remove  the  same  within  two  days,  such  notice  to  be  either  ver- 
bally or  en  writing,  and  if  such  obstruction  be  not  removed  pur- 
suant to  such  notice,  the  person  at  fault  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  the  same  shall  remain 
unremoved,  and  after  seven  days  the  commissioner  may  proceed 
to  remove  it. 

Seo.  8.  In  case  any  saw  logs,  cord  wood,  or  other  loose  obstruc- 
tion shall  be  upon  any  highway,  the  overseer  may  notify  the  owner, 
if  known,  to  remove  the  same  within  three  days,  and  if  not  so 
removed,  or  the  owner  is  unknown,  the  overseer  may  remove  such 
obstruction  to  some  convenient  place,  and  if  it  have  a  value  he  shall 
hold  it  for  three  months  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner  upon 
payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  removal,  after  which  time  he 
may  sell  the  property  removed,  and  such  sale,  notice  of  sale  and  appli- 
cation of  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  required 
by  law  of  constables  on  sale  under  execution,  and  the  expense  of 
removal,  care  of  property  and  sale  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
proceeds  of  sale,  and  the  balance  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  prop- 
erty or  deposited  with  the  township  clerk  to  be  by  him  paid  to  the 
owner.  In  case  the  article  or  thing  have  no  vidue,  or  is  not  of 
sufficient  value  to  pay  for  the  removal,  the  overseer  shall  be 
entitled  to  compensation  for  the  expense  of  removing  it,  to  be 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  township  board,  and  the  expense  of 
removal  may  be  recovered  from  the  owner  in  the  name  of  the 
township  in  an  action  of  assumpsit. 
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OHAPTBE  Vn. 

THE  EBEOnON^  BEPAIBIKG,  AKD  PBESEBYATIOK  OF  BBIDGES. 

Section  1.  The  commissioner  shall  hare  the  care  of  bnilding,  oommiirfoBw^ 
rebuilding,  and  repair  of  all  bridges  where  the  cost  in  either  case  t^udingtaug«i» 
shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  in  snch  case  shall  proceed  to  snch  «^ 
buildings  rebailding,  or  repair;  and  where  the  cost  in  any  case  shall 
be  over  fifty  dollars,  the  same  shall  be  let  by  contract  parsaant  to 
section  three  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act  When  the  cost  of  build- 
ing, rebuilding,  or  repair  of  any  bridge  shall  be  less  than  twenty 
dollars,  the  overseer  of  the  district  in  which  the  same  may  be  situ- 
ated shall  have  charge  thereof,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
such  building,  rebuilding,  or  repair,  and  shall  certify  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  commissioner,  but  the  amount  to  be  expended  under 
this  section  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  any 
one  township  in  any  one  year.  The  overseer  shall  have  the  care  of 
all  bridges  within  his  district,  and  shall  see  that  the  same  are  kept 
in  repair,  and  when  the  cost  of  repairing  any  bridge  shall  exceed 
twenty  dollars  he  shall  report  to  the  commissioner  the  condition  of 
such  bridge  and  the  necessity  for  such  repairs. 

Sbo.  2.  In  payment  for  the  labor  performed,  materials  furnished,  £^y5g?"5* 
and  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  the  purpose  in  the  last  preced- 1  -  '  *  ' 
ing  section  specified,  the  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
his  orders  upon  the  township  treasurer,  and  he  shall  notify  the 
township  clerk  of  the  amount  of  such  orders,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  October  thereafter,  and  the  township  clerk  shall  include 
such  amount  in  the  statement  of  moneys  to  be  raised  for  township 
purposes,  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  supervisor ;  and  such  amount

or  bridges  in  his  township,  he  shall  notify  the  township  clerk 
thereof,  in  writing,  and  the  township  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as^may  be, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  township  board  to  consider  the  matter  of  such 
notice.    In  case  the  exigency  be  deemed  sufficient,  the  township 
board  m^vorder  that  the  question  of  raising  money  for  such  build- 
ing, rebuilding  or  repair  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  town- 
ship.

OT  cpmiS^**  of  any  county  by  the  supervisor  and  clerk  of  any  township  in  such 
county  that  a  contract  or  contracts  have  been  let  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act,  for  the 
building  or  rebuilding  of  any  bridge,  or  for  the  rebuilding  of  any 
two  or  more  bridges  at  one  time  in  such  township,  and  that  the 
amount  of  such  contract  in  either  case  exceeds  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, such  board  of  supervisors  may  cause  one-half  of  the  expense  of 
such  building  or  rebuilding,  as  represented  by  such  contract  or  con- 
tracts, not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
year,  to  be  levied  by  tax  upon  the  county  at  large,  and  such  tax, 
when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  township  treasurer  of  the  proper 
township,  to  be  applied  by  the  commissioner  to  the  purpose  for 
which  the  same  was  raised.

The  Commissioner  of  highways  may  erect  any  piers  or 
a^^ertopro.  booms,  or  drivc  any  piles,  or  do  any  other  act  not  incompatible 
*^       with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  when  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion' of  bridges  over  any  streams  in  his  township,  against  injury 
from  the  running  of  logs,  or  running  or  rafting  of  timber  or  lum- 
ber, or  against  freshets,  or  any  other  cause,  in  cases  where  the  same 
can  be  done  without  any  material  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of 
any  stream. 
NoUMMto  Sec.  8.  The  commissioner  of  highways  of  any  township,  or  com- 

bridfcfc*"*^"  mon  council  of  any  city  or  village,  may  put  up  and  maintain,  at 
the  expense  of  their  township,  city,  or  village,  in  conspicuous  places 
at  each  end  of  any  bridge  in  such  township,  city,  or  village,  main- 
tained at  the  public  charge,  and  the  length  of  whose  chord  is  not 
less  than  twenty-five  feet,  a  notice  with  the  following  words  in  large 
characters:  "Five  dollars  fine  for  riding  or  driving  on  this  bridge 
faster  than  a  walk;''  and  in  case  such  bridge  shall  be  over  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length,  or  shall  have  a  draw  or  turn-table  therein  for 
the  purpose  of  opening  the  same,  such  notice  may  be :  "  Ten  dollars 
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fine  for  riding  or  driving  on  this  bridge  faster  than  a  walk,  or  driv- 
ing on  more  than  ten  head  of  cattle  at  a  time  f  or  snch  other  snm 
not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  may  be  mentioned  in  snch  notice 
as  SQch  commissioner  or  common  conncil  shall  deem  proper. 

Seo.  9.  Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  such  notice  thus  posted  Penalty  for 
and  there  being,  shall  forfeit  for  every  offense  the  snm  mentioned  SJSJS°**^**°^ 
in  snch  notice,  and  the  same  may  be  collected  in  the  name  of  snch 
commissioner,  city  or  village  authorities,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
provisions  of  this  and  the  last  preceding  section  shall  extend  to 
bridges  owned  and  controlled  by  private  persons,  companies,  or  cor- 
porations, who  are  hereby  vested  with  the  same  authority,  touching 
said  bridges,  as  are  conferred  upon  townships  and  municipal 
corporations. 

CHAPTER  Vni. 

OPBKINa  OP  PRIVATE  ROADS  AND  TEMPORARY  HIGHWAYS. 

Sectiokt  1.  Whenever  application  shall  be  made  to  the  commis-  Nouceof arou. 
sioner  of  highways  of  any  township  for  a  private  road,  he  shall  give  ^.T*  '^  ^** 
notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  land  over  which 
the  road  is  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  to  meet  on  a  day  and  at  a 
place  certain,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  nor  less  than  five 
days  from  the  time  of  service  of  such  notice,  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  striking  of  a  jury  to  determine  as  to  the  necessity  of 
such  road;  and  if  the  land  over  which  it  is  proposed  to  lay  such 
road  be  non-resident,  and  the  owner  thereof  does  not  reside  in  the 
county,  such  notice  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  case  of  hearing  on  laying  out  public  roads,  and  proof  of 
such  service  or  posting  shall  be  made  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  time  and  place  designated,  the  commissioner  shall  seiMtionofjnrj. 
direct  some  disinterested  person  to  write  down  the  names  of  eighteen 
disinterested  freeholders,  from  which  list  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  land  to  be  crossed  by  such  road,  and  the  applicant  for  the  road, 
shall  strike  out  three  names  each,  and  the  balance  remaining  on  the 
list  shall  form  the  jury.  In  case  the  owner  or, occupant,  or  the 
applicant,  shall  not  be  present,  or  being  present  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  strike,  the  commissioner  shall  strike  for  the  party  so 
absent  or  neglecting  or  refusing.  The  commissioner  shall  issue  a 
citation  to  such  freeholders  to  appear  before  him  forthwith,  to  de- 
termine as  to  the  necessity  of  such  road,  and  the  damages  resulting 
therefrom  in  case  such  road  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  Snch  freeholders,  when  met,  shall  be  sworn  by  the  com-  Det«nnioaUon 
missioner  well  and  truly  to  examine  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  ®^^°'7- 
such  road,  and  in  case  they  shall  decide  that  such  road  is  necessary, 
to  justly  and  impartially  appraise  the  damages  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  occupant  of  the  land,  by  reason  of  laying  out  such  road. 

Seo.  4.  If  the  jury  shall  determine  that  the  road  so  applied  for  is  certinoat«of 
necessary,  they  shall  make  and  subscribe  a  certificate  of  such  deter-  ^'^^' 
mination,  and  also  their  appraisal  of  the  damages,  and  shall  deliver 
the  same  to  the  commissioner,  and  the  commissioner  shall  there- 
upon lay  out  the  road,  describing  the  same  particularly  by  its 
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bounds,  conrses  and  distancesi  and  shall  canse  a  record  thereof  to 
be  made  in  the  clerk's  ofQce  of  the  proper  township,  which  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  in  the  case  of  public 
roads. 

Sec.  5.  The  damages  awarded  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
land  through  which  such  road  shall  be  laid,  when  thus  ascertained, 
together  with  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
commissioner  by  the  person  applying  for  the  road,  which  damages 
shall  be  paid  or  tendered  by  the  commissioner  to  such  owner  or  oc- 
cupant, and  when  so  paid  or  tendered,  the  commissioner  shall  pro- 
ceed to  open  the  road. 

S£C.  6.  Private  roads  shall  not  be  less  than  one  rod  in  width, 
and  when  laid  out  as  above  provided,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  ap- 
plicant, his  heirs  and  assigns,  but  not  to  be  converted  to  any  other 
use  or  purpose  than  that  of  a  road;  but  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  land  through  which  such  road  shall  be  laid  out  shall  not  be  pre- 
vented from  making  use  thereof  as  a  road,  if  he  shall  signify  his 
intention  of  so  doing  to  the  jury  at  the  time  of  laying  out  such 
road,  and  before  the  appraisal  of  the  damages  by  them. 


Width,  •!&.  of 
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OPEKIKG  OF  TEMFOBABT  HIGHWAYS. 

Sec.  7.  "Whenever  any  two  or  more  owners  of  any  pine  or  other 
timbered  lands  shall  wish  to  have  a  temporary  highway  laid  out, 
they  may,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  make  application  to  the 
commissioner  of  highways  of  the  proper  township  for  that  purpose, 
who  shall  proceed  to  lay  out  such  temporary  highway  in  all  respects 
as  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  laying  out  public  highways,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  such  application  shall  be  made,  the  commis- 
fiioner  shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  described,  and  ascertain 
and  determine  the  necessity  of  laying  out  such  highway  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  saw  logs,  timber,  or  lumber  from  any  pine 
or  other  timbered  lands,  and  the  length  of  time  that  such  highway 
will  be  necessary,  and  he  shall  state  such  time  in  the  record,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  said  time  such  highway  shall  cease. 

Sec.  9.  No  such  highway  shall  be  laid  out  along  and  upon,  and 
so  as  to  occupy,  any  road  made  or  caused  to  be  made  by  the  owner 
of  any  land,  or  by  any  person  with  the  consent  of  such  owner,  and 
used  by  the  person  or  persons  who  made  the  same,  unless  such 
owner  shall  consent  thereto  in  writing.  If  the  owner  of  the  land 
across  which  any  such  highway  is  desir^  shall  appear  before  the  com- 
missioner at  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  shall  designate  a 
route  for  such  highway  which  shall  be  in  the  opinion  of  such  com- 
missioner reasonably  direct  and  practicable  for  the  purpose  desired 
by  such  applicants,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  in  case 
he  determine  such  highway  to  be  necessary,  to  lay  the  same  upon 
the  route  designated  by  such  owner. 

Seo.  10.  Such  temporary  highways  shall  be  public  highways,  and 
all  the  expenses  of  their  laying  out,  and  all  damages  that  may  be 
awarded  on  account  of  the  taking  of  lands  therefor,  shall  be  paid 
to  the  commissioner  by  the  persons  applying  for  the  same,  and  upon 
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8Qch  payment  they  may  enter  npon,  open  and  work  such  highways 
at  their  own  and  sole  expense,  but  no  trees  shall  be  cut  therein,  ex- 
cept such  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  a  track  or  tracks. 

Sec.  11.  The  persons  applying  for  such  highways  shall  be  liable  ^'^^  ^ 
in  damages  for  any  injury  resulting  to  persons  or  property  on  ac-  * 
count  of  defects  therein,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent that  townships  are  by  law  made  liable  for  injuries  resulting 
from  defective  highways ;  and  snch  liability  shall  follow  the  owner- 
ship of  the  lands  for  the  benefit  of  which  such  highways  were  es-      • 
tablished,  and  the  township  or  municipality  in  which  such  high- 
ways may  be|||uated  shall  not  be  liable. 

OHAPTEB  IX. 

PEKALXIES  AKD   FOBFEITTJBES. 

Sectiok  J.  Any  commissioner  or  overseer  of  highways,  having  Negiaet of daty 
accepted  such  office,  shall,  for  every  neglect  of  the  duties  thereof  IrvvmSr!^^^ 
forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Seo.  2.  Any  commissioner  or  overseer  may  be  prosecuted  by  in-  How  proeeciited. 
formation  or  indictment  for  any  deficiency  in  the  highways  occa- 
sioned or  continued  by  his  fault  or  neglect;  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  may  be  fined  In  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Seo.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner,  whenever  any  Datyofcommu- 
competent  resident  of  his  township  shall  make  complaint  in  writing  puKJ^Mf" 
that  any  overseer  in  such  township  has  refused  or  neglected  to  per-  oreneer. 
form  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  law,  and  shall  give  or 
offer  to  such  commissioner  sufficient  security  to  indemnify  him 
against  the  costs  which  may  be  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the 
penalty  annexed  to  such  refusal  or  neglect,  forthwith  to  prosecute 
€uch  overseer  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State  for  the  recov- 
ery of  such  penalty. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  overseer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  warn  the  resi-  Penai^for 
dents  of  his  district,  liable  to  do  work  on  the  highways,  to  do  such  J^^ibiue^u^ 
work  as  the  law  requires  and  his  warrant  directs,  such  overseer  shall  ^'^ 
be  liable  to  pay  for  all  the  work  not  so  done  or  commuted  for,  at 
the  rate  per  day  fixed  by  law  for  highway  labor;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioner  to  bring  suit  therefor  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  or  any  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  to 
collect  of  such  overseer  what  he  may  be  liable  to  pay  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  unless  snch  overseer  shall  show  satisfactory 
cause  to  such  justice  or  court  why  he  should  not  pay  the  same.    In 
all  cases  where  judgment  shall  be  recovered  against  any  overseer 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  such  overseer  shall  not  be  liable 
to  any  further  action  on  account  of  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  shall  willfully  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  penaitjfbr 
river  or  stream,  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  declared  a  public  riJSj*SS!* 
highway,  by  felling  any  tree  therein  or  by  putting  into  any  such 
river  or  stream  any  refuse  lumber,  slabs,  or  other  waste  materials, 
or  who  shall  willfully  obstruct  any  highway,  or  fill  up  or  place  any 
obstructions  in  any  ditch  constructed  for  draining  the  water  from 
any  highway,  or  who  shall  injure  any  highway  by  diverting  any 
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creek,  or  by  obstructing  any  water-course  or  sluice,  shall  forfeit  for 
every  such  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Whoever  shall  willfully  destroy,  remove,  injure,  or  deface 
any  mile-stone,  mile-board,  guide-post,  or  guide-board  erected  .on 
aMy  highway,  or  shall  willfully  injure  or  deface  any  inscription  or 
device  placed  thereupon,  or  who  shall  willfully  injure  or  deface  any 
watering-trough,  basin  or  fountain  placed  upon  the  highway  for  the 
use  of  the  public  or  for  ornament,  shall  forfeit  for  each  offense  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  injure,  ^eface^  tear,  or 
destroy  any  tree  or  shrub  planted  along  the  margiQ«||f  l|ie  highway, 
or  purposely  left  there  for  shade  or  ornament,  or  who  shall  hitch 
any  horse  to  any  such  tree,  by  means  of  which  the  same  shall  suffer 
injury,  or  who  shall  negligently  or  carelessly,  by  any  other  means, 
suffer  any  horse  or  other  beast  driven  by  or  for  him,  or  any  beast 
belonging  to  him  and  lawfully  in  the  highway,  to  break  down, 
destroy,  or  injure  any  tree  or  shrub  not  his  own,  standing  for  use 
or  ornament  in  any  highway,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  dam- 
ages in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  at  the  suit  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  owner  or  tenant  of  the  land  in  front  of  which  such  tree  or 
shrub  stands,  or  at  the  suit  of  the  overseer  in  whose  road  district 
such  tree  or  shrub  may  be  situated,  for  the  benefit  of  the  road  fund 
of  such  district,  according  as  complaint  may  first  be  made  by  one 
or  the  other. 

Sec.  8.  Whoever  shall  injure  any  bridge  maintained  at  the  public 
charge,  or  any  public  road,  by  drawing  lop  or  timber  on  the  surface 
of  any  such  road  or  bridge,  or  by  any  other  act,  shall  be  liable  in 
damages  to  three  times  the  amount  of  the  injury,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  trespass  or  on  the  case,  by  the  overseer  of  highways 
of  the  road  district  within  which  the  injury  was  done,  in  his  name 
of  office,  to  be  expended  by  him  in  the  repair  of  roads  in  his  dis- 
trict; and  if  the  overseer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  prosecute  for 
such  injury,  or  if  such  injury  be  done  by  an  overseer  or  with  his 
consent  or  at  his  instance,  suit  shall  be  brought  by  the  commis- 
sioner, the  amount  recovered  to  be  expended  for  the  object  above 
provided. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  tree  shall  fall  or  be  fallen  by  any  person  from  any 
occupied  land  into  any  highway,  any  person  may  give  notice  to  the 
occupant  of  the  land  from  which  such  tree  shall  have  fallen  to 
remove  the  same  in  two  days,  and  if  such  tree  shall  not  be  removed 
within  that  time,  but  shall  continue  in  such  highway,  such  occu- 
pant shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  day  thereafter 
until  such  tree  shall  be  removed. 
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CHAPTER  X. 

SHADE  TREES  AKD  WATEBIXG-TBOUaHB  IK  HI0HWAT8. 

Bowtraeitobe      Sectiok  1.  Shade  trees  shall  be  planted  along  both  sides  of  the 

planted,  etc      public  highways,  at  the  uniform  distance,  as  near  as  may  be,  of 

sixty  feet  apart,  and  not  less  than  twenty-three  nor  more  than 
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twenty-five  feet  from  the  center  line  of  the  highway,  bnt  the  town- 
ship board  of  any  township  may  direct  as  to  the  distance  which 
trees  may  be  set  from  each  other  or  from  the  onter  line  of  the 
highway.  All  trees  now  growing  upon  the  sides  of  any  highway,  Trewtobe 
and  all  trees  that  may  be  hereafter  planted  thereon,  standing  more  v^aerrtd. 
than  sixty  feet  apart,  shall  be  preserved,  and  shall  not  be  injured  or 
removed,  unless  by  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  highways,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  land,  unless  such 
trees  shall  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  travel  on  the  highway : 
Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  whole  or  in  part 
shall  not  be  deemed  mandatory  in  townships  in  which  the  electors 
may  by  Tote  at  a  township  meeting  thus  determine. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  planting  shade  trees  along  the  highway  adja-  ^^y^L^ 
cent  to  property  owned  or  occupied  by  such  person,  shall  be  entitled  ^     ^ 
to  be  credited  twenty-five  cents  upon  his  highway  tax  for  every  tree 
so  planted,  but  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  such  person's  highway  tax  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  In  road  districts  where  there  are  not  trees  planted  and  SJSJ*;^""^ 
growing  along  the  highways  to  the  extent  required  by  the  first  sec-  lA^ro^nwHto 
tion  of  this  chapter,  the  commissioner  shall  require  that  at  least '*^^''^**'' 
fifty  trees  per  year  be  so  planted  in  each  district,  and  shall  continue 
to  require  the  same  from  year  to  year,  until  every  highway  in  his 
township  where  the  adjoining  lands  are  cleared,  is  supplied  with 
shade  trees,  as  contemplated  by  said  first  section,  but  not  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  highway  tax  shall  be  appropriated  for 
such  purpose  in  any  one  district  in  any  one  year.    The  overseer,  paymwit  in 
acting  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner,  may  require  twen-  {JJ517  ^ 
ty-five  per  cent  of  the  highway  tax  of  any  person  in  any  year,  to 
be  paid  in  money,  the  same  to  be  applied  in  planting  shade  trees 
along  the  highway  adjoining  the  property  of  such  person.    TheoT«nMtfto 
overseer  shall  particularly  attend  to  the  planting  of  such  trees,  and  Sf  J^S"** 
shall  allow  no  unsuitable  tree,  nor  any  tree  wanting  suflBcient  roots 
or  vitality  to  be  planted,  and  he  shall  have  the  charge  of  and  care 
for  the  same  in  the  best  manner  for  their  growth. 

Sec.  4.  Any  commissioner  may  cause  to  be  constructed  suitable  constmotion 
watering-troughs,  basins  or  fountains  by  the  roadside  for  the  refresh-  troogbafeto! 
ment  of  persons  and  animals  passing  upon  the  highway,  not  to  exceed 
one  on  some  one  of  the  more  important  roads  in  each  road  dis- 
trict, and  may  contract  therefor  with  some  suitable  person  in 
each  such  district,  and  may  credit  on  the  highway  tax  of  such  per- 
son a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  in  full  consideration  for  the 
erection  of  such  watering-trough,  basin  or  fountain,  and  supplying 
the  same  with  water  for  the  first  year,  and  five  dollars  annually 
thereafter  for  keeping  in  repair  and  supplying  the  same  with  water. 

OHAPTEE  XL 

GEKfiBAL  DUTIES  OF  COHKIS8IOKEB8  AKD  OYEBSEEBS. 

Sectiok  1.  Each  commissioner  of  highways,  before  entering  upon  s^d  ofoom. 
the  duties  of  his  ofl5ce,and  within  the  time  limited  by  law  for  filing  '"'"*""'" 
his  official  oath,  shall  give  bonds,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sure- 
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ties»  to  the  township^  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  tboasand  dollars,  to 

be  approved  by  the  sapervisor  or  township  clerk,  conditioned  for 

the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  faithful 

disbursement  of  all  moneys  that  may  eome  into  his  hands  by  virtue 

Bond  or  of  his  office.    The  commissioner  may  require  any  one  or  all  of  the 

oToneen.         overscers  of  highways  of  his  township,  before  entering  upon  the 

duties  of  their  office,  to  give  bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient 

sureties,  in  such  sum  as  he  may  require,  and  to  be  approved  by  him, 

conditioned  for  the  faithful   performance  of  the  duties  of  their 

office,  and  the  faithful  disbursement  of  all  moneys  that  may  come 

Whore  bond!      iuto  their  hands  by  virtue  of  their  office.    The  bonds  mentioned  in 

^^  this  section  shall  be  filed  with  the  township  clerk,  who  shall  safely 

keep  the  same  in  his  office. 
T^Mgyto  offleo     Seo.  2.  If  any  person  chosen  to  the  office  of  overseer  shall  refuse 
oTmiBw.how  |.^  gefye,  or  if  his  office  shall  become  vacant,  the  commissioner  shall, 
by  warrant  under  his  hand,  appoint  some  other  person  in  his  stead; 
and  in  case  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  overseer,  which 
the  commissioner  shall  be  unable  to  fill  from  any  cause,  it  shall  be

obligation  upon  his  township,  except  as  authorized  by  law. 

Seo.  6.  The  commissioner  shall,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth 
days  of  Kovember  in  each  year  call  upon  each  overseer  of  his  town- 
ship for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  returns  nientioned  in  section 
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twelve  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of 
November  deposit  the  retarns  mentioned  in  tne  sixth  subdivision  of 
said  section  with  the  supervisor  of  his  township,  whose  daty  it  shall 
be  to  canse  the  amount  of  all  arrearages  of  labor,  estimating  the 
same  at  one  dollar  for  each  day,  to  be  levied  on  any  lands  or  other

inscriptions  and  devices  thereon,  to  be  erected  and  kept  in  repair 
on  all  important  road  crossings  on  roads  leading  into  cities  and  vil- 
lages, at  distances  from  three  to  five  miles  out  from  such  cities  and 
villages,  and  at  the  intersection  of  all  such  roads  in  his  township  as 
be  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  Every  overseer  shall  cause  the  noxious  weeds  within  the  Nozioosweedi 
limits  of  the  highways  within  his  district  to  be  cut  down  and  des-  ^^  *«*rojed. 
troyed  twice  in  each  year,  once  before  the  first  day  of  July,  and 
again  before  the  first  day  of  September,  and  the  requisite  labor  shall 
be  considered  highway  work;  and  once  in  every  month,  from  the 
first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  December,  shall  cause  all  the 
loose  stones  lying  on  the  beaten  track  of  every  road  within  his  dis- 
trict to  be  removed.  Any  overseer  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
perform  the  duties  required  by  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  Any  overseer  may  procure  a  good  and  sufiScient  iron  or  orenewmiy 
steel-shod  scraper  and  a  suitable  plough,  or  either  of  them,  for  the  ^^SSSS^ 
use  of  his  road  district,  to  be  paid  for  with  moneys  arising  fh)m 
commutations,  delinquencies,  or  non-resident  highway  taxes  within 
such  district. 

Sec.  10.  If  any  overseer  shall  be  employed  more  days  in  execut-  comptnntioii 
ing  the  several  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  act  than  he  is  5r  ffw5e«?* 
assessed  to  iK)rk  on  the  highways,  he  shall  be  paid  for  the  excess 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day,  and  be  allowed  to  retain  the  same 
out  of  any  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  for  delinquencies  or 
commutations.  If  no  such  moneys  shall  [have]  come  into  his  hand^, 
or  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  insuflScien^  any  balance  due  him  shall, 
if  certified  to  be  correct  by  the  commissioner,  be  audited  by  the 
township  board  and  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  township.

Every  overseer  shall,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  Aoooastofforaw 
of  November  in  each  year,  render  to  the  commissioner  an  account  SwSto 
in  writing,  verified  by  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  commissioner    ^ 
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or  some  other  person  competent  to  administer  oaths,  and  containing ; 

Firaty  The  names  of  all  persons  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways 
in  his  district ; 

Second,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  actually  worked  on  the 
highways,  with  the  number  of  days  they  have  so  worked; 

Third,  The  names  of  all  those  against  whom  judgments  have 
been  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the  sums  so  recovered ; 

Fourth,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  commuted,  and  the 
amounts  paid  by  them,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  moneys  aris- 
ing from  judgments  and  commutations  have  been  expended  by  him ; 

Fifth,  A  list  of  all  the  non-resident  lands  in  his  district  upon 
which  labor  has  been  performed  or  commuted  for; 

Sixth,  A  separate  list,  to  be  verified  in  like  manner,  of  all  the 
lands  of  non-residents  and  of  persons  unknown  which  are  taxed 
upon  his  list,  on  which  the  labor  assessed  has  not  been  paid,  and 
the  amount  unpaid ;  also  a  list  of  all  lands  and  personal  property 
assessed  as  resident,  for  which  the  owner  or  occupant  shall  not  have 
commuted,  or  shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to  work  after  being 
duly  notified;  and  containing  the  further  statement  that  he  has 
given  the  notice  required  by  section  three  of  chapter  three  of  this 
act,  and  that  the  labor  assessed  upon  the  lands  and  personal  prop- 
erty so  returned  has  not  been  performed,  and  remains  unpaid. 

Sec.  13.  Every  such  overseer  shall,  immediately  upon  the  ren- 
dering of  such  account,  pay  over  to  the  township  treasurer  all  moneys 
collected  by  him  for  judgments  and  commutations,  and  remaining 
unexpended  in  his  hands.

HISCELLAKEOUS  PBOYISIOKS. 

Section  1.  The  township  clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  com- 
missioner of  highways,  and  shall,  under  his  direction,  record  his 
proceedings  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  provided  by  the  clerk  for  that 
purpose  at  the  expense  of  the  township,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  orders  drawn  by  the  commissioner  on  the  township 
treasurer,  stating  the  amount  of  each,  and  in  whose  favor  the  same 
were  drawn ;  and  all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of 
the  commissioner  shall  be  preserved  and  kept  by  the^lerk  in  his 
office,  and  he  shall  record,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  all  papers  filed  in  his  office  relating  to  laying  out,  altering, 
or  discontinuing  of  roads. 

Seo.  2.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  administer  all 
oaths  required  in  any  proceeding  before  him,  or  in  which  he  is 
called  to  act  officially,  and  on  application  for  laying  out,  altering, 
or  discontinuing  highways,  and  in  proceedings  to  lay  out  pri- 
vate roads  he  may  examine  witnesses  on  oath  as  to  any  matter 
touching  such  application,  and  may  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  on  the  hearing  thereof,  but  he  shall  charge 
no  fees  therefor. 

Seo.  3.  The  just  fees  and  charges  of  all  justices  of  the  peace,  sher- 
iffs, constables,  and  other  officers  who  may  render  any  service  for  or 
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at  the  request  of  any  commissioner  or  overseer  of  highways  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  bo  allowed  by  the  township  board 
and  paid  by  the  township,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  such 
ofBcers  to  render  any  service  required  of  them  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  when  such  service  is  required  by  a  commissioner  or 
overseer  of  highways,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  pay  or  tender  to 
such  oflScers  their  fees  for  such  service. 

Sec!  4.  The  commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  per  diem  per  diem  of 
compensation  for  any  services  required  of  him  by  this  act  as  is  pro-  «»an»»"toner. 
vided  by  law,  which  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  township 
board,  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  aa  other  township  expenses. 

Seo.  5.  The  supervisor  and  commissioner  of  any  township  mayHowtou 
negotiate  and  contract  for  the  purchase  of  such  portion  of  any  JJJ^iJJS**^ 
plank  road  or  toll  road  as  may  be  situated  within  their  township, 
and  if  such  contract  be  ratified  by  the  electors  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  in  section  four  of  chapter  seven  of  this  act  in  case  of  vot- 
ing money  for  bridge  purposes,  they  may  draw  their  orders  on  the 
township  treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  contract  price,  and  the 
supervisor  shall  levy  the  amount  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the 
township  in  the  same  manner  as  township  taxes  are  levied.  When 
such  purchase  is  made  and  completed  such  road  shall  become  a 
public  highway,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  the  same 
as  other  township  roads. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  overseer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  over  any  couectton  of 
moneys  remaining  unexpended  in  his  hands,  as  is  required  by  sec-  J°o»»^^"» 
tion  thirteen  of  chapter  eleven  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  township  treasurer  forthwith  to  sue  for  the  same  in  his  name  of 
ofSce,  in  an  action  for  money  had  and  received  to  the  use  of  such 
tseasurer,  which  moneys,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied  as  pro- 
vided in  the  next  section. 

Seo.  7.  All  moneys  that  maybe  collected  pursuant  to  the  last  how  money 
preceding  section,  or  pursuant  to  section  five  of  chapter  eleven  of  ^^^^ 
this  act,  and  all  unexpended  balances  that  may  be  paid  to  the  town- 
ship treasurer  by  overseers,  shall  be  applied  by  the  commissioner  in 
the  construction  and  improvement  of  roads  and  bridges  in  the  road 
district  for  the  benefit  of  which  the  labor  was  originally  assessed. 

Sec.  8.  TSo  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  overseer  of  Qoaufieattoiifl 
highways  who  is  not  a  resident  tax  payer. in  the  district  for  which  ^^^,^ 
he  is  elected^or  appointed,  and  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of 
commissioner  and  overseer  at  the  same  time. 

Seo.  9.  All  trees  standing  or  lying  on  any  land  over  which  any  control  of  treei 
highway  shall  be  laid  out,  shall  be  for  the  proper  use  of  the  owner  ^^  ^«**^y- 
of  such  land,  or  person  otherwise  entitled  thereto,  except  such  of 
them  as  may  be  requisite  to  make  or  repair  the  highways  or  bridges 
on  the  same  land,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same ;   but  no  trees 
reserved  for  shade  or  ornament  shall  be  used  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  10.  In  all  cases  in  which  a  penalty  is  provided  by  this  act  Actions  for 
for  the  fault,  neglect,  or  wrongful  act  of  any  person  or  corporation,  KS^^^*^^ 
and  for  the  collection  of  which  no  other  provision  is  made,  the  same 
shall  be  sued  for  in  an  action  of  trespass  or  on  the  case  by  the  com- 
missioner of  highways  of  the  proper  township,  in  his  official  char- 
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Thirds  To  lay  ont  and  construct  its  tracks  upon  or  across  any 
stream  of  water,  water-course,  private  road,  street,  lane,  alley,  or 
higkway,  and  across  any  plank  road,  railroad,  or  canal,  which  may 
he  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  connections  herein  pro- 
Yided  for;  hut  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream,  water-conrae, 
private  road,  street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  plank  road,  railroad,  or 
canal  to  its  former  state,  as  near  as  may  he,  and  shall  not  materially 
obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  stream,  nor  obstruct  any  public 
highway  or  street  by  cars  or  trains  for  more  than  five  minutes  at 
any  one  time,  and  shall  construct  suitable  road  and  street  crossings 
for  the  passage  of  teams  by  putting  down  planks  between  and  on 
each  side  of  the  rails,  the  iop  of  which  shall  be  at  least  as  high  as 
the  top  of  the  rails.  And  in  case  of  the  construction  of  such  traclos 
on  any  public  street,  lane,  alley,  or  highway,  the  same  shall  be  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
company  and  the  common  council  of  any  city,  or  the  village  board 
of  any  Tillage,  or  the  commissioner  of  highways  in  any  township  in 
which  the  same  may  be;  provided  that  such  tracks  shall  not  be 
constructed  on  any  public  street,  lane,  alley,  highway,  or  private 
way,  until  compensation  be  made  by  tlie  company  therefor  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  property  adjoining  such  street,  lane,  alley,  high- 
way or  private  way,  and  opposite  where  sach  tracks  is  to  be  con- 
structed, either  by  agreement  between  the  company  and  each  owner, 
or  ascertained  and  paid  as  hereinafter  prescribed  for  obtaining 
property  or  franchises  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation. 

Fourthf  To  join  and  unite  its  tracks  with  those  of  any  railroad 
company  desiring  to  use  such  depot  with  the  necessary  turn-outs, 
sidings,  switches,  and  conveniences  in  furtherance  of  such  use  of 
said  depots  and  to  make  all  necessary  business  arrangements  with 
any  such  company  for  the  use  of  said  depot,  and  also  to  make  any 
agreement  with  any  other  railroad  company  in  reference  to  any 
ccoflsing  of  tracks  or  station  grounds. 

Fifihy  To  erect  and  maintain  all  necessary  and  convenient  build- 
ings, stations,  depots^  and  fixtures  for  the  accommodation  and  use 
of  passengers,  and  of  freight  and  other  business  within  the  purpose 
of  its  organization. 
H^prapsrtj         Seo.  5.  In  case  any  real  estate  required  by  said  company  for  the 
^^SSS^  *^   purposes  of  its  incorporation  is  owned  by  a  person  insane,  a  minor, 
or  otherwise  incompetent  and  under  guardianship,  and  such  com- 
pany and  the  guardian  of  such  person  shall  agree  upon  a  price  for 
the.same,  and  enter  into  a  contract  in  writing  therefor,  the  said 
guardian  may,  upon  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  probate  court 
of  the  county  in  which  the  said  real  estate  is  situated,  convey  said 
real  estate  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  contract  to  said 
railroad  company,  and  the  deed  thereof  shall  be  valid  in  law  to  con- 
vey the  title  of  such  person  under  guardianship  to  said  company  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  contract. 
Bi^ttoMqoin      Sb<^*  ^'  ^^  c^^^e  any  such  company  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  pur- 
iwUitete.        chase  of  any  real  estate,  property  or  franchises  required  for  the 
purpose  of  its  incorporation,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the 
title  to  the  same  in  the  manner  and  by  the  special  proceeding  pre- 
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scribed  in  this  act;  bat  there  shall  be  no  power,  except  for  crossing, 
to  take  the  track  or  rights  of  way  of  any  other  railroad  company 
withont  the  consent  of  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  such  title,  such  company  HowM^idred. 
may  present  a  petition  to  any  court  of  record  for  such  county, 
praying  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  Said  peti- 
tion shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
one  of  the  directors,  or  the  engineer,  or  the  attorney  of  said  com- 
pany, on  its  behalf,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  person 
so  signing  the  same,  and  shall  contain  the  description  of  all  the 
real  estate,  property  or  franchises,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  com- 
pany seeks  to  acquire  under  such  petition  in  said  county;  and  that 
said  company  is  duly  incorporated ;  that  the  capital  stock  of  the  com-  * 

pany  has  been,  in  good  faith,  subscribed,  as  required  by  this  act,  to 
organize  such  company;  that  the  company  has  surveyed  its  depot 
grouhds  and  the  route  of  its  proposed  tracks  in  said  county,  and 
made  a  map  and  survey  thereof,  by  which  said  depot  ground  and 
route  is  designated ;  and  that  it  has  located  the  same  according  to 
such  survey,  and  filed  a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  directors  of  said  company,  in  the  register's  ofiice  of  9aid  county; 
that  the  property  described  in  the  petition  is  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  its  incorporation,  and  that  the  taking  thereof  is  necessary 
for  public  use,  and  that  the  company  has  not  been  able  to  acquire 
title  thereto,  and  the  reason  of  such  inability.  The  petition  must 
also  state  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  parties  so  far  as 
the  same  can  with  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained,  who  own,  or 
have,  or  claim  to  own,  or  have  estates  or  interests  in  said  lands  or 
property ;  and  if  any  such  persons  are  infants,  their  ages,  as  near 
as  may  be,  must  b^  stated,  and  if  any  of  them  are  idiots,  or  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  or  are  unknown,  it  must  be  so  stated,  together 
with  such  other  facts  and  allegations  as  to  incumbrances  or  other- 
wise, as  will  be  suQicient  to  show  who  have  or  claim  to  have  inter- 
ests in  said  lands,  real  estate  or  property,  and  such  other  matters  as 
the  company  may  see  fit  to  make*  A  copy  of  such  petition,  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  same  will  be  pre- 
sented to  such  court,  must  be  served  on  all  persons  whose  interests 
will  be  affected  by  the  proceeding,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  same  to  the  court,  as  follows,  viz. :

T%irdy  If  the  person  on  whom  such  service  is  to  be  made  be  un- 
known, or  his  residence  unknown,  then  such  service  may  be  made 
by  publication  for  six  weeks  in  the  same  manner  provided  in  the 
first  subdivision  of  this  section,  and  the  court  or  judge  shall  appoint 
an  attorney  to  appear  for  and  protect  the  rights  of  any  such  person ; 
Fourthy  In  case  any  party  to  be  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  an 
infant,  idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  has  no  guardian,  the 
said  court,  or  the  judge  of  said  court,  shall  appoint  a  special  guardian 
or  committee  to  appear  for  and  attend  to  the  interests  of  such  infant^ 
idiot,  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  all  notices  to  be  served  in  the 
progress  of  the  proceeding  may  be  served  on  such  special  guardian ; 
Fifthf  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  service  of  orders, 
notices,  and  other  papers  in  the  proceedings  authorized  by  this  act^ 
may  be  made  as  the  said  court  or  judge  may  direct. 
HcMrfof  iMforft       Sec.  8.  On  presenting  such  petition  to  said  court  or  the  judge 
'"^^  thereof  at  chambers,  with  proof  of  service  of  a  copy  thereof,  and 

due  notice  as  aforesaid,  all  persona  whose  estate  or  interest  are  to 
be  affected  by  the  proceedings  may  show  cause  against  the  prayer 
of  the  petition,  and  may  disprove  any  of  the  facts  alleged  therein; 
and  said  court  or  judge  shall  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the

Thereupon  the  court  shall 
direct  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county  to  make  a  list,  in

writing,  of  twenty-four  inhabitants  of  the  county,  qualified  to  serve 
as  jurors  in  the  courts  of  record  in  this  State.  Such  sheriff  or  officer 
shall,  before  he  proceeds  to  make  such  list,  be  sworn  by  the  court  or 
judge  to  select  such  persons  according  to  his  best  judgment,  and  with- 
out fa?or  or  partiality  to  either  party.  From  such  list  the  person  or 
persons  demanding  such  jury  may  alternately  strike  off  six  names^ 
and  the  petitioning  company  six  names,  and  in  case  of  either  of  them 
refusing  or  neglecting  to  do  so,  the  judge  shall  strike  off  from  said 
list  for  the  party  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  so  as  to  lea?e  only  twelve 
names  thereon.

touching  the  same  shall  be  carried  on  as  one  suit.  The  demand  of 
any  one  of  the  respondents  for  a  jury  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  de- 
mand for  all;  and  if  they  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  unite  in  striking 
six  names  from  the  jury  list,  the  judge  shall  strike  off  six  names  for 
them ;  and  in  such  cases  the  jury  shall  not  only  determine  the  en-

Sec.  9.  The  commissioners  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  pre-  Dat^orooa. 
scribed  by  article  eighteen  of  the  constitution.  Any  of  them  may ' 
issue  subpoenas,  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  a  majority  of 
them  may  adjourn  the  proceedings  before  them  from  time  to  time 
in  their  discretion.  Whenever  they  meet,  except  by  appointment 
of  the  court  or  judge,  or  by  previous  adjournment,  they  shall  cause 
reasonable  notice  of  such  meeting  to  be  given  to  the  parties  who 
are  to  be  affected  by  their  proceedings,  or  the  attorneys  or  agents  of 
such  parties.

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and  acting,  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  necessity  of  taking 
and  using  any  snch  real  estate  or  property  for  the  purposes  de- 
scribed; and  if  they  deem  the  same  necessary  to  be  taken,  they 
shall  ascertain  and  determine  the  damages  or  compensation  which 
ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  company  therefor  to  the  party  or 
parties  owning  or  interested  in  the  real  estate  or  property 'appraised 
by  them.  They  shall  also  determine  and  certify  what  sum  ought 
to  be  paid  to  the  general  or  special  guardian  of  an  infant^  idiot,  or 
person  of  unsound  mind,  or  to  said  court,  to  be  held  for  an  un- 
known party  in  interest  not  personally  served  with  notice  of  the 
proceedings,  and  who  has  not  appeared,  for  damages  and  cost  or 
expenses  and  counsel  fees.  They  shall  make  a  report  to  said  court 
or  judge,  signed  by  them,  of  the  proceedings  before  them,  if  any, 
which  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  courts  either  in  vacation 
or  term  time,  or  the  probate  court,  as  the  case  may  be.  Said  com- 
FfejoreommiiH  mlssiouers  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  a  day  foi*  each  day  they 
■"""'^  are  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  in  the 

Datjofjuy.  first  instance  by  the  company.  In  case  a  jury  shall  have  been  de- 
manded and  ordered  by  the  courts  pursuant  to  section  eight  of  this 
act,  the  said  jury  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  ne- 
cessity of  taking  and  using  any  such  real  estate  or  property,  and  the 
damage  or  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  company  therefor,  in  the 
same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  is  provided  in  this  section  in 
the  case  of  commissioners,  and  as  is  further  provided  in  said  section 
eight;  but  they  shall  all  be  present  and  act  together  during  the 
proceedings,  and  before  acting  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that 
they  will  justly  and  impartially  ascertain  and  determine  the  neces- 
sity of  takingand  using  any  such  real  estate  or  property  for  the 
purposes  proposed ;  and  if  they  deem  the  same  necessary  to  be 
taken,  will  ascertain  and  determine  the  damages  or  compensation 
which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  said  company  to  the  owners  of  or 
persons  interested  in  each  particular  description  of  real  estate  men- 
tioned in  said  petition  who  have  demanded  said  jury;  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  for  each  day  they  are  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the 
company.  The  said  judge,  or  a  circuit  court  commissioner  io  be 
designated  by  him,  may  attend  said  jury,  to  decide  questions  of  law 
and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and  he  may  appoint  the  sheriff 
or  other  proper  officer  to  attend  and  take  charge  of  said  jury  while 
engaged  in  said  proceedings.  And  the  jury  shall  proceed  to  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  damages  to  be  awarded,  and  shall  have  ail  the 
powers  hereby  conferred  upon  commissioners ;  and  a  report  signed 
by  the  jury,  whether  the  judge  is  or  is  not  in  attendance,  shall 
be  yalid  and  legal.  At  any  time  before  the  report  of  the  jury 
or  commissioners  shall  be  made  to  the  court,  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  company,  after  sufficient  cause  has  been  shown 
and  with  leave  of  the  court,  to  discontinue  all  pending  pro- 
ceedings in  any  case  and  to  institute  new  proceedings  at  any 
time  thereafter;  but  the  company  in  all  such  cases  shall  pay  all  the 
costs  of  all 'proceedings  so  discontinued,  with  an  attorney  fee  to  be 
taxed  as  in  cases  at  law. 
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Sso.  10.  On  Buch  report  being  made  by  the  commissioners  ot 
yiTj,  the  conrt,  on  motion,  shall  confirm  the  same  on  the  next  or 
any  subsequent  day  when  in  sessioo,  nnless  for  good  canse  shown 
by  either  party ;  and  when  said  report  is  confirmed^  said  court  shall 
make  an  order  containing  a  recital  of  the  substance  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  matter  of  the  appraisal,  and  a  description  of  the  real 
estate  or  property  appraised,  for  which  compensation  is  to  be  made, 
and  shall  also  direct  to  whom  the  money  is  to  be  paid,  or  when 
and  where  it  shall  be  deposited  by  the  company.

Sbc.  11.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  so  to  be  made  shall  be  JSJ]^^ 
recorded  in  the  oflSce  of  the  register  of  deeds  for  said  county,  in  the 
book  of  deeds ;  and  thereupon,  on  the  payment  or  deposit  by  the 
said  company  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  such  land, 
franchise,  or  other  property,  and  for  costs,  expenses,  and  counsel 
ftes  as  aforesaid,  and  as  directed  'by  said  order,  the  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  and  use  the  said 
land,  franchise,  and  other  property  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorpor- 
ation ;  and  all  persons  who  have  been  made  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ings, either  by  publication  or  otherwise,  shall  be  divested  and 
barred  of  all  right,  estate,  and  interest  in  such  real  estate,  franchise, 
or  other  property,  until  such  right  or  title  shall  be  again  legally 
Tested  in  such  owner;  and  all  real  estate  or  property  whatsoever 
acquired  by  any  company  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  ft>r 
the  purpose  of  its  incorporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acquired 
tot  public  use:  Provided,  The  said  sum  to  be  paid  as  damages  atd  ^i^ftn. 
compensation,  and  costs,  expenses,  and  counsel  fees  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  company,  or  deposited  as  proyided  in  this  act, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  said  report  by  the  said 
court;  and  in  case  said  company  fail  or  neglect  so  to  do,  such  fiul- 
nre  or  neglect  shall  be  deemed  as  a  waiver  and  abandonment  of  the 
proceedings  to  acquire  any  rights  in  said  land  or  property.  Within  appmj. 
twenty  days  after  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners or  jury,  as  above  provided  for,  either  party  may  appeal,  by 
notice  in  writing  to  the  other,  to  the  supreme  court,  from  the 
appraisal  or  report  of  the  commissioners  or  jury ;  such  notice  ediall 
specify  the  objections  to  the  proceedings  had  in  the  premises*  and 
the  supreme  court  shall  pass  on  such  objections  only,  and  all  other 
objections,  if  any,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  waived;  such 
Appeal  shtdl  be  heard  by  the  supreme  court  at  any  general  or  special 
term  thereof,  on  notice  thereof  being  given  according  to  the  rules 
and  practice  of  the  court.  On  the  hearing  of  such  appeal,  the 
court  may  direcj;  a  new  appraisal  before  the  same  or  new  commis- 
sioners or  jury,  in  its  discretion.  The  second  report  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  interested.  If  the  amount  of  the 
compensation  to  be  allowed  is  increased  by  the  second  report,  the 
difference  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  land  appraised,  and  shall  be  paid 
by  the  company  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same,  or  shall  be 
deposited  as  the  court  shall  direct ;  and  in  such  case,  all  costs  of 
the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  company ;  but  if  the  amount  is 
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diminished,  the  difference  shall  be  refunded  to  the  company  by  the 
party  to  whom  the  same  may  have  been  paid,  and  judgments  there- 
for and  for  all  costs  of  the  appeal  shall  be  rendered  against  the 
party  so  appealing.  On  the  filing  of  the  report,  such  appeal,  when 
made  by  any  claimant  of  damages,  shall  not  affect  the  said  report 
as  to  the  right  and  interests  of  any  party,  except  the  party  appeal- 
ing; nor  shall  it  affect  any  part  of  said  report  in  any  case,  except 
the  part  appealed  from ;  nor  shall  it  affect  the  possession  of  sach 
company  of  the  land  appraised ;  and  when  the  same  is  made  by 
others  than  the  company,  it  shall  not  be  heard  except  on  a  stipula- 
tion of  the  party  appealing  not  to  dilturb  such  possession  during 
the  pendency  of  such  proceedings. 

Sbc.  12.  If  there  are  doubts  about  the  title,  or  to  whom  the 
money,  or  any  part  of  it^  to  be  paid  as  compensation  for  the  real 
estate  or  property  taken  belongs,  the  court  may  direct  the  money 
to  be  paid  into  the  said  court  by  the  company,  and  may  determine 
who  is  entitled  to  the  same,  and  direct  to  whom  the  same  shall  be 
paid,  and  may  in  its  discretion  order  a  reference  to  ascertain  the 
facts  on  which  such  determination  and  order  are  to  be  made. 

Seo.  13.  The  court  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  amend  any 
defect  or  informality  in  any  of  the  special  proceedings  authorized 
by  this  act,  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  cause  new  parties  to  be  added 
and  to  direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  inter- 
est as  it  deems  proper;  also  to  appoint  other  commissioners  in  the 
place  of  any  who  shall  die,  or  refuse,  or  neglect,  or  are  unable  to 
serve,  or  who  may  leave  or  be  absent  from  the  State. 
Perfecttngtitif^  Sec.  14.  At  any  time  after  an  attempt  to  acquire  title  by  any 
such  company  by  an  appraisal  of  damages  or  otherwise,  if  it  shall 
be  found  that  the  title  thereby  attempted  to  be  acquired  is  defec- 
tive, the  company  may  proceed  anew  to  acquire  or  perfect  the  same 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  appraisal  had  been  made,  and  at  any 
stage  of  such  new  proceedings  the  court  may  authorize  the  corpo- 
ration, if  in  possession,  to  continue  in  possession,  and  if  not  in 
possession,  to  take  possession  of  and  use  such  real  estate  or  other 
property  during  the  pendency  and  until  the  final  conclusion  of 
such  new  proceedings;  and  may  stay  all  actions  or  proceedings 
against  any  company,  or  any  officer  or  workman  of  such  company, 
on  account  thereof,  on  such  company  paying  into  court  a  sufficient 
sum,  or  giving  security,  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  pay  the  compen- 
sation therefor  when  finally  ascertained;  and  in  every  such  case 
[cause]  the  party  interested  in  such  real  estate  or  other  property 
may  conduct  the  proceedings  to  a  conclusion  if  the  company  de- 
lays or  omits  to  prosecute  the  same.

And  the  directors  of  any  such  company  may 
confer  on  any  holder  of  any  such  bond  or  obligation  the  right  to 
convert  the  same  into  the  stock  of  said  company  at  any  time  not 
exceeding  ten  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  on  sach  terms  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  company  may  see  fit  to  adopt ;  and 
said  company  may  sell  their  bonds  or  obligations,  either  within  or 
without  this  State,  and  at  such  rates  and  prices  as  they  may  deem 
proper.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  druggist,  nor  for  any  Kot  to  giro 
person  whose  business  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  sale  of  JJ^f ^^JJ' 
drugs  and  medicines,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  himself,  his  clerk,  o^p^f^^^to* 
agent,  or  servant,  at  any  time,  to  sell,  furnish,  give,  or  deliver,  any 
spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or  vinous  liquor,  or  any  mixed 
liquor,  a  part  of  which  is  spirituous,  malt,  brewed,  fermented,  or 
vinous,  to  a  minor,  except  for  medicinal  or  mechanical  purposes, 
on  the  written  order  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor,  nor 
to  any  adult  person  whatever  who  is  at  the  time  intoxicated,  nor  to 
any  person  in  the  habit  of  getting  intoxicated,  nor  to  any  Indian 
or  any  person  of  Indian  descent,  nor  to  any  person  whose  husband, 
wife,  parent,  child,  guardian,  or  employer  shall  forbid  the  same, 
nor  to  any  other  person,  to  be  used  as  a  beverage ;  but  such  drug- 
gist shall  be  allowed  to  sell  said  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical, 
and  sacramental  purposes  only,  and  subject  to  the  following  restric- 
tions and  conditions:    Every  such  dealer  in  drugs  and  medicines  Bwnni  of  mOm 
shall  procure  and  keep  a  suitable  blank  book  in  which  shall  be^^*™«^ 
recorded  by  said  druggist,  his  clerk,  or  employ^,  the  names  of  all 
I)ersons  applying  for  such  liquor  for  any  of  these  lawful  purposes,

Sisano^  1.  1%$  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That : 
any  person  having  the  care,  custody,  or  control  of  any  child  under  I 
sixteen  years  of  age,  who  shall  exhibit,  use,  or  employ)  or  who  shall  ^^'^ 
apprentice,  give  away,  let  out,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  such  child 
to  any  person  in  or  for  the  vocation,  service  or  occupation  of  rope 
or  wire  walking,  gymnast,  contortionist,  rider,  or  acrobat,  dancing 
or  begging,  in  any  place  whatsoever,  or  for  any  obscene,  indecent 
or  immortd  purpose,  exhibition  or  practice  whatsoever,  or  for  any 
exhibition  injurious  to  the  health  or  dangerous  to  the  life  or  limb 
of  such  child,  or  who  shall  cause,  procure,  or  encourage  such  child 
to  engage  therein,  and  any  person  who  shall  take,  receive,  hire, 
employ,  use,  exhibit,  or  have  in  custody  any  such  child  for  any  of 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Seo.  2.  No  minor  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  per-  ohikiraiiiotiQ 
mitted  to  remain  in  any  saloon,  bar  room,  or  other  place  where  any  "SSSS^"^ 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  any  wine  or  beer,  or  any  bever- 
age, liquor  or  liquors  containing  any  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquor,  beer,  or  malt  liquor,  is  sold,  given  ^way,  or  furnished  for  a 
beverage ;  or  in  any  place  of  amusement  known  as  dance  houses, 
concert  saloons,  variety  theatres ;  or  in  any  house  of  prostitution ; 
or  in  any  room  or  hall  occupied  or  used  for  hire,  gain,  or  reward, 
for  the  purpose  of  playing  billiards,  nine-pins,  cai^s,  dice,  or  any 
other  unlawful  game,  or  in  any  room  or  hall  used  or  occupied  for 
gaming,  pool-selling,  or  betting  in  any  manner  whatever.

That  whenever,  after  that  date,  there  shall  be  in  any  county 
poor-house,  any  such  children  who  cannot  be  received  in  said  school 
for  the  reason  there  shall  be  then  no  room  for  them,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  superintendents  of  the  poor  of  such  county,  to  place  and 
maintain  such  children,  at  the  expense  of  such  county,  in  some 
suitable  family  or  charitable  institution  until  they  can  be  received 
in  said  school :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
any  county  from  maintaining  and  educating  such  children  in  a 
buildinff  separate  from  the  county  poor-house,  devoted  to  the  sole 
use  of  cnildren  of  sound  mind  and  body,  and  cared  for  by  other  than 
pauper  labor :  And  provided  further.  That  no  child  under  the  age 
of  two  years  shall  be  separated  from  its  mother,  if  such  mother  shall 
be  an  inmate  of  such  county  house:  And  provided  further.  That 
no  child  under  the  age  of  four  years  shall  be  separated  from  the 
mother,  if  such  mother  shall  be  an  inmate  of  such  county  house^ 
without  the  consent  of  the  mother. 

Any  person  who  shall  sell,  give  away,  or  in  any  way 
furnish  to  any  minor  child  any  book,  pamphlet,  or  other  printed

or  criminal  deeds,  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.

seventy-one,  relative  to  the  support^  and  maintenance  of  poor 
persons. 

Section  1.  Th$  Pmple  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacty  Thatsj^j,^ 
section  two  of  an  act  entitled  <'  An  act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the 
several  acts  relating  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  poor  per- 
sons, approved  April  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  being 
compiler's  section  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  of  the  compiled 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  i^venty-one,  relative  to  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  poor  persons,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  the 
action  of  the  board  of  control  of  railroads  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  in  conferring  upon  the  Port 
Huron  and  Lake  Michigan  railroad  company  certain  lands  granted  by 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Michigan  June  third,

AN  ACT  to  encourage,  the  culture  of  sugar  cane  and  the  sugar 
beet,  and  the  manufacturing  of  sugar  from  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That 
all  companies  or  corporations  formed  or  that  may  be  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  cultivating  and  growing  sugar  cane,  corn  stalks  or  beets 
and  the  manufacturing  of  sugar  from  the  same,  and  any  and  all 
individuals  engaged,  or  that  may  be  engaged  in  such  culture  and 
manufacture  shall  be  entitled  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Seo.  2.  AH  buildings  or  machinery  used  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  fbr 
the  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two. 

Seo.  3.  The  State  board  of  agriculture  shall  direct  their  secretary 
to  receive  reports  of  results,  and  said  secretary  shall  collect  such 
reports,  and  the  process  by  which  such  results  are  obtained  in  the 
culture  of  sugar  cane,  corn  stalks,  and  beets,  and  the  manufacturing 
of  sugar  from  the  same,  and  report  the  same  in  full  to  the  board, 
and  said  board  shall  incorporate  the  same  in  their  annual  report. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  State,  as 
bounty  to  any  individual,  company,  or  corporation,  upon  the  report 
and  determination  of  the  board  of  agriculture  as  provided  for  in 
section  three,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  hundred 
pounds  of  merchantable  sucrose  sugar  manufactured  by  said  indi- 
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vidual,  company,  or  corporation  in  this  State,  from  sugar  cane,  com 
stalks,  or  beets  grown  thereip,  and  said  bounty  shall  be  paid  upon 
each  year's  results  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  to  all  individuals,  cor- 
porations, or  companies  entitled  to  the  same  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act:    Provided,  That  the  person  receiving  such  bounty  Prortoo. 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  State  board  of  agriculture,  duly  verified, 
of  all  the  parts  of  the  process  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  such 
sugar,  together  with  a  definite  statement  of  the  yield:    And  pro-  Ttawim. 
vided  further,  That  it  shall  contain  at  least  eighty  per  cent  crystal- 
ized  sugar,  as  determined  by  the  polariscope,  under  the  direction 
[directions]  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture.

AN  ACT  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  laws  of  this  State  providing 
for  the  drainage  of  swamps,  marshes,  and  other  low  lands,  and  to 
repeal  the  acts  of  March  twenty-two,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-nine,  and  April  thirteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
one,  known  as  the  county  drain  law  and  the  township  drain  law. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  ButobMahmmt 
water-courses,  ditches,  and  drains  for  the  drainage  of*  swamps,  ®'^'"*^**^ 
marshes,  and  other  low  lands,  may  be  established,  constructed,  and 
maintained  in  the  several  counties  and  townships  of  this  State  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  fiealth  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  word  ^  drain,"  when  used  as  a  noun  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
to  include  any  natural  water-course  opened  or  proposed  to  be 
opened  and  improved  for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  and  any  artificial 
ditch  or  drain  proposed  or  constructed  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  organized  county  in  this  Arooiatmeat 
State  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  authorized  at  any  regular  or  Jj^^ **""*' 
special  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected, 
to  appoint  one  county  drain  commissioner  for  such  county,  who 
shall  hold  his  ofBce  for  two  years,  and  they  may  in  like  manner 
remove  such  commissioner.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
county  drain  commissioner,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  county  clerk  and  prosecuting  attorney,  except  in  the  county 
of  Wayne  the  same  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  board  of 
county  auditors,  or  if  the  board  of  supervisors  be  in  session,  by  such 
board,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  ofiice  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  ot  the  board  of  supervisors.

Whenever  it  may  be  desired  to  construct  a  drain  afiecting 
SmTomcoooij  lAi^ds  lying  in  more  than  one  county,  an  application  signed  by  at 
v^Meoout*^  least  three  freeholders  of  each  county  may  be  presented  to  the  pro- 
bate court  of  either  county,  and  such  court  may  appoint  a  special 
drain  commissioner  for  the  particular  drain  applied  for,  who  shall 
have  power  to  establish,  open,  and  construct  a  drain  pursuant  to 
such  application,  in  the  same  manner  tiat  drain  commissioners  are 
authorized  to  do  under  this  act  in  counties  and  townshipa.  Such 
commissioner  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
such  special  drain  commissioner,  and  he  shall  make  return  of  his 
doings  in  the  same  manner  that  county  and  township  drain  com- 
missioners are  required  to  do,  and  the  full  record  of  such  drain 
shall  be  made  in  the  county  in  which  the  application  may  be  made; 
and  the  special  commissioners,  when  required,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  probate  court  of  such  county.  The  persons  signing  the 
application  shall  be  liable  for  costs  and  expenses  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  persons  signing  an  application  to  a  drain  commissioner  are 
made  liable  under  section  seven  of  this  act. 
^jUoMioBfcr  Seo.  6.  Application  for  the  construction  of  any  drain,  except  as 
^^'  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section,  may  be  made  in  writing  to 
any  drain  commissioner  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  any  five 
or  more  freeholders  residing  in  [any  one  or  more]  townships  in  which 
such  drains  [drain],  or  the  lands  to  be  drained  thereby,  may  be  [situ- 
ated]. Upon  the  filing  of  such  application,  the  commissioner  shall,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  proceed  to  examine,  personally,  the  line  of  the

special  commissioners,  as  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  appear  that  not  ^toi 

^  there  was  not  sufficient  cause  for  making  such  application  the  com- 
missioner shall  60  determine,  and  the  applicants  shallbe  jointly  and 
severally  liable  to  the  commissioner  for  the  amount  of  all  costis  and 
expenses  incurred  in  the  proceeding,  to  be  recovered  at  the  suit  of 
such  commissioner  in  an  action  of  assumpsit  or  on  the  case,  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county;  but  if  the  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  that  such  drain  is  necessary  and  practicable, 
he  shall  establish  the  same  as  hereinafter  provided.

ages,  and  tendered  to  the  person  entitled  to  such  damages,  shall  be  ^■™"«^ 
deemed  a  sufficient  security  for  the  amount  thereof.  If  the  owner 
of  any  lands  upon  which  any  damages  may  be  awarded  be  unknown, 
and  such  lands  be  not  occupied,  an  order  for  the  amount  thereof 
shall  be  drawn  upon  the  county  or  township  treasurer  and  deposited 
with  the  county  or  township  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  pay- 
able to  the  owner  of  the  description  of  land  upon  which  such 
damages  were  awarded,  describing  such  lands  by  their  legal  subdi-

venient sections,  for  the  purpose  of  construction,  and  shall  make 
diagrams  of  the  same,  with  specifications  of  the  width  of  excavation 
at  the  bottom,  slope  of  sides,  and  other  things  necessary  to  be  done

Orders  drawn  by  a  drain  commissioner  in  pay- 
ment for  the  construction  of  any  drain,  shall  be  payable  from  the 
proper  drain  fund,  and  shall  be  receivable  for  the  taxes  levied  for 
the  construction  of  such  drain  by  the  county  or  township  treasurer 
or  by  the  auditor  general,  as  the  case  may  be. 

If  the  taxes  levied  for  the  construction  of  any  drain  are 
not  collected  by  the  township  treasurer,  the  land  upon  which  they 
are  levied  shall  be  returned  to  the  county  treasurer,  in  a  separate 
return,  at  the  same  time  and  manner  as  lands  are  returned  for  other 
taxes;  and  such  taxes  may  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  with 
seven  per  cent  interest  and  cost  oi  advertising,  at  any  time  before 
sale,  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  a  list  of  such  uncollected  taxes 
shall  be  returned  to  the  auditor  general  for  the  information  of  non- 
resident owners,  but  no  application  to  pay  the  same  at  the  auditor 
general's  office  shall  relieve  the  lands  from  such  taxes,  until  the 
same  are  actually  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  or  auditor  general, 
with  interest  and  charges;  and  if  paid  to  the  auditor  general,  he 
shall  immediately  forward  his  warrant  for  the  amount  thereof  to 
the  county  treasurer. 

Sec.  24.  If  such  taxes,  interest,  and  costs  are  not  paid,  the  county 
treasurer  shall  advertise  and  sell  the  lands  against  which  the  same 
y%  levied,  as  delinquent  ditch  lands,  at  the  same  time,  place,  and 
li&nner  as  lands  are  advertised  and  sold  for  other  taxes,  and  he  shall 
give  certificates  to  purchasers  at  such  sales,  as  in  other  cases,  and 
the  owners  of  the  lands  or  persons  interested  may  redeem  such 
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lands  as  in  other  cases  at  the  county  treasurer's  office,  and  within 
the  same  time,  with  ten  per  oent  interest  and  cost  of  advertising, 
and  twenty-five  cents  for  the  certificate,  to  the  treasurer;  and  if  all 
the  lands  so  retarued  shall  not  be  sold  at  public  sale,  those  remain- 
ing may  be  purchased  at  private  sale  at  any  time,  and  certificates 
of  sale  given  to  purchasers  in  like  manner  as  in  case  of  public  sales, 
and  they  may  be  in  like  manner  redeemed,  with  interest  and  costs, 
within  one  year  from  sale. 

Ssa  25.  The  lands  so  sold  at  public  or  private  sale,  if  not  re-  Redemption. 
deemed  within  one  year  after  such  sale,  shall  be  conveyed  to  the 
purchaser  or  his  assigns,  by  deed  from  the  county  treasurer,  on  sur- 
render of  the  certificate  of  sale  in  the  same  manner,  as  near  as  may 
be,  as  the  auditor  general  is  authorized  to  convey  other  lands  on 
sales  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  the  deeds  so  given  by  the  coun- 
ty treasurer  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  deeds  given  by 
the  auditor  general  upon  the  sale  of  lands  for  delinquent  taxes,  and 
the  same  may  be  recorded  and  admitted  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  tax  deeds  in  other  cases,  except 
that  such  lands  shall  be  subject  to  all  State,  county,  town, 
school,  and  highway  taxes,  and  subordinate  to  State  deeds  for  non- 
payment of  taxes. 

Sec.  26.  Persons  occupying  lands  or  holding  title  thereto  under  HomMtead 
any  preemption  or  homesteiul  law  shall  be  liable  for  any  drain  ^^ 
taxes  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  against  lands  so  occu- 
pied or  held.    No  amount  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  any  piece  of  property  shall  be  assessed  against 
such  property  under  this  act.    The  taxes  assessed  upon  any  lands  TuaUen  oh 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  ^ 
to  be  a  perpetual  lien  upon  such  lands,  to  remain  such  until  such 
taxes,  with  all  lawful  costs,  interest,  and  charges  are  fully  paid  or 
otherwise  legally  discharged. 

Sec.  27.  In  case  the  amount  realized  from  the  assessment  made  Newaaement. 
for  the  construction  of  any  drain  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  complete 
such  drain,  and  to  pay  the  commissioner's  fees  and  all  incidental 
expenses,  or  in  case  an  enlargement  or  deepening  of  such  drain,  or 
an  extension  of  the  line  thereof  becomes  necessary,  a  further  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  to  meet  the  deficit  or  additional  expense,  and 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  28.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  grant  a  reasonable  ExUMionof 
extension  of  time  for  the  completion  of  any  contract.  When  any  ti^*of  oratnut 
contract  shall  not  be  finished  within  the  time  specified,  or  to  which 
it  may  be  extended,  the  commissioner  may,  in  his  discretion,  or  at 
any  time  thereafter,  relet  such  unfinished  portion  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  public  sale  or  otherwise,  after  not  less  than  five  days' 
public  notice  thereof,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders, 
and  shall  take  security  as  before.  The  cost  of  completing  such 
parts,  over  and  above  the  contract  price,  and  the  expense  of  notices 
and  reletting  shall  be  collected  by  the  commissioner  of  the  parties 
at  first  contracting:  Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall  the  commis- 
sioner forfeit  and  annul  a  contract  without  ten  days'  notice  to  the 
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contractor,  if  found,  and  if  not  fonnd,  then  by  written  notice  left 
at  his  last  place  of  residence,  if  known  to  be  within  the  county. 

Sec.  29.  The  powers  conferred  by  this  act  for  establishing  and 
constructing  drains  shall  also  extend  to  and  include  the  deepening 
and  widening  of  any  drains  which  have  heretofore  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  constructed;  also  to  straightening,  clearing  out,  and 
deepening  the  channels  of  creeks  and  streams,  and  the  construc- 
tion, maintaining,  remodeling,  and  repairing  of  levees,  dykes,  and 
barriers  for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  and  the  commissioner  may 
relocate  or  extend  the  line  of  any  drain  if  the  same  be  necessary  to 
provide  a  suitable  outlet,  and  shall  cause  a  survey  thereof  to  be 
made ;  but  no  proceeding  affecting  the  rights  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty shall  be  had  under  this  section  except  upon  the  notice,  hear- 
ing, and  award  prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  construction  of  drains 
in  the  first  instance. 

S£C.  30.  In  any  case  where  a  State  ditch  or  drain  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  established  and  partly  constructed  by 
means  of  lands  or  other  State  appropriations,  but  left  nncompleted, 
the  same  if  situated  within  any  one  township  shall  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  drain  commissioner  of  such  township,  or  the  board 
of  supervisors  may  assign  the  same  to  the  county  drain  commissioner. 
Such  drains,  if  situated  in  more  than  one  township,  shall  be  assigned 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  may  be 
situated  to  the  county  or  to  a  township  drain  commissioner,  and  if 
any  such  drain  be  situated  in  more  than  one  county,  the  boards 
of  supervisors  of  the  counties  in  which  situated  may  appoint  a 
special  drain  commissioner,  to  whom  such  drain  shall  be  assigned. 
Any  drain  thus  assigned  shall  be  deemed  to  be  established,  and  the 
commissioner  having  charge  thereof  shall  proceed  to  its  comple- 
tion as  under  sections  fifteen,  eighteen,  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty- 
one,  and  twenty-two  of  this  act.  In  case  an  extension  of  any  such 
drain  becomes  necessary,  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in 
establishing  a  drain  in  the  first  instance,  but  no  application  there- 
for shall  be  required. 

Sec.  31.  In  case  of  similar  applications  being  made  to  a  county 
drain  commissioner  and  to  a  township  drain  commissioner  in  the 
same  county  by  different  persons,  for  the  construction  of  the  same 
drain  at  or  near  the  same  time,  the  commissioner  first  applied  to 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter. 

Sec.  32.  When  application  shall  be  made  to  any  drain  commis- 
sioner for  the  establishment  of  any  drain,  if  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  application  for  the  appointment  of  the  special  commissioners 
provided  for  in  this  act,  any  three  or  more  free-holders  of  the  town- 
ship or  townships  traversed  by  such  drain  shall  file  with  the  com 
missioner  having  the  application  a  request  in  writing  that  such  ap- 
plication be  heard  and  determined  by  the  drain  commissioner  of  an 
adjoining  township  in  the  same  county,  to  be  named  in  such  request, 
or  by  the  county  drain  commissioner,  then  such  application  and  all 
papers  relating  thereto  shall  be  transferred  to  and  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  commissioner  so  named,  and  the  record  of 
any  drain  so  established  shall  be  made  in  the  office  of  the  county 
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or  township  clerk  where  it  should  have  been  made  in  case  the  appli- 
cation had  been  heard  and  determined  by  the  commissioner  to 
whom  it  was  originally  made. 

Sec.  33.  In  any  case  where  any  drain  is  to  be  located  through  Drains  in 
lands  situated  in  any  city  or  incorporated  village,  and  the  owners  ^"^•^ 
of  such  lands  shall  not  have  conveyed  and  released  right  of  way 
therefor,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  shall  be  given,  and 
a  jury  shall  be  drawn  by  the  drain  commissioner  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  is  provided  for  in  the  case  of  laying  out  private  roads,  and 
such  jnry  shall  determine  the  necessity  for  such  drain  and  for  taking 
private  property  for  the  public  use  and  benefit  for  the  purpose 
thereof,  and  shall  assess  the  damages  upon  any  lands  on  account  of 
the  construction  of  such  drain  across  or  upon  the  same,  and  their 
proceedings  shall  be  certified  and  returned  in  the  same  manner,  as 
near  as  may  be,  as  in  case  of  laying  out  private  roads. 

Sec.  34.  Drains  may  be  laid  along,  within  the  limits  of  or  across  daim  along 
any  public  road;  and  when  so  laid  out  and  constructed,  or  where  ^"^"*"**^ 
any  road  shall  hereafter  be    constructed  along   or    across   any  /  7i^^\

Along  nOroadi.  ^   \\'-\ 
but  not  to  the  injury  of  such  road,  and  when  it  shall  be  necessary  \  .  '. 

to  run  a  drain  across  a  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  rail-  \ '  "t  .  . 

road  company,  when  notified  by  the  drain  commissioner  to  do  so,  ^- 

to  make  the  necessary  opening  through  said  road,  and  to  build  and 
keep  in  repair  a  suitable  culvert. 

Sec.  35.  When  any  drain  crosses  a  highway,  the  cost  of  con- oonstmeuon  of 
structing  the  necessary  bridge  and  culvert  shall  be  charged  in  the  ^^l**  **^*  ^'^ 
first  instance  as  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  such  drain, 
after  which  such  bridge  and  culvert  shall  be  maintained  as  part  of 
the  highway.  There  shall  be  constructed  at  least  one  bridge  or 
passage  way  over  each  drain  where  the  same  crosses  any  enclosed 
field  or  parcel  of  land,  and  the  cost  of  construction  thereof  shall 
be  charged  as  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  such  drain,  and 
such  bridge  or  passage  way  shall  be  maintained  under  the  authority 
of  the  drain  commissioner,  and  the  necessary  expense  thereof  shall 
be  deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  keeping  such  drain  open  and  in 
repair:  Provided,  That  the  commissioner  may  contract  with  theProTiM. 
owner  or  occupant  of  land  crossed  by  any  drain  to  keep  such  drain 
and  the  necessary  passage  way  therefor  open  and  in  repair  across 
and  upon  such  land  at  an  annual  cost  not  to  exceed  four  cents  per 
rod. 

Sec.  36.  Drains  maybe  extended  into  or  through  any  lake  or  Drainage  of 
other  body  of  watet  surrounded  wholly  or  in  part  by  any  swamp,  "*"^*»  *^* 
marsh,  or  other  low  land,  for  the  general  purposes  of  drainage  con- 
templated by  this  act,  but  not  so  as  to  impair  the  capacity  for  navi- 
gation of  any  navigable  waters.  Where  the  construction  or  exten- 
sion of  any  drain  as  contemplated  by  this  section  shall  not  be  a 
matter  of  mutual  agreement,  the  provisions  foregoing  shall  govern 
the  special  commissioners  in  making  their  determination  and  award, 
and  the  drain  commissioner  in  the  construction  of  such  drain.  Any 
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lands  reclaimed  by  any  ench  drain  shall  be  attached  to  and  consti- 
tute a  part  of  the  legal  snbdivision  adjoining. 
BUnddraiDiL  Sec.  37.  Blind  drains  may  be  constructed  by  the  use  of  drain  tile 

or  sewer  pipe,  where  the  nature  of  the  ground  will  admit  of  so 
doing,  and  where  such  drains  may  be  constructed  across  any  land 
so  that  the  surface  of  the  land  can  be  restored^  the  commissioners, 
in  making  their  award,  shall  take  that  fact  into  account  in  reduc- 
tion of  damages.  Where  blind  drains  are  constructed  the  entrance 
thereto  shall  be  protected  from  drift-wood  and  debris. 

Sec.  38.  All  drains  reguJarly  established,  opened,  or  constructed, 
under  existing  provisions  of  law,  shall  be  deemed  legal  drains,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  county  and  township  drain  commissioners* 
in  cases  where  the  record  of  any  drains  may  not  have  been  pre- 
served, to  see  that  such  record  is  made  in  the  best  manner  practi- 
cable in  the  office  of  the  county  or  township  clerk,  according  as 
such  drain  may  have  been  made  by  county  or  township  authority. 
Sec.  39.  In  cases  where  any  proposed  drain  lies  wholly  or  partly  in 
an  adjoining  State,  or  the  lands  to  be  drained  thereby  lie  partly 
in  an  adjoining  State,  application  may  be  made  to  any  county  or 
township  drain  commissioner  representing  any  county  or  township 
in  this  State  in  which  any  portion  of  such  proposed  drain  or  lands 
lie,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  touching  the  portion 
of  such  drain,  or  the  lands  to  be  drained  thereby,  lying  within 
this  State,  as  are  provided  in  this,  act  in  the  case  of  drains  and 
lands  lying  wholly  within  this  State:  Provided^  That  before  any 
expense  shall  be  incurred  in  relation  to  any  such  proposed  drain,  a 
voluntary  release  of  the  right  of  way  to  construct  such  portion  of 
such  drain  as  may  lie  without  this  State,  and  an  agreement  to  keep 
the  same  or  permit  the  same  to  be  kept  clear  from  obstruction 
shall  first  .be  obtained  from  the  parties  owning  lands  outside  of 
this  State  through  which  such  drain  or  portion  thereof  is  to  pass, 
and  such  release  and  agreement  shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner, 
and  shall  form  a  part  of  the  record  of  his  doings  in  the  premises. 
Taxes  not  to  be  Sec.  40.  The  coUection  of  no  tax  or  assessment  levied,  or  ordered 
JSMd?Suf,and  to  be  levied,  to  pay  for  the  location  and  construction  of  any  drain 
power  of  court  laid  out  and  constructed  under  this  act,  shall  be  perpetually  enjoined 
or  declared  absolutely  void  in  consequence  of  any  error  of  any  officer 
or  board  in  the  location  and  establishment  thereof,  nor  by  reason  of 
any  error  or  informality  appearing  in  the  record  of  the  proceedings 
by  which  any  drain  shall  have  been  located  and  established,  nor 
for  want  of  proper  release  or  condemnation  of  right  of  way.  But 
the  court  in  which  any  proceeding  is  now  pending,  or  may  here- 
after be  brought,  to  reverse  or  to  declare  void  the  proceedings  by 
which  any  drain  has  been  located  or  establfshed,  or  to  enjoin 
the  tax  levied  to  pay  for  the  labor  and  costs  and  expenses  thereof, 
shall,  if  there  be  manifest  error  in  said  proceedings,  set  the  same 
aside  and  allow  the  plaintiff  in  the  action  to  come  in  and  show 
wherein  he  has  been  injured  thereby.  The  court  shall,  on  application 
of  either  party,  appoint  such  person  or  persons  to  examine  the 
premises,  or  to  survey  the  same,  or  both,  as  may  be  deemed  neces« 
sary ;  and  the  court  shall,]on  a  final  hearing,  make  such  an  order  in 
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the  premises  as  shall  be  jast  and  equitable,  and  may  order  such  tax 
to  remain  on  the  roll  for  collection,  or  order  the  same  to  be  re- 
levied,  or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
if  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  under  protest,  shall  order  the 
whole,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  just  and  equitable,  to  be  re- 
funded, the  costs  of  said  proceedings  to  be  apportioned  among  the 
parties  as  justice  may  require. 

Sec.  41.  In  case  the  record  does  not  show  that  application  in  How  muca^n 
writing  was  made  for  any  drain,  it  may  be  proven  (if  such  was  the  °**^  •p^ 
fact)  that  such  application  was  made,  and  upon  due  proof  of  the 
loss  thereof,  parol  or  secondary  evidence  of  the  contents  may  be 
given  in  any  suit  or  proceeding,  and  the  court,  if  satisfied  that 
a  proper  application  was  in  fact  made,  may  make  such  order  or 
decree  in  the  premises  as  shall  seem  just  and  equitable. 

Ssc.  42.  All  drains  that  may  have  been  constructed  under  and  by  Dnintobe  an- 
virtue  of  any  law  of  this  State,  or  that  may  be  constructed  under  ^,SSSSe?' 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  situated  in  this  State,  shall,  except  as  «tc. 
otherwise  provided,  be  under  the  charge  of  the  drain  commissioner 
under  whom  the  same  was  constructed,  and  his  successors  in  office, 
and  to  be  by  them  kept  open  and  in  repair.  In  all  coses  where 
any  completed  drain  is  or  may  be  situated  in  more  than  one  county, 
and  in  all  cases  where  any  State  ditch  or  drain  may  have  been  estab- 
lished and  constructed,  the  care  of  the  portion  thereof  lying  within 
any. county  shall  be  assigned  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  such 
county  to  the  county  or  to  a  township  drain  commissioner  of  the 
same  county,  to  be  by  them  kept  open  and  in  repair.  The  cost  of 
such  keeping  open  and  in  repair  shall  in  all  cases  be  assessed,  levied, 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  this  act  for  the 
construction  of  drains  in  the  first  instance,  and  in  cases  where  no 
assessment  of  benefits  shall  have  been  made,  the  commissioner  hav- 
ing charge  of,  or  to  whose  care  such  drain  may  be  assigned,  shall 
make  such  assessment. 

Seo.  43*  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  make  any  B<Midof  raper. 
rules  and  regulations  on  the  subject  of  drainage  within  such  county  JSK^SSf  ^* 
that  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  "»2**o' *«»*»• 
this  act,  and  especially  with  regard  to  clearing  out  and  keeping  ^^ 
clear  the  channels  of  streams,  and  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  dams  thereupon,  with  reference  to  their  capacity  for 
drainage,  and  may  require  of  the  owners  of  such  dams  reasonable 
service  in  clearing  and  keeping  such  streams  clear  as  a  considera- 
tion for  the  right  to  erect  dams  thereupon. 

Sec.  44.  Each  county  drain  commissioner  shall  make  a  report  to  Report  of  oom. 
the  board  of  supervisors  at  their  annual  meeting,  of  all  drains  con-  SHUfSTofra^. 
structed,  finished  or  begun  during  the  year,  and  shall  also  render  a  ^^^ 
full  financial  account  and  vouchers  in  each  case ;  and  each  township 
drain  commissioner  shall  in  like  manner  report  to  the  township 
board  of  his  township;  and  every  drain  commissioner  shall  be  lia- 
ble on  his  bond  for  any  misapplication  of  moneys  coming  into  his 
hands  as  such  commissioner.

sioners and  certificate  of  their  appointment 

Sec.  47.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  or  maliciously  remove  any 
division  stake  set  along  the  line  of  any  drain  laid  out  by  and  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  obstruct  or  injure  any  such  drain,  he  shall 
for  each  and  every  such  offense  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing ten  dollars,  together  with  such  sum  as  will  be  required  to  repair 
such  damage,  and  costs  of  suit,  which  penalty  may  be  recovered  in 
an  action  of  debt,  at  the  suit  of  the  drain  commissioner,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county ;  and  whenever  recovery 
shall  be  made,  and  the  same  collected,  it  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
treasurer  of  the  proper  drain  fund. 

Sec.  48.  All  drain  commissioners  holding  office  under  existing

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts   That  g^otioii 
section  two  of  chapter  fifty-three  of  the  compiled  laws  of  eighteen  •m«w>«^ 
hundred  and  seventy-one,  relative  to  disorderly  persons,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(1961.)  Sec.  2.  Upon  complaint  made  on  oath  to  any  justice  of  poiaityibrihe 
the  peace,  against  any  person  as  being  disorderly,  he  shall  issue  his  ^SmSvAj!^ 
warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the  offender,  and  cause  him  to  be 
brought  before  such  justice  for  examination;  and  if  it'  shall  appear 
by  the  confession  of  the  offender,  or  by  competent  testimony,  that 
he.is  a  disorderly  person,  he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  in  default  thereof,  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  the 
justice  may  require  of  the  offender  a  recognizance,  with  sufiicient 
sureties,  for  his  good  behavior  for  the  term  of  not  less  than  sixty- 
five  days,  nor  more  than  one  year  thereafter.  When  no  order 
respecting  the  costs  is  made  by  the  magistrate,  they  shall  be  allowed 
and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  costs  before  justices  in  criminal 
prosecutions;  but  in  all  cases  where  a  person  is  required  to  give 
security  for  good  behavior,  the  court  or  magistrate  may  require  and

ten  cents  a  mile  on  the  distance  actually  and  necessarily  traveled  in 
going  to  make  such  service;  for  serving  a  warrant  or  performing 
any  other  duty  which  may  be  performed  by  a  constable,  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  a  constable  for  such  service.  For  other 
services  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  such  sums  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  supervisors.

for  in  this  act,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  How  ezptnded. 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  on 
the  presentation  of  the  proper  certificates  of  said  board  to  the 
auditor  general,  and  on  his  warrant  to  the  State  treasurer. 

Sbc.  2.  There  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  HowMM«ed 
State  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one,  the  «<i^^»- 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  assessed  and  levied  in  "like  man- 
ner as  other  State  taxes  are  by  law  levied,  assessed  and  paid,  which

*' An  act  to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  rail- 
road companies,  and  to  regulate  the  running  and  management,  and

Wheneyer  five  hundred  dollars  per  mile  of  such  railroad,  or  one-half

Whebeas,  The  interests  of  the  St.  Mary's  Palls  ship  canal,  for  its  pro- 
tection, situated  as  it  is  on  onr  national  frontier,  and  for  speedier  repairs, 
isolated  as  it  now  is  in  winter,  from  all  business  centers,  where  material  and 
skilled  labor  can  be  had;  and  also,  the  navigation  interests,  requiring  easy 
communication  for  the  owners  and  others,  with  their  vessels,  passing  through 
said  canal,  it  being  the  only  point  where  vessels  touch  in  their  through  trips 
from  Detroit  to  Duluth ;  and  also,  the  interests  of  development,  for  the  settle- 
ment of  that  vast  wilderness  now  embraced  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  upper 
peninsula  of  Michigan,  demand  a  railway  connection  of  the  St  Mary's  Falls 
ship  canal  with  the  Marquette  and  Mackinaw  railroad ;  therefore 

Be  it  resolved^  That  we  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  request  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  appropriate  a  reasonable  quantity  of  United 
States  lands  situated  in  the  eastern  end  of  the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan, 
to  aid  the  construction  of  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  and  Marquette  railroad ;  a  com- 
pany for  the  construction  of  said  road  being  now  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Michigan,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  St  Mary's  Falls  ship 
canal  with  the  Marquette  and  Mackinaw,  railroad. 

Resolved,  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be  hereby 
instructed  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  the  immediate  passage  of  such 
grant,  and  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  forward  copies  of  this  resolution 
to  the  presiding  ofBcer  of  each  house  of  congress.

And  whereas,  The  proper  officers  of  the  United  States  government,  having 
in  charge  the  improvement  of  lake  harbors,  have  heretofore  officially  reported 
that  an  efficient  harbor  could  be  made  at  said  New  Buffalo,  by  the  expenditure 
of  a  comparatively  moderate  sum,  and  thereby  the  property  of  the  government 
be  preserved,  a  necessary  harbor  of  refuge  established,  a'  once  important  ship- 
ping port  renewed,  and  commercial  interests  developed  and  fostered;  now, 
therefore, 
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Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  are  respectfully

Seciiok  12.  The  clerk  of  each  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes  shall 
be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  such  county.  The  supreme  court  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  clerk  for  such  supreme  court.

And  each  person  voting  against  said  amend- 
ment shall  have  on  bis  ballot  in  like  manner  the  words,  "Amendment  to  the 
constitution  relative  to  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court,'* — ^No. 

The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed,  and  returns  made  as  in  the 
election  of  governor  and  lieutenant  governor.

Resolved^  That  the  question  of  a  general  revision  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State  shall  be  submitted  at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  and  that  notice  of  such  submission  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  notice  is  now  i-equired  to  be  given  for  the  election  of 
State  officers;  that  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  several  townships  and 
wards  provide  a  separate  ballot  box  to  receive  all  votes  that  may  be  cast  at  such 
election,  for  or  against  such  revision  of  the  constitution ;  and  that  the  electors 
voting  in  favor  of  a  general  revision  of  the  constitution  shall  have  written  or 
printed,  or  partly  written  or  partly  printed  on  their  ballots,  the  words  '*  for  a 
revision  of  the  constitution  f  and  those  voting  against  such  revision  shall  have 
written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed  on  their  ballots  the 
words,  '^against  a  revision  of  the  constitution;"  which  votes  shall  be  can- 
vassed and  certified,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the  votes  for  governor  and  lieuten- 
ant-governor are  required  to  be  canvassed. 

Resolvedi  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  State  to  report  the 
result  of  said  election  to*  the  legislature  at  the  next  session  thereafter,  within 
ten  days  after  the  commencement  thereof;  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified electors  voting  at  such  election  shall  have  decided  in  favor  of  a  revision  of

The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of 
which  the  electors  thereof  shall  elect  one  circuit  judge  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qual- 
ified. (The  legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  more  than  one  cir- 
cuit judge  in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  the  city  of  Detroit  is  'or  may  be 
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sitnated,  and  the  circuifc  judge  or  judges  of  said  circuit  in  addition  to  the 
salary  provided  by  this  constitution  shall  receive  from  said  county  of  Wayne 
such  additional  salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  said  county). 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  people  of  the  State  at  the  annual  election  to  be  held  on  the  first

Whereas,  Between  the  Manitou  islands  and  the  main  land  is  a  channel  of 
about  six  and  three-fourths  miles,  in  the  narrowest  place,  through  which  pass 
about  four-fifths  of  all  the  commerce  of  the  great  lakes  that  touches  Lake 
Michigan,  and  a  signal  station  at  that  point  is  of  the  greatest  importance ; 

Akd  whereas,  There  is  at  the  islands  a  most  excellent  natural  harbor  of 
refuge,  the  only  one  of  importance  on  an  exposed  and  dangerous  coast  of  more 
than  one  hundred  miles; 

Akd  whereas.  The  life-saving  stations  and  light-house  upon  the  islands  are 
without  means  of  communication  with  the  main  land  in  storms  or  danger,  and 
the  islands  have  been,  and  are  liable  to  be,  infested  with  dangerous  and  lawless 
persons,  and  life  and  property  in  case  of  wrecks  are  imperiled ; 

Akd  whereas.  Hundreds  of  vessels  are  yearly  compelled  to  seek  refuge  at 
these  islands  without  means  of  communicating  their  wants  in  distress ;  therefore 

Resolved  ty  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenlatives  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan.  That  the  senators  and  representatives  of  Michigan  in  congress  are  hereby 
requested  to  secure  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  a  proper  telegraphic  cable 
and  communication  between  the  Manitou  islands  and  the  main  land  of  Mich- 
igan, as  a  part  of  the  light-house,  signal,  and  life-saving  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  of  all  States  inter-

That  an  amendment  to  section  one  of  article  nine  of  the  constitution  of  this 
State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed,  to  read  as  follows : 

SscnoK  1.  The  governor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand 
dollars ;  the  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  the  State  treasurer  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  the  secretary  of  State  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars ;  the  commissioner  of  the 
land  office  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars;  the  attor- 
ney general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars.  They 
shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites  whatever  for  the  performance  of  any  duties 
connected  with  their  office.  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  the  legislature  to 
increase  the  salaries  herein  provided. 

Be  it  further  resolved^  That  said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the  first 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-' 
two,  and  the  secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the  same 
to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State  in  the  same  manner  that  he 
is  now  required  to  do  in  ca^e  of  the  election  of  a  governor  or  lieutenant  gov- 
ernor, and  the  several  towndiips  and  cities  in  this  State  shall  prepare  suitable 
boxes  for  the  reception  of  ballots  cast  for  or  against  said  amendment.  Each 
person  voting  for  said  amendment  shall  have  written  or  printed,  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed,  on  his  ballot,  the  words,  *^  Amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution relative  to  the  salaries  of  circuit  judges, — ^Yes;''  and  each  person 
voting  against  said  amendment  shall  have  on  his  ballot  in  like  manner  the 
words,  "Amendment  to  the  constitution  relative  to  the  salaries  of  circuit 
judges, — ^No.^'  The  ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and  returns  be 
made  as  in  the  election  of  governor  and  lieutenant  governor.

Whebbas,  The  east  shore  of  Lake  Michigan  has  not  a  harbor  of  refuge 
between  Chicago  and  the  Manitou  islands,  a  distance  of  over  three  hundred 
miles; 

And  whereas,  Owing  to  said  fact,  and  to  the  additional  fact  that  the  pre- 
vailing winds  on  said  lake  are  west  winds,  the  said  east  shore  is  a  very  dangerous 
shore,  and  much  property  and  many  lives  are  annually  lost,  which  might  be 
saved  if  a  safe  harbor  of  refuge  were  provided  into  which  storm  driven  ships 
could  run  for  safety ; 

And  whebeas,  Portage  Lake,  in  the  county  of  Manistee,  possesses  peculiar 
natural  advantages  for  the  formation  of  such  a  harbor,  being  centrally  .located 
on  said  east  shore,  well  protected  by  surrounding  hills,  lying  very  close  to  Lake 
Michigan,  so  that  a  channel  from  one  lake  to  the  other  can  be  made  at  com- 
paratively small  expense,  and  being  deep  enough  to  accommodate  any  vessel 
that  floats  on  Lake  Michigan ; 

And  WHER9A8,  The  United  States  government  has  already  appropriated 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  improving  said  harbor  at  Portage  Lake; 
now,  therefore. 

Be  it  resoUedj  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
iga7i,  That  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress  are  respectfully  and 
earnestly  requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  procure  the  necessary  appro- 
priations to  secure  a  harbor  of  refuge  at  Portage  Lake,  or  at  some  more  suitable 
point,  if  such  can  be  found,  on  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Michigan ; 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  transmit  a 
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eopy  of  the  foregoing  resolations  to  each  of  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress.

Resolved  ly  the  Senate  and  Hbtiee  of  lUpreseiUativee  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
That  section  ten  of  article  ten  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  he  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

SEcnoir  10.  The  board  of  supervisors,  or  in  the  county  of  Wayne  the  board 
of  county  auditors,  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  prescribe  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  all  services  rendered  for,  and  to  adjust  all  claims  against  their 
respective  counties;  and  the  sum  so  fixed  or  defined  shall  be  subject,  to  no  ap- 
peal. But  the  legislature  may  by  general  statute  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  a  board  of  county  auditors  in  any  county;  and  any  such  boards  when  estab- 
lished according  to  law,  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  prescribe  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation for  all  services  rendered  for,  and  to  adjust  all  claims  against  such 
county,  and  the  sum  so  fixed  or  defined  shall  be  subject  to  no  appeal :  Provided, 
That  no  such  board  shall  be  established  in  any  county  unless  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  such  county  shall  so  direct  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elect 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  people  of  this  State  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two,  and  the  secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice 
of  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  in  the  same 
manner  that  he  is  now  required  to  do  in  the  case  of  an  election  of  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  the  inspectors  of  elections  in  the  several  townships  and 
cities  of  this  State  shall  prepare  a  suitable  box  for  the  reception  of  ballots  cast 
for  or  against  said  amendment  Each  person  voting  for  said  amendment  shall 
have  written  or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  printed,  on  his  ballot  the  words 
''Amendment  relative  to  county  auditors, — ^Yes,^'  and  each  person  voting  against 
the  am€;;idment  the  words ''  Amendment  relative  to  county  auditors, — ^No.'^  The 
ballots  shall  in  all  respects  be  canvassed  and  returns  be  made  as  in  elections  of 
judges  of  the  supreme  conrt

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Akb  whebeaSi  The  general  goyernment  has  jurisdiction  over  oar  entire 
railway  and  transportation  system,  and  alone  has  sufficient  power  to  cope  suc- 
cessfully with  corporations  and  combinationsi  and  to  protect  that  class  of  pro- 
ducers who  are  unable  to  protect  themselves;  therefore.

That  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  entitled  '^  An  act  to 
amend  act  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  to  grant  twenty-five  thousand 
acres  of  State  swamp  lands  to  the  German  American  seminary  of  the  city  of 
Detroit,''  approved  March  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  twenty-five 
thousand  acres  of  State  swamp  lands  were  granted  to  the  Qerman  American 
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seminary  of  Detroit,  a  corporation,  in  order  to  '^  aid  said  seminary  in  erecting 
buildings  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  seminary  on  land  owned  by  the 
seminary  in  the  city  of  Detroit;" 

Seconds  That  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  act,  said  seminary  as  princi- 
pal, and  your  memorialists,  with  certain  other  parties  now  deceased,  as  sureties, 
executed  and  delivered  to  the  people  of  this  State  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ''  conditioned  that  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said 
lands  shall  be  faithfully  and  forever  applied  to  the  purposes  contemplated  in 
said  (this)  grant;'' 

Third.  That  a  part  of  the  proceeds  of  said  lands  had  been  expended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  said  grant,  and  a  certain  other  part  of  such  proceeds,  as 
well  as  part  of  the  lands  so  granted,  now  remains  in  the  hands  of  said  semi- 
nary corporation  undisposed  of; 

Fourfh.  That  they  are  fearful  that  the  said  proceeds  and  said  land  will  be  mis- 
applied and  appropriated  for  purposes  not  contemplated  by  said  grant,  and  they 
therefore  give  notice  that  they  will  not  further  hold  themselves  liable  as  sure- 
ties on  said  bond  for  the  future  administration  of  the  trust  created  in  and  by 
said  grant,  and  they  present  this  memorial  for  the  purpose  of  absolving  them- 
selves from  further  liability  on  said  bond,  and  that  you  may  take  such  action 
as  may  be  best  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  State.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

PROPOSED   BY  THE    LEGISLATURES  OP  EIGHTEEN  HUNDRED  AND  SEVENTT- 
KIKE,  AND  EIGHTEEN  HUNDRED  AND  EIGHTY-ONE,   AND  RATI- 
FIED AND  APPROVED  BY  THE  PEOPLE  AT  THE  APRIL 
ELECTION  OP  EIGHTEEN  HUNDRED  AND 
EIGHTY -ONE. 


ARTICLE  Xni. — EDUCATION. 

Section  12.  The  legislatare  shall  also  provide  for  the  establishment  of  at  least 
one  library  in  each  township  and  city;  and  all  fines  assessed  and  collected  in 
the  several  counties  and  townships  for  any  breach  of  the  penal  laws  shall  be 
exclusively  applied  to  the  support  of  such  libraries,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  township  board  of  any  township,  or  the  board  of  education  of  any  city : 
Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall  such  fines  be  used  for  other  than  library  or 
school  purposes. 

ARTICLE  VL — JUDICIAL    DEPARTMENT, 

Section  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  circuits,  in  each  of 
which  the  electors  thereof  shall  elect  one  circuit  judge  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
(The  legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  of  more  than  one  circuit  judge 
in  the  judicial  circuit  in  which  the  city  of  Detroit  is  or  may  be  situated,  and 
the  circuit  judge  or  judges  of  said  circuit  in  addition  to  the  salary  provided 
by  this  constitution  shall  receive  from  said  county  of  Wayne  such  additional 
salary  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  said  county). 

Section  12.  The  clerk  of  each  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes  shall 
be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  such  county.      The  supreme  court  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  for  such  supreme  court

The  fact  that  there  is  a  credit  balance  in  every 
fund  is  due  to  our  general  prosperity,  as  exhibited  by  the  prompt  payment  of 
taxes.

In  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  September  30,  1879,  I  referred  at 
some  length  to  the  conditions  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  of  Article  14  of  our  State  constitution ;  and  to  which  I  would  again 
respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  your  Excellency. 

The  provisions  of  the  constitution  above  referred  to  is  the  law  creating  the 
Sinking  Fund,  and  which  designates  specifically  what  application  shall  be 
made  of  the  moneys  coming  into  the  Fund,  and  wherein  it  is  provided  ^^  that 
all  sums  arising  from  specific  taxes,  other  than  those  received  from  mining 
companies  in  the  upper  peninsula,  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  upon  the  educational  funds,  and  next  to  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  the  State  debt  until  the  extinguishment  of  the  State 
debt,  when  such  specific  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the 
Primary  School  interest  fund." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statements  that  there  is  already  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  $318,895.27  more  than  is  required  to  pay  the 
State  debt  in  full;  but  as  no  part  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  matures 
earlier  than  January  1st,  1883,  and  a  large  portion  of  it  not  until  May  Ist^ 
1890,  it  becomes  a  very  important  question  at  this  time  as  to  what  shall  be 
done  with  the  large  surplus  which  must  annually  pass  into  the  Sinking  Fund 
under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  as  they  now  stand. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  that  providing  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  pay  and  discharge  the  State  indebtedness  in  full,  without  actual  pay- 
ment, is  not  such  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  cited  as 
will  authorize  the  transfer  of  the  surplus  to  the  Primary  School  interest  f  und^ 
where  the  law  directs  it  shall  go  when  the  State  debt  is  extinguished. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  decision 
of  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  State  upon  this  important  question,  proceedings 
have  been  commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  an  action  for  mandamus 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  Auditor  General  vs.  the  State  Treasurer^  asking 
for  an  order  directing  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  on  the  books  of  his

office  the  sarplas  now  in  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Primary  School  interest  fund. 

The  case  has  heen  twice  argued  and  submitted  to  the  court,  but  the  decision 
has  not  yet  been  published.  Should  the  court  in  its  findings  determine  that 
the  language  of  the  law  will  not  warrant  the  construction :  that  providing  and 
netting  apart  the  necessary  amount  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  is  equivalent 
to  its  extinguishment,  there  will  be  no  mode  by  which  the  large  accumulations 
thus  locked  up  in  the  Sinking  Fund  can  be  liberated  and  made  available 
excepting  through  an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  which  should  be  effected 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

There  is  one  other  question  connected  with  the  above  proposed  action  and 
growing  immediately  therefrom,  to  which  I  think  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture should  be  called  at  this  time.  The  constitution  now  provides  that  all 
8ums  arising  from  specific  taxes  which  are  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  public  debt,  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a 
part  of  the  Primary  School  interest  fund  after  the  State  debt  is  extinguished, 
and  which  is  now  practically  accomplished  • 

Basing  our  estimates  upon  the  receipts  of  the  past  year  and  upon  the  partial 
returns  for  the  current  year,  received  from  corporations  paying  specific  taxes 
which  come  into  this  fund,  we  find  that  there  wiU  accrue  to  the  Primary  School 
interest  fund  during  the  present  and  future  years,  if  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  continues  as  at  present,  an  annual  sum  approximating  $400,000.00 
from  this  source;  which  amount  added  to  the  sum  of  9201,665.00,  the  amount 
of  interest  that  will  be  received  from  the  permanent  school  fund  as  it  now 
stands,  gives  us  a  total  of  nearly  9600,000.00  to  be  distributed  to  our  public 
schools  annually. 

While  I  believe  it  is  the  desire  of  every  good  citizen  that  our  school  fund 
should  be  strengthened  to  the  utmost  limit  to  which  support  may  be  carried 
without  causing  actual  injury  to  the  schools,  yet  there  is  great  diversity  of 
opinion  among  our  most  liberal  educators  as  to  how  far  an  arbitrary  system 
of  support  may  be  carried  by  a  State  without  endangering  the  efficiency  and 
practiciEd  working  of  the  system,  by  relieving  and  removing  from  the  tax 
payers  and  patrons  of  the  schools  the  necessity  for  a  constant  and  active 
supervision  of  the  financial  and  business  affairs  of  the  district.  For  there  are 
few  sayings  more  thoroughly  verified  in  the  affairs  of  men  than  the  old  adage 
''that  what  seemingly  costs  nothing  is  but  poorly  appreciated."  It  is  possible 
that  the  large  amounts  which  will  now  come  into  the  school  interest  fund 
annually  may  be  disbursed  without  injurious  effects.  But  the  public  school 
interests  of  our  State  should  at  all  times  be  held  by  our  people  as  most  sacred, 
and  guarded  with  jealous  care.  And  especially  at  this  time  under  the  new 
conditions  of  the  fund  enumerated,  does  the  subject  assume  additional 
importance,  and  demand  at  the  hands  of  our  Legislature  a  most  thorough  and 
careful  consideration. 

I  would  also  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  expedi- 
ency of  adopting  in  our  State,  by  appropriate  legislation,  a  system  authorizing 
the  chief  officer  of  any  of  the  State  departments  to  submit  in  person,  or 
through  the  Attorney  Oenerd,  directly  to  the  Supreme  Court,  any  important 
•questions  which  may  arise  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  department 
(affecting  only  the  interests  of  the  State),  and  involving  the  construction  of  a 
statute  or  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
fictitious  proceedings,  or  to  the  expenses  and  delay  necessary  to  the  forms  and 
pleadings  as  in  litigated  cases.

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that,  during  the  past  year,  I  have  been  unable  to 
make  very  much  progress  in  the  way  of  retiring  our  outstanding  indebtedness. 
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owing  to  the  extremely  high  preminms  exacted  by  the  owners  of  our  bonds, 
rendering  it  impossible  to  buy  them  in,  excepting  at  a  heavier  sacrifice  than  I 
felt  justified  in  submitting  to.  But  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that,  during 
the  present  year,  I  shall  be  able  to  secure  a  large  part  of  our  bonds  maturing 
January  1st,  1883 ;  as  the  owners  must  realize  that  to  presist  in  holding  them 
until  the  day  of  maturity  arrives,  is  to  see  all  premium  on  which  they  rely  for 
profit  wither  in  their  grasp. 

The  last  of  the  St.  Mary's  Falls  Ship  Canal  Bonds  have  been  paid  during 
the  year,  and  the  account  with  that  institution  will  be  practic.ally  closed  on 
the  books  of  this  office  by  the  transfer  of  the  canal  from  the  State  to  the 
United  States  government. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  a  condition  existed  in  our  finances  which  has  not  been  known  for  many 
years,  if  ever  before  in  the  State — that  every  fund  had  a  balance  to  its  credit, 
no  fund  or  appropriation  was  overdrawn,  and  the  treasury  was  fully  prepared 
to  meet  on  demand,  every  obligation  against  the  State,  whether  matured  or 
unmatured. 

I  believe  the  people  will  find  in  the  foregoing  exhibits  much  that  will  gratify. 
In  the  largely  increased  receipts  from  specific  taxes  we  have  evidence  of  a 
great  increase  of  business  at  our  mines  and  along  our  railways ;  and  in  the 
prompt  payment  by  counties  of  the  amounts  due  to  the  State  we  have  unmis- 
takable evidence  of  a  general  and  healthy  prosperity  among  the  people. 

In  the  management  of  the  business  pertaining  to  this  department,  although 
the  work  of  the  office  has  increased  largely  in  volume,  yet  it  has  been  promptly 
performed  without  an  increase  of  clerical  force,  owing  to  the  faithful  and 
efficient  labors  of  the  regular  corps  of  employes,  whose  meritorious  services  I 
desire  especially  to  recognize.
